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PREFACE. 



npHE Tracts contained in the present volume relate to the earliest 
•^ attempts made in Scotland for the establishment of Golonies in 
B'orth America. It is several years since they were reprinted for the 
Bannatyne Club. They were not circulated at the time^ as it was pro- 
posed that the volume should embrace an extensive series of Original 
Letters and other documents^ not only in connexion with this subject^ 
but more especially with the institution of the Order of Knights Baro- 
nets of B'ova Scotia. This hereditary dignity, it is well known, had its 
origin in having been engrafted upon the schemes of colonization which 
were projected in this kingdom by Sir "William Alexander in the year 
1621. 

After coUecting from the public Records, and from Sir William 
Alexander's Register of Letters while Secretary of State for Scot- 
land, and other sources, the chief materials for this portion of the 
intended volume, its completion was deferred, partly in the expectation 
that some important documents might be obt^ained from originals 
deposited in H.M. State Paper Office. But when in London in 
1853, I was informed that the permission which the Home Secre- 
tary had previously granted, and which enabled me, as occasion 
offered, to examine and transcribe papers relating to Scotland during 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, did not include such as were 
classed under the Golonial Department. I had therefore to make 
a special application to the Foreign Office, but after explaining the 
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object in view, as it was deemed inexpedient, from particular circum- 
stances, to allow these papers to be examined or printed, the appli- 
cation was accordingly withdrawn. Since that time, these early Colo- 
nial Papers have been transferred to the Public Secord Office, and are 
now of easy access for historical purposes, through the liberal arrange- 
ments sanctioned by the Master of the Rolls, besides the advantage of 
having an elaborate Calendar of them in a printed form/ 

I afterwards obtained for the Club transcripts of such papers from 
this great repository as seemed to be particularly suited for the present 
volume. But my hands being full of other work for the Club when it 
was drawing to a termination, this particular volume it was thought might 
be reserved for the last of the series, to be completed either in a larger 
or in a more restricted form, according to the means that should remain 
at the disposal of the Committee. Latterly^ . it became sufficiently 
evident that there would be no surplus funds to carry out the original 
design to its full extent. Had it even been otherwise, the anxious 
desire to bring theaffinirs of the Club to a speedy close would have kept 
me from interposing any protracted delay in completing the volume. 
I have, however, along with notices of the authors of the Tracts, given a 
very copious selection of all the original letters, and Acts of Privy 
Council which appeared to be of importance, without enlarging either 
on the subject of Nova Scotia Baronets, or attempting to prepare any 
detailed account of this unsuccessful episode of Scottish enterprise.

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L— CAPTAIN JOHN MASON. 

John Gaboto, a Yenetian, resident in Bristol, and his three sons, 
obtained from H^nry the Seventh of England letters patent, dated 5th 
March 1496, for a voyage of discovery, and they reached the island of 
l^ewfoundland, 24th June 1497. A second patent, dated 3d February 
1498, specially refers to "the Lande and Isles" late found by the said 
John,* he having reached the continent of North America, sailing from 
the confines of Labrador to the coast of Virginia, twelve months before 
Columbus, in his third voyage, by landing on the South American con- 
tinent, had completed his own great discovery. Nearly a century later 
Sir Humphrey Gilbert, with a comprehensive patent granted by Queen 
Elizabeth, took possession of Newfoundland; and various settlements were 
attempted at subsequent times, among others, by Alderman Guy of Bristol 
in 1610, by Captain Whitbourne in 1616, by William. Vaughan, and by 
Captain Mason, and others. John Guy was governor of the English 
colony there, and remained with his family for two years. Purchase, in 
his Pilgrimes, inserts the chief part of a patent granted by King James 
for New-found-land, together with a letter from Guy, to the Council of 
the New-found-land Plantation, dated at Cuper's Cove, 16th May 1611.* 

But the person who was most successful in directing the attention of 
the people of England to this settlement was Captain Bichard Whit- 
bourne of Exmouth. He states thai he became an adventurer into 
foreign countries at fifteen years of age, was captain of a vessel of his 
own in 1538, and rendered good service at the time of the Spanish 
invasion. Having been employed more than forty years in making 
voyages to and from the island, he says, as '* for the Newfoundland, 
it is almost so familiarly known to me as my owne contrey." He was

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the author of ** A Discourse and Discovery of B'ewfoundland," Lond., 
1620, 4to.y ^ A Discourse, containing a loving Invitation/' &c., Lond., 
1622, 4to., and a republication of both, with alterations and additions, 
in the same year. In a letter addressed to George Duke of Buckingham, 
in 1626, Whitboiume states that his '^ Large Discourse" had been 
presented to King James, and that his Majesty had ordered it to be 
printed, and distributed in every parish throughout England, to shew 
the benefits of settling a plantation in [{Newfoundland.^ 

CAPTAm John Mason, on the other hand, addressed himself to his 
friends in Scotland, and his account of Newfoundland may have largely 
influenced the proposed schemes for founding colonies on the continent, 
in Nova Scotia. He seems to have been a native of England, but his 
name first occurs in the years 1610 and 1611, when engaged on the 
west coast of Scotland, along with Andrew Knox, Bishop of the Isles,' 
in attempting to curb the restless and predatory disposition of the 
islanders. In this enterprise Gaptain Mason was employed for fourteen 
months, and must have possessed means to have incurred considerable 
expense, amounting to £2,238 sterlings which still remained due in 
1629, as we learn from the subjoined Declaration.'

** Humbly sheweth That having in the yeares 1610 and 1611 bin ymployed by the especiall 
order of his late Ma**« yo' ffather of famous memory, gevin at Thetford, for furnishing and 
setting forth of Two Shipps of Warr and Two I'ynnasses to attend his Ma^j service conioyntly with 
Mr Andrew Knox, then Bishopp of the Isles, for subduing of the then rebellious Redshankes in 
the Hebrides Ilandes, and for settling the Lawes of the Realme of Scotland there ; which accord- 
ingly tooke good effect. In which ymployment the said Capt. John Mason was engaged person- 
ally wt his said Two shippes and Two pynnases and ffowerscore Marriners, besides certaine 
Gentlemen volunteers, in warlike manner, furnished by the space of ffowerteene monethes, 
vppon an Aggreement made by the Earle of Dunbarr then Lord Chancellour and Thesaurer of 
Scotland in his Ma^ name, to pay the whole freight, victualls, and wages, and other charges of 
the Expedicion. But the said Earle dying ere the voyage fynished and noe course by him 
taken for satisflMdon, the said Ci^. John Mason was enforced to discharge the whole debt, 
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Being of an active enterprising disposition, Mason, who was for 
some time governor of Newfoundland, undertook a careful survey 
of the island. In a letter addressed '^ To the right worshipfull A& 
John Scot of Scottisterbatt, in Scotland, Director to His Majesties 
Court of Chancery there, at his house on the Cawsy of Edenborough," 
he promises to send him some account of his discoveries. The letter 
is dated "from the plantacion of Cuper's Cove in Terra B'ova. ult. 
Augusti 1617."^ After alluding to the various hindrances to his duty, 
he expresses the hope that '^ I shall affoord you a Mapp thereof 
(Newfoundland), with a particular relacion of their severall parts, 
natures, and qualities." He then continues, — "I am now a setting 
my foote into that path where I ended last, to discover to the west- 
ward of this land ; and for two months absence, I have fitted myselfe 
with a small new galley of 15 tonnes, and to rowe with four- 
teen oares (having lost our former). We shall visite the naturalls 
(natives) of the country, with whom I purpose to trade, and thereafter 
shall give you a tast of the event, hoping that withall Terra nova will 
produce JDona tiova, to manifest our gratificacion. XJntill which tyme, 
I rest and shall remayne tutu dam mua^ John Mason." 

The "Brief Discourse" which Mason sent to Sir John Scot was 

vi2. Two Thowsand Two hundred thirtj and eight ponndes. An Accompt whereof particn- 
larlj drawn vpp, he then offered to your Maty> ffather with a certificate allso vnder the handes 
of the Blahopp of the Isles and other Lords Temporall of his good services done, by many yet 
justifiable. Wherevppon was delivered vnto him, his Ma^J* letter to the Earle of Domfermlin 
then the Lord Chancellor and to the Lordes of the Councell of Scotland for passing of a grant 
of the King^s Assise Herring dae from all the fishing Shipps and Boates on those coastes, to 
the said Capt. John Mason ; who forthwith receaved commission therefore, and made collection 
of some part of the same in anno 1611. But vppon the marriage of the Queene of Bohemia the 
States Ambassador* after congratulacion of the said marriage, and presents delivered, made 
suit to the Eang for a Remission of the Payments of the said Assise Herring due by their 
Nation ; which was granted to the disannulling of the said Cap^. John Mason his whole interest 
therein, who never since receaved one penny towardes recoropence, saving onely a promise of 
certain Lands in Ireland, which tooke noe effect. Your Ma^^** most humble and obedient 
Servant Jhon Mason.'' 

There is annexed ** An Accompt for the Interest " due on the principal sum of £2,238, for 
nineteen years, at the rate of 10 per cent, which, with the accummulations, reached, in 1629, 
to the large sum of £12,489, 78. steriing ; which probably he never received.— State Paper Office, 
Scotland, 1625-1638.

The original tract, 
now reprinted, consists of seven leaves/ and is so rare, that only three 
copies are known to be preserved. 

It is not necessary to trace Captain Mason's subsequent history. At 
a later time he is styled '* Vice-President of the Council for and . Vice- 
Admiral of New England." He was alive in 1639. Several grants and 
papers relating to him among the Colonial Papers are described by Mr 
Sainsbury in his Calendar. One of these is a protest of Joseph Mason 
on behalf of Ann, widow of Captain John Mason, with respect to her 
lands in New England, July 4th, 1661. 

In 1628 there appeared a quaint bombastic work, entitled " Quod- 
libets, lately come over from New Britaniola, Old Newfoundland. 
Epigrams and other small parcels, both morall and divine. . . . 
All of them composed and done at Harbor^Grace, in Britaniola, anciently 
called Newfound-Land. By R. H. (Robert Hayman), sometimes Gouer- 
nour of the Plantation there.** London, 1628, 4to. One portion the 
author dedicates *' To the far admired, admirably fair, vertuous, and 
witty Beauties of England." His lines addressed to Captain Mason, 
and to Sir William Alexander, may be quoted.

Hayman addresses verses to other persons connected with New 
Foundland^ such as : — ^^ To the right worthy, learned, and wise Master 
William Vaughan, chief Vndertaker for the Plantation in Gambrioll, the 
Southermost part of Newfound-Land, who with penne, purse, and person 
hath, and will proue the worthines of that enterprise," Also, ** To the 
6ame industrious Gentleman, who, in his Golden-Fleece, styles himself 
Orpheus Jimior." 

Among the persons who had undertaken to plant large circuits in the 
southern part of '' the island, commonly called the Newfoundland,'' was 
this William Vaughan of Tarracod, in the county of Carmarthen, Doctor 
of the Civil Law. Under the assumed name of Orpheus Junior, he 
published at London, in 1626, a fantastic work, entitled '^ The Golden 
Fleece . . . . Transported from CambrioU Colchos, out of the 
southernmost part of the island, commonly called the Newfoundland^ by 
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Orpheofl Janior^ for the general and perpetnall good of Great Britains.'' 
London^ 1626^ 4to« He mentions in terms of high commendation Captain 
Mason^ Sir William Alexander^ and other adyenturers; and gives an 
engrared map of the Island, by Captain Mason (of which an accorate 
iacsimOe accompanies this reprint of Mason's Tracts 1620). But it 
forms no part of the design of the present collection to enlarge on the 
history of Newfoundland, and its great importance to this country for 
the fisheries and navigation.^

This Patent or Charter is printed at full length, in a subsequent part 
of this volume, from the Great Seal Register. The abridged extract, 
contained in the well known and valuable work Purchase's Pilgrimes,* 
is given on account of the information which is added in regard to the 
proceedings for the Plantation. It is here accompanied with an extract 
from a rare tract, published at London in 1622 by the President and 
Council of New England.

Sir William Alexander of Menstrie^ Yiscount and afterwards Earl 
OF Stirling^ is usually said to have been born in 1580.^ It is more 
likely that it was two or three years earlier. Some persons would trace 
his descent from Alexander or AUister^ or Mackallister, whose pro- 
genitor was Donald, King of the Isles, son of Reginald, King of Man 
and the Isles.^ This has a magniloquent sound, and suits the style 
of peerage writers, but no proof has or can be adduced to confirm it, 
Alexander Alschinder (as the name Alexander was frequently written 
during the sixteenth century) was the son of Andrew Alexander of 
Menstrie, and Catherine Graham. He, with Elizabeth Douglas, his 
spouse, and Andrew, their son and apparent heir, had two charters 
from Colin, Earl of Argyle, of part of the barony of Menstrie, in 
1629, confirmed under the Great Seal, 20th April 1630.' He died in 
1646. 

Andrew Alexander, mentioned in these charters, predeceased his 
father. His wife's name is not recorded ; but we may infer from what 
follows that she was the daughter of Alane Coutis. 

Alexander Alschinder of the Mains of Menstrie appears as a witness, 
along with his grandfather, of the same name, in a seisin dated 19th April 
1641. Instead of surviving till 1694, as stated in Douglas' Peerage, his 
death occurred on the 10th of February 1680-1. His last will was con- 
firmed by the Commissaries of Edinburgh on the 24th of May 1681.^ 
Five days before his decease he nominated James Alexander, his father's 
brother, John Alexander of Pitgogar, and Elizabeth Alexander, relict

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of umquhile John Leicheman^ burgess of Striveling, his executors ; also 
his gude Lord and maister Coline, Earl of Argyle^ and Alane Coutis^ his 
guidschir (maternal grandfather)^ as oversmen; at the same time he 
constituted the said James Alschinder to be " tutor-testamentar to his 
bairneSy to wait thairupon for putting of his roomes and gudis to pro- 
ffeit for the sustentation of his bairnes, and uphald of the hous to 
thame, and putting of thair geir to proflTeit quhill thair perfyt aige/* 
&c. ; or, failing his acceptance of this trust, John Alexander of.Pitgogar, 
who seems to have undertaken it. In the list of debts awand be the 
said Alexander Alschinder of Menstrie there was one to my Lord of 
Argyle, maister of the ground, in anno 1580, 24 bolls of wheat, at £4 
the boll ; 24 bolls of bear, at £3, 6s. 8d. ; and 24 bolls of meal, at 
£2, 10s. 6d. ; and to Margaret Alschinder, Jiis sister, 100 merkis. The 
names of the children are janfortunately not giyen, and no mention 
being made of his wife, she had most hkely predeceased him. 

No particulars slto recorded of Sir William's early history and 
education. He probably studied at St Andrews, without remaining to 
take his degree of Master of Arts. Sir John Scot states, " that he 
travelled through Italy and France with his Lord superior the Earl of 
Argyle, where he attained to the French and ItaUan languages."^ This 
must have been Archibald seventh Earl of Argyle, born in 1576 ; and 
we may suppose that their visit to the Continent was before the close of 
that century. His first appearance as an author was in 1603, having 
published at Edinburgh *' The Tragedie of Darius. By William Alex- 
ander of Menstrie ;" and, addressing the Reader, he says, ^' I present to 
thy favourable vie we and censure the first essay of my rude and unskil- 
full Muse in a Tragicall poem." It was dedicated '' To the most 
excellent, high, and mightie Prince James the 6. King of Scots, my 
dreade Soveraigne : " 

Whose Sacred brow a twofolde lanrell beares, 
To whom Apollo his owne harpe resignes, 
And everlasting Trophies vertue reares. 

In the following year Alexander published, at London, " Aurora, con- 
taining the first fancies of the Author's youth," being a coUection of Love 
^ Scot's Staggering State of Scots Statesmen. 
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Sonnets, Sextains, &c., dedicated to the Lady Agnes Dowglas, Gountesse 
of Argyle* At the same time his Darius, somewhat polished in its style, 
was reprinted, with th^ dedication " To His Sacred Majestie," amplified 
from three eight-lipe stanzas to thirteen stanzas. His tragedy of 
Croesus was joined to this republication, along with his '^ Paraenesis to 
the Prince. In 1607, these and his other tragedies, in rhyme, the Alex- 
andraean, and Julius Caesar, formed one volume, with a general title, 
'* Thb MoNARCHicKE Tbagkdies, &c., Ncwly enlarged." In a compli- 
mentary sonnet to the author. Sir Robert Aytoun, in reference to this 
title, says, — 

The worthiest Monarch that the sonne can see. 

Doth grace thj laboors with his glorions Name, 

And daignes Protector of thjr birth to be : 
Thus all Monarchick, patron, sabject, stile 
Make thee the Monarck-tragick of this Isle. 

But leaving his tragedies, and other poetical works, it may be noticed, 
that like many of his countrymen, Alexander had followed James to 
London, to seek preferment at Court, and was appointed Gentleman of 
the Prince's Privy Chamber. Before Prince Henry's untimely death, in 
November 1612,^ he appears to have obtained the honour of knight- 
hood ; and shortly afterwards the King made him Master of Sequests 
for Scotland. 

During his residence at Court, Sir William, who could not be ignorant 
of the English settlements in Virginia or jN^ew England, of the French pos- 
sessions in Acadie or Canada, and of the great importance of Newfound- 
land for its fisheries, was led to contemplate the advantages of an inter- 
mediate settlement on the same coast. In this, he says, '^ being much 
encouraged heereunto by Sir Ferdinando Gorge, and some uthers of 
the undertakers for New England, I shew them that my countrymen 
would never adventure in such an enterprise, unless it were as there 
was a New France, a New Spaine, and a New England, that they might 
likewise have a New Scotland.*^ Having thus resolved to embark in 
colonial adventure, with a due regard to his personal dignity and pecu*

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niarj interests^ he had no difficulty in obtaining from King James a 
grant of a large and extensive territory on the mainland^ to the East of 
the river St Croix, and South of the St Lawrence, " lying between our 
colonies of New England and Ifewfoundland," as a foreign plantation. 
On this subject the King addressed the following important letter to 
the Lord Chancellor and the members of the Privy Council of Scotland, 
which is here given from the original,^ and is probably now first 
printed. 

1621. Jambs R. 

Aagnst 6. Right trusty and welbeloued Cosens and Counsellours and right trusty and 
welbeloued Counsellours Wee greete you well. Hauemg euer beene ready to em- 
brace anie good occasion whereby the bono'' or proffete of that our Eangdome 
might be advanced, and considering that no kynd of conquest can be more easie 
and innocent than that which doth proceede from Plantationes specially in a 
oountrey commodious for men to live in yet remaynemg altogither desert or at 
least onely inhabited by Infidells the conversion of whom to the Christian fayth 
(intended by this meanes) might tend much to the glory of God ; Since sundry 
other Ringdomes as likewyse this our Kingdome of late, vertuously aduentring in 
this kynd haue renued their names, imposeing them thus vpon new lands, con- 
sidering (praysed to Ood) how populous that our kingdome is at this present and 
what necessity there is of some good meanes wherby ydle people might be employed 
preventing worse courses Wee think there are manie that might be spared who 
maie be fitt for such a forraine Plantation being of mynds as resolute and of bodyes 
as able to overcome the difficulties that such aduenturers must at first encounter 
with as anie other Nation whatsoeuer, and such an enterprise is the more fitt for 
that our kingdome that it doth craue the transportation of nothing from thence, 
but only men, women, cattle, and victualls, and not of money, and maie giue a good 
retorne of other commodityes affording the meanes of a new trade at this tyme 
when traffique is so much decayed. For the causes abouespecifeit Wee haue the 
more willingly barkened to a motion made vnto vs by o' trusty and welbeloued 
Counsellour Sir William Alexander knight who hath a purpose to procure a 
forraine Plantation haoeing made choice of lands lying betweene our Colonies of 
New England and Newfoundland both the Gouernours whereof haue encouraged 
him thereunto, therefore that he and such as will vndertake with him by getting 
of good security maie be the better enabled hereunto Our pleasure is that after 
due consideratione if you finde this course as Wee haue conceaued it to be for the

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good of diat onr Eingdome That yow graont Tnto the sayd Sir William his heirea 
and asaigoes or to anie other that will joyne with him in the whole or in any part 
thereof a Signatoor Tnder our Great Seale of the sayd lands lying betweene New 
England and Newfoundland as he shall designe them particularely vnto yow To be 
holden of ts from our kingdome of Scotland as a part thereof united therewith by 
anie such tenure and as freely as yow shall finde ts to haue formerly granted in 
the like case here, or that yow shall think fitt for the good of the sayd plantation 
with as great primledges and fauours for his and their benefite bodi by sea and 
land, and with as much power to him and his heires and their deputyes to inhabite, 
goueme, and dispose of the sayds lands, as hath at anie tyme bene graunted by ts 
heretofore to anie of our subjects whatsoeuer for anie forraine plantation or that 
hath beene graunted by anie Christian prince of anie other kingdome for the like 
cause in giueing authority power benefite or hono^ within the bounds to be plaunted 
to them or by warranting them to conferre the like vpon any particular enter- 
pryser there who shall deserue the samen, adding any further conditiones for the 
furtherance hereof as yow shall think requisite and that the said Signatour be past 
and exped with all expedition And likewise Our pleasure is that yow giue all the 
lawfull ayde that can be afforded for furthering of this enterprise which Wee will 
esteeme as good seruice done to ts for doing whereof these presents shall be your 
warrant from Our Court at Beauer the 5th of August 1621. 
{Indorsed) — 

To our Right trusty and welbeloued Cosen and Counsellour The 
Earle of Dumfermling oure Chancellour of Scotland And to our 
right trusty and welbeloued Counsellours The remanent Earlcs 
Lords and others of our Priuy Councell of our sayd Kingdome. 

Proceeding on this authority^ the royal warrant or signature for a 
charter was accordingly prepared^ and signed by the King, at Our 
Oastle of Windsor^ on the 10th September 1621^ and the charter under 
the Great Seal was duly passed and registered on the 29th of that 
months as printed in this collection. Sir William Alexander in this 
charter is alleged, somewhat gratuitously, to haTe been the first of our 
subjects who, at his own expense, endeaTOured to plant this foreign 
colony, on the lands which it describes, while the priTileges and 
liberties conferred on him as the King's hereditary lieutenant-general 
were almost unlimited. In making this grant the fact was OTorlookod, 
or kept altogether out of view, that this region had already been 
included in the French provinces of Acadie or New France, in virtue 
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of previous settleinidnt^ by a grant of Henry TV. of France in the year 
1603. Sir William seems to have been aware of this, as he uses the 
words, ** designing the bounds for me in that party which hath been ques" 
Honed hy the French ; " but he considered that in his patent the boun- 
daries were , clearly enough defined, as " marching upon the West 
towardes the River of Saint Croix, now Tweed (where the Frenchmen 
did designe their first habitation) with !N^ew England, and on all other 
parts it is compassed by the great Ocean, and the great Rivet of 
Canada." Notwithstanding this, it was found, from using the satne 
name for different localities, that the actual boundaries wer6 by no 
means well ascertained ; and it so happened that during the whole of 
this and part of the following century it became a fruitful source of 
dispute between France and Britain.^ 

On the 8th of November 1621, a similar charter was granted to Sir 
Robert Gordon of Lochinvar and his second son Robert, with the view 
of promoting the great object of colonization. This charter is also 
included in the present volume. Sir William Alexander having received 
his patent, the Privy Council passed the following Act in his favour, to 
have a seal as his Majesty's lieutenant, with the King's portrait and 
arms.

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place, with a close crowne aboue the armes, with this circomescriptioun StgiUum 
Regis, Scotice Anglia FrftndoR et Hibemice, and on the other syde of the.i^eale 
his Maiesteis portrait in armour with a crowne on his heade ane sceptour, in the 
ane hand, and ane globe in the other hand, with this circomescriptioun Pro Nouca 
Scotice locum tenent& Anent the makeing grayeing and sinking of the whilk seale 
The extract of this Act salbe vnto the said Charlis ane sufficient warrande. 

As it became necessary that some active measures should be adopted^ 
Sir William states that^ after rqceiving his patent^ he procured a vessel 
at London^ in March 1622^ and sent ii to Kirkcudbright for men, pro- 
visions^ &c. that it might sail direct from Scotland. But he enlarges on 
^h^ d^lays^ the increased expense of provisions^ and the difficulty experi- 
enced in persuading artisans and other suitable persons^ to set out for 
far distant and unknown lands. It was late in the season when the 
vessel c^me within sight of the shore near Cape Breton^ but^ beaten 
back by contrary winds^ no landing was effected^ and the company 
resolved to pass the winter in St John's harbour^ Newfoundland, 
while the vessel was sent home '^ for a new supply of such things as 
were needful." The next spring another vessel was freighted, and 
sailed with not much better success. On arriving, in June, at St John's, 
they found the former company dispersed, or engaged in various 
occupations ; and after sailing along the coast, making a partial survey 
of the harbours and adjacent lands, the proposed establishment of a 
colony there was again postponed, and the company returned to 
England. 

With the hope of exciting a greater interest in the proposed scheme. 
Sir William Alexander published under the title of " An Encoubagement 
TO Colonies," London, 1624, the tract now reprinted page for page 
with the original, of which some copies have the date 1625. It seems 
not to have had much success, as six years later, the copies were reissued 
with the more attractive title of " The Mapp and Description op 'Sjsw 
England ; together with A Discourse of Plantation, and Collonies," &c. 
London, 1630,. The two books, excepting the title pages, are precisely

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the same^ but the author^s dedication " To the most Excellent Prince 
(Charles)/' was cancelled in the later copies^ and no other substituted. 
The engraved map occurs in both, and was also used by Purchase, in 
the Fourth Part of his Pilgrimes, 1625, where he has a short chapter on 
the subject. A fac-simile of this Map is given in the present volume. 
The author concludes his Encouragement to Colonies by acknowledging 
that no one man could accompUsh such an undertaking by his own 
private fortunes, but if it shall please the King to give his help accus- 
tomed, '* making it appear to be a work of his own, I must trust to 
be supplied by some publike helpes, such as hath beene had in other 
parts," for the advancing of so worthy a work, '* which may prove for 
the credit or benefit of my Nation, to whom I wish all happinesse." 

In this expectation Sir William Alexander was not disappointed. 
The scheme which had proved successful in the year 1609 for coloniz- 
ing certain districts in the province of Ulster, by creating the Order 
of Knights Baronets in the kingdom of Ireland, and dividing the lands 
and annexing the title to those who undertook to pay a fixed sum, 
and furnish a certain number of settlers, suggested the adoption of a 
similar plan for Scotland, under the title of Knights Baronets of 
ITova Scotia. Sir William had sufficient influence with the King to 
persuade him heartily to approve of the scheme, and to write, '* We 
ar so hopefiill of that enterprise that we purpose to make it a work 
of our owne." This project is so well set forth in King James's letter 
to the Privy Council of Scotland, and in their reply, 18th October 
and 23d November 1624, that these may here be printed in full, 
along with the Council's Proclamation on the last of l^ovember. It 
announced the King's resolution on the 1st of April following to pro- 
ceed to the creating and ranking the one hundred proposed Baronets ; 
and the Knights and Esquires who intended to become undertakers and 
receive this honour were directed previously to that day to appear and 
have their names enrolled in the Books of Privy Council. There is 
also added the letter of Prince Charles, on the I7th, and another of 
the King's, the 23d of March 1626. But four days before the 1st of 
April had arrived, and only four days after the King had signed that 
letter^ his reign had come to its termination.

And for the better 
directinge of your iudgement We haue appointed ane printed copie of that Order 
quhiche was taken concerning the Barronettis of this our Ringdome to be sent 
Tnto you as it was published by authoritie from Vs.' So desireing you to haste 
back your ansueire that We may signifie our further pleasure for this purpose We 
bid you FairweilL From Our Courte at Roystoun the 18 day of October 1624.

not onlie in this but in all Yther thinges importeing this estate outher in credite 
or profit And we humblie wisse that this honour of Barronet sould be conferrit 
ypoun none but Ypon Enichtis and Qentlemen of chiefe respect for their birth, 
place or fortounes, and we haue taken a course by Proclamatioun to mak this your 
Maiesties gracious intentione to be publicklie knowen that non heurafter praetend- 
ing ignorance take occasion inwardlie to compleyne as being neglected hot may 
accuse ihameselffis for neglecting of so fair ane opportunitie And whereas we ar 
giYon to Ynderstand that the country of New Scotland being diyidit in twa Pro- 
yinces and eache proyince in seyerall Dioceises or Bishoprikis, and cache diocese

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yiciuald for two jeares And everie Baronet paying Sir Wiluam Alexander Enicht 
ane thousand merkis Scottis money only towards his past charges and endevouris 
Thairfore our humble desire ynto your Maiestie is that care be taken by suirtie 
actit in the bookis of Secreit Counsall, as was in the Plantatioun of Vlster that ihe 
said nomber of men may be dewlie transported thither with all provisions necessar 
and that no Baronet be maid but onlie for that cause And by some such one par- 
ticular course onlie as your Maiestie sail appointe And that Articles of Plantatioun 
may be set furth for encourageing and induoeing all others who hes habilitie and 
resolutioun to transport themselffis hence for so noble a purpose. 

Last we consaye that if some of the Englishe who ar best acqumnted with such 
forrayn enterpreises wald joyne with the saids Baronetts hen* (as it is liklie the 
lyker conditioun and proportioun of ground wald induce thame to doe) That it 
wald be ane grite encouragement to the furtherance of that Royall worke quhilk is 
worth[ie] of your Maiesties care And we doubte not sindrie will contribute their 
help heirunto. So ezspecting your Maiesties forder directioun and humblie sub- 
mitting our opinione to your Maiesties incomparable iudgement We humblie tak 
our leave prayeing the Almichtie Ood to blisse your Maiestie with long and happie 
Beigne.

At Edinburgh the last day of November The yeir of Grod 1600 Tuentie four 
yearis Our Soverane Lord being formarlie gratiouslie pleased to erect the heritable 
honnour and tide of ane Baronet as ane degree, state and place nixt and imme- 
diatlie following the younger sones of Vicounts and Lordis Baronis of Parliament 
as ane new honnour whairwith to rewaird new meritis Haveing conferrit the same 
honnour place and dignitie upoun sundrie of the Knights and Esquhyris of Ingland 
and Ireland to thame and thair airis maill for ever In consideratioun of thair help 
and assistance toward that happie and successful! plantatioun of Ulster in Ireland 
To the grite strenth of that his Majesties Eingdome, incresse of his Hienes reve- 
nues and help to manie of his Majesties goode subjects And quhairas our said

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pleasure and expres resolutioon, to mak and creat the nomber of Ane hnndreth 
heretable Baronottis of this his Hienes Emgdome of Scotland be patentis under 
his Majesties grite seale thairof Who and thair airis maill sail half place and pre- 
cedencie nixt and immediailie after the youngest sones of the Yicounts and Lordis 
Barrounis of Parliament and the addition of the word Sir to be prefixed to thair 
propper name and the style and the title of Baronbtt subjoyned to the surname 
of eyerie ane of thame and thair airis maill Togither with the appellatioun of 
Ladie, Madame, and Dame, to thur Wyffis in all tyme comeing with precedencie 
befoir all others Knights alsweill of the Bath, as Eights Bachelouris and Bannar- 
ettis (except these onlie that bcis Knighted be his Majestic his airis and sncces- 
sooris in proper persone, in ane oppin feild with banner displayed with new addi- 
tioun to thair armes and haill utheris prserogatives formarlie grantit be cure said 
SoYcrane Lord to the saidis Barronettis of Ingland and Ireland Conforme to the 
printed patent thairof in all poynts And that no persone or personis whatsumevir 
sail be created and maid Barronetts hot onlie such principall Knights and Esquyris 
as will be generouslie pleasit to be Undertakeris of the said Plantatioun of Nbw 
Scotland And for that effect to act thameselfis or some sufficient cautioneris for 
thame in the buikis of Secreit Counsaill befoir the first day of Apryll nixt to come 
in this insueing year of Ood 1600 Tuentie fy ye yearis To sett furth sex sufficient 
men artificeris or laboureris sufficientlie armeit apparrelit and yictuallit for tua 
yeiris towards his Majesties Royall Colonic to be established Ood willing thair for 
his Hienes use dureing that space And that within the space of yeir and day efler 
the dait of the said Actis under the pane of tua thowsand merkis usuall money of 
this realme As also to pay to Sir Williamb Alexander Knight Muster of 
Requests of this Kingdome and Lieutenant to his Majestic in the said Cuntrey of 
New Scotland the sowme also of ane thowsand merkis money foirsaid for his 
past chargeis in discoyerie of the said Cuntrey and for surrendering and resigning 
his interest to the saidis Landis and Barronies quhilks ar to be grantit be our said 
Soyerane Lord to the sudis Barronettis and eyerie one of thame To be halden 
in fne blensh of his Majestic his airis and successouris as frie Barronies of 
Scotland in all tyme comeing And as of the Crowne of the samyne Sangdome 
and under his ffienes grite scale thairof without onie other fyne or compositioun 
to be payit to his Majestic or his hienes thesaurar for the tyme thairfore Quhilkis 
barronies and eyerie one of thame sal be callit be suche names as seemes meetest 
to the saids Barronetts And sidl border on the sea coast or some portatiye riyer 
of the said Cuntrey and conteine threttie thowsand idkers quhairof sextene thow- 
sand aikers is intendit for eyerie one of the siudis Baronetis thair airis and assign- 
ayis quhatsumeyir with ane Burgh of Barronie thairupoun And the remanent 
fourtene thowsand aikeris for such other publick use and uses as for the Crowne, 
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King James died at Theobalds^ London^ on Sunday the 27th day of 
March 1625. At the close of his charter or original patent^ granted to 
Sir William Alexander in October 1621^ he engaged that all the priyileges 
and liberties it so bountifully conferred should be ratified^ approved^ and 
confirmed in our next Parliament of our said Kingdom of Scotland. 
ISo subsequent ParUament was held during his reign ; but this scheme 
was not allowed to drop. King Charles^ within three months of ascend- 
ing the throne, granted a Charter of !N"ovodamus, under the Great Seal, 
in which the former one is recited, with additional clauses respecting 
the order of Baronets, and confirming to Sir William Alexander, in the 
most ample form, the lands and lordship of iN'ova Scotia, and also 
engaging to have the same ratified and confirmed by Parliament. The 
Eling, however, showed as little inclination to convoke a meeting of 
Parliament in Scotland as he did in England. But active measures 
in the meanwhile were pursued for the creation of Baronets, and Sir 
William, who was appointed, in 1626, one of the Principal Secretaries 
of State for Scotland, was raised to the peerage by the title of Viscount 
of StirUng and Lord Alexander, 4th of September 1630. Three years 
later, at the King's coronation at Holyrood, his Lordship was raised to 
the dignity of Earl of Stirling, Viscount of Canada, &c., by letters 
patent, 14th of June 1633. 

The Boyal Letters and proceedings of the Privy Council of Scotland 
daring the early part of the reign of Charles the First, which relate to 
Sir William Alexander's various schemes, are too numerous to be given 
in whole ; but the following series, it is beUeved, includes all that are 
of any importance in regard to Nova Scotia. They do not require any 
special comment ; but it will be observed that these papers run much 
more on the creation of Knights Baronets than the enforcing on such 
undertakers the patriotic scheme of Colonization, and, by the payment 
of certain fines, they were released from the obligation of sending 
^ out men, women, and provisions " to the intended Colonies, until, in 
fact, it may be said, the whole matter degenerated into an easy mode of 
raising money by the sale of hereditary titles. The following docu- 
ments, unless it may be otherwise stated, are given from either Original 
letters; the Acts of Privy Council, or the Begister of letters kept by 
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Sir W. Alexander, afterwards Earl of Stirling, while Principal Secretary 
of State for Scotland*^ The following Precept may serve as an example 
of the form or warrant issued for preparing a Charter under the 
Great Seal, to convey, with the grant of lands^ the title and honours 
of a iN'ova Scotia Baronet.

Right trustie and right wel-beloued counsellonr, right tmstie and right wel- 
beloued cosens and counsellouris, and trustie and wel-beloued counsenouris, Wb 
GREETS YOU WELE. UNDERSTANDING that our late deare Father, after due deli- 
berationn, for farthering the Flantatioun of New Scotland, and for smdrie other 
goode consideratiounis, did determine the creatting of Knight Baronettis thiur ; and 
thai a prodamatioun wes m^d at the mereatt crooe of Edinburgh, to gif notice of 
ibis his Royall intentiomi, that those of the best sort knowing the same might haif 
lyme to be^ first, and be preferred unto otheris, or than want the said honnoor 
IB their awne default : And understanding likewajes, that the tyme appoyntil by 
the Counsell {gt that purpois is expyred, We being willing to accomplishe that 
whiche wes begun by our said deare Father, haif preferred some to be Knight 
Baronettis, and haif grantit unto thame signatouris of the said honnour, togither 
with thrie mylis in breadth and six in lenth of landis within New Scotland, for thair 
severall proportiounes: And now that the saidis Flantatiounes intendit thair, tend- 
ing so much to the honnour and benefite of that our Eingdome, may be adyanced

1C30. THE LORD OCHILTREE'S INFORMATION.* 

Febraary 20. . . ' . 

[The author of the following information was Sir James Stewart of Killeith, 

eldest son of Captain James Stewart, Earl of Arran. He acquired the Lordship 

of Ochiltree in 1615, but according to Scotstaryet he only ** enjoyed the estate 

a few years, and was forced to sell all for defraying his debts." This may possibly 

haye induced him to establish a colony at Cape Breton. In May 1629 Charles 

the First authorised the sum of Fiye hundred Pounds sterling ^' to be borrowed 

for the use of IxM^d Ochiltree, bemg for his present expedition to Cape Britton 

for* a planting of a colony there." The King on the 10th of December following 

signed a precept for the repayment of the said sum. But on the 10th September 

1629, Lerd Ochiltree and many of the settlers were treacherously taken prisoners 

by Captain Daniel of Dieppe ; some were carried to England, while Lord Ochiltree 

and seyenteen others were taken to France, suffering great hardship from the 

barbarous and perfidious carriage of the French. He estimated his losses at 

£20,000. The English Ambassador, Sir Thomas Edwards, on the 22d January 

1629-30, haying made a formal complaint of such usage, his Lordship was set at 

liberty, as no just cause could be found for his detention. — (Colonial Papers, pp. 

104*106.) On the 24th of April that year. Lord Ochiltree had a patent as 

a Enigki-Baronet In April 1631, he had renewed his intentions to plant a 

Colony near the riyer of Canada.' But before his patent had passed the Great 

Sed, in oonsequence of his being under a criminal process, the King, about the 

close of 1631, ordered this grant not to be recorded.' This process was occasioned

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by Lord Ochiltree having accused James Marquess of Hamilton of high treason, 
but when the charge was tried, Crawfurd (Peerage, p. 375) says, "the story 
appear'd to be a piece of the most notorious folly and forgery that ever was in- 
yented; for which he was condemned to perpetual imprisonment in Blackness 
CasUe." Here he was kept till the year 1652 when, being released by the 
English, he ** took himself to be a Doctor of Medicine, by which means he sus- 
tains himself and his family." — (Scot of Scotstarvet.) He died in 1659.]

And in this land he hathe bothe the commerce as also the occasioun and means off 
building or causing boold what schips he pleasis, and all thayr fumitur, and the 
brauest harborys in the world, so that he may frame his schips off what burding 
he pleases. He intends, as Captain Danyell hes publickly confessit and professed, 
the supplantatioune of theas Colonyes off the Inglis in New Ingland, and the 
making pryss off all the Inglish schipps going thither; and to this effectt he goeth 
in ane schipp off the King of Frances this zeir, accompanied with too [two] other 
smaller schips, and too hundrethe men in euery off them. 

That the Eyng of Britane hath as guid right to theas lands as to England I 
hoop the estate off England knowes it, and I know it can be instructed ; and I know 
it is better then Ingland and Scotland bothe in respect off the climat, the goodnes 
off y * soylls, and riche contrie, iff it were peopled, w^ is easy to the Eing of Britane 
to doo hauing alreddy in theas parts above seuen thousand of his^ Ma^^ subjects. 

Captan Danyell is the whol projector of this to the State of France : he is to 
secound the Jesuits in this cours, he the agent and they the plotters ; he is to part 
from Deep betwix an the twenty off February with theas his thrie schips. Iff he 
resaue nocht interruptioune in his courss this zeir, it will with moir difficulty and 
damage both heirefber ; for he hathe professed, w^ shalbe verified befor Captan 
Fener and the La Wcheltrie, that the Eing of France did mynd nothing by the 
peace with Ingland hot to endur for too zeiris till he secured America and peceably 
possessed himself therein.

In one only point Monsieur de Chasteauneuf seemed to goe away ill satisfyed, 
that he could not obtayne a direct promise from his Ma^^ for y* restoring of Port 
Royall, joyning to Canada where some Scottishmen are planted ynder the title of 
Nova Scotia. This Plantation was authorised by King James of happy memorie 
ynder Letters Patents of y* Eingdome of Scotland, and severall Priviledges 
granted vnto some principal Persons of ranke and quality of this Kingdome w^ 
condition to yndertake the same : True it is, it was not begun till towards the end 
of y* warre w^ France, when some of his Maty* subjects of that Eingdome went 
to Port Royall, and there seated themseWes in a place where no French did 
inhabite Mens' de Chasteauneuf pretending (rather out of his owne discourse, as 
wee here conceiue, then by commission) that all should be quitt in state as it was 
before the warre, and by consequence those men w^Mrawne, hath pressed his 
Mat^ earnestly for that purpose, and His Mat^ w^ut refusing or granting haih 
taken time to aduise of it letting him know thus much that vnles he found reason 
as well before, as since the warre, to have that place free for hb subjects plantation 
he would recall them, but in case he shall find the Plantation free for them in time 
of Peace, the French will have no cause to pretend possession thereof, in regard of 
the warre, meanwhile Eebec (which is a strong fortified place in the Riyer of 
Canada, w®^ the English tooke) his Ma^is content should be restored because the 
French were remoyed out of it by strong hand and whatsoeyer was taken from 
them in that Fort shall be restored likewise, whereby may appear the reality of 
His Mat^* proceedings ; and this I advertise your Lp. for your information, not that 
* it should be needfull for you to treate or negotiate in it, but to y* end, that, if it 
should be spoken of ypon Mon" de Chasteauneuf retume, you should not be 
ignorant how the businesse passed.

REASONS ALLEAQED BY THE SCOTTISH ADUENTURERS 1630. 

FOR THE HOLDING OF PORT ROYAL, &c.^ Septembers. 

Immediately about the time that Columbus discouered the Isle of Cuba, Sebas- 
tian Chabot set out from England by Henrie the Seventh did first discouer the 
continent of America, beginning at the Newfoundland, and thereafter going to the 
Gulph of Canada and from thence haying seen Cape Bretton all along the coast 
to Florida: By which discouery his Ma^ hath the title to Virginia, New England 
and New Scotland, as being then first discouered by Chabot at the charge of the 
king of England. 

The French after this neglecting the knowledge they had thereafter by Jaques 
Cartier of the river of Canada as a cold climat, or as it may bee in regard it was 
challenged as first discovered by the English, hauing a great desire to possesse 
themselves in some part of America, they planted first a colony vnder the charge 
of Mens' Villegagnon in Brasill, and another vnder the charge of Mens' Laodoniere 
in Florida, from both of which they were expelled by the Spaniards. 

Then giving ouer all hope of attempting any thing that was belonging to the 
Spaniards, and pressing by all meanes to haue some interest in America, notwith- 
standing that the English (though they were not able to possesse the whole at

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first) had possessed themselyes of that continent} disconered by them, by a Colonie 
in the South part thereof was now called Vir^nia and by another in the north 
part thereof now called New England and New Scotland, planted by Justice Popham. 
The French in the time of Henry the fourth, under the charge of Monsieur Pont- 
rincourt, hauing scene all the coasts of New England and New Scotland to both 
which parts they did then beginne to claim right: They seated themselyes in Port 
Royal ; Out of which, as soon as it was made known to the English, they were dis- 
planted by S' Samuel Argall, as hauing wrongfully intruded themselves Within 
those bounds which did belong to this Crowne, both by discouery and possession. 

The remainder of this French CoUony not hauing occasion to be transported to 
France stayed still in the contrie Tet they were neglected by the State not owning 
them any more and hardly supplied in that which was neccessary for them by 
Tolontary adyenturers, who came to trade in hope of their comodities in Exchange 
of what they bought : And during the time of King James there was no complaint 
made ypon S' Samuel Argall for hauing displanted them, and they were now lately 
glad to demand that protection from his Ma^* which was not afforded them from 
any other. Whereby it may euidentlye appeare, that his Ma^^ title was thought 
good, otherwise it is likely the French King, if any wrong had boon done ynto 
him, .would haue sought to haue had the same repured, either by treatie or other- 
wise. But without making either any priuat compliant, or yet doing any publick 
Act against the same They went next and seated themselyes ypon the north side 
of the River of Canada at Kibeck, a place whereynto the English by a preceding 
title might likewise haue claimed right : But small notice was taken thereof till 
during the time of the late Warre a Commission was given by his Ma^* to remove 
them from thence, which was accordingly performed, the place being taken, a little 
after the peace was concluded, which at that time had not come to the takers know- 
ledge, and a Colonie of Scottish was planted at Port Royal, which had never beene 
repossessed nor claimed by the French since they were first removed from the same* 

This businesse of Port Royal cannot be made lyable to the Articles of the peace, 
seeing there was no act of hostilitie comitted therebye, a Colonny onely beeing 
planted vpon his Ma^^ owne ground, according to a Patent granted by his Ma^^ 
late deare father and Ma^^ selfe hauing as good right thereto as to any part of 
that Continent ; and bothe the patent and the possession taken thereupon was in 
the time of his Ma^^ late deare Father, as is set downe at length in the Voyages 
written by Purchas. But neither by that possession nor be the subsequent plantar 
tion hath anything beene taken from the French whereof they had any right at all, 
or yet any possession for the time, and what might haue beene done either brfore 
the warre or sinoe the warre, without a breach of peace cannot justly bee com- 
plained vpon for beeing done at that time. 
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After that the Scottish Colonie was planted at Port Royal, thej and the French 
who dwelled there hauing met with the Commanders of the Natiyes, called by them 
Sagamaes did make choice of one of the cheefe of them called Sagamo Segipt to 
come in name of the rest to his Ma^ for acknowledging of his title, and to become 
his Ma^^ subjects, craning only to be protected by his Ma^* against their enemies ; 
which demand of his was accepted by his Ma^, who did promise to protect them, 
as he reported to the rest at his returne. 

Mon" La Tour who was cheif command' of the few French then in that Countrie 
beeing neglected (as is sayd) by his own Countriemen, and finding his Ma^^ title 
not so much as questioned after their beeing expelled from Port Royal and the 
coming in of the Scottish necessary for his securitie, did along with the same 
Sagamo ofFring and demanding the like in the name^of the French who liue there : 
So that his Ma^ hath a good right to New Scotland by discouery, by possession 
of his Ma^^ subjects, by removinge of the French, who had seated tbemselyes at 
Port Royal, and by Mon*' La Tour command' of them there his turning Tenant 
and by die roluntarie hauing tenents of the rest to his Ma^* and that no obstacle 
might remwie the very Sauages by their Commissioner willingly offring their

The possessing of it by the French immediatelie ypon the late Treatie, though 
it bee not warranted by the Treatie, if some speidie act do not disprone it, will 
be held to be authorised by it. 

The French pretend title to Virginia & New England as may appeare by their 
patent graunted to the Canada Companie of all Nona Franda from Florida to 
the North Pole, To be found in Mercure Frangoise anno 1627, which tytle may 
hereafter proue dangerous for his Ma^^ subjects in these pairts if the French 
become stronge in New Scotland. 

It is eyident that the French haue a designe more than ordinarie herein for 
besides there plantacion in Canada for the which there is a reason apparent in the 
benefite of trade, they haue this yeare sent 300 men to New Scotland where no 
present benefite can possiblie redound to them in proportion to the charge they 
are at, and are the ne^ yeare as I am credibUe informed, to sett out ten shippes 
with planters these tbat are interested in it haueing bound themselues to a 
yearlie supplie of a great nomber of planters, which is a certane proofe of some 
end greater then any persons expectation of proffeit can encourage them into. 

This then future expectation in my judgement most consist in the use of 
wood, for building of shippes, and for haueing all materials requisite for shipping 
such as pitch, tarr, & reset, which are there in abundance, yron oare hath been 
lykeways formetlie discouered by the French themselues. 

The building of shippes there and the imployment of them in fishing which 
aboundes vpon that coast especiallie Salt being to be made by the Sunne as in 
France lykelie to tend infinitlie to the iner case of shipping and of mariners, 
which apparentlie is the designe of the French besides tiiat if the French doe 
once in a public and generall way enter to fish on that coast it can not but vndo 
the English trade that is by fishinge, sence the French haue Salt at an easier 
rate than the English, but more if they make salt in the countrie which I am 
confident they may do. 

If his Ma^ shalbe pleased to appoint some whom he shall thinke fitt for con- 
sidering these things and the like that may be proponed there may perchance 
some thing be found expedient to be done either now or hereafter tending to 
the advancement of his Ma^^ service in these pairts abroad. 

These are only in all humble dutio without any priuat end to expresse what in 
the small experience I haue particularlie had herein I can conceaue may conceme 
the publick good.

Baronnet on suche of his weill deserving subjects as sould contribute tp the ad- 
yancement of the worke of the plantation in the said countrie We wer pleased to 
giue order for effectuating of the same, according to our commissioun directed to 
you for that purpose And understanding perfytelie (as We doubt not bot is weill 
knowne to yow all) that the said Erie did begin and prosecute a Plantation in 
these parts with a farre greater charge than could be supplied by the meanes fore- 
said, and the rather in regarde of the late discouragement of some by our com- 
manding him to remoie his colonic frome Port Royall for fulfilling of ane article 
of the Treatie betuix Our Brother the Frenche King and Ws, To make eyerie 
thing betuix Ws be in the estait wherein it wes before the warre, hearing that 
there wes a rumour givin out by some that We had totallie left our purpose to 
plant in that Countrie as having surrendered our right thereof^ least anie further 
mistaking sould arise heerupon AYee thought good heerby to deere our intentioun 
therein : Whiche is, That our said Erie with all suche as sail adventure with him 
sail prosecute the said worke and be encouraged by all lawfuU helpes thereunto 
als weill by compleitting of the intended nomber of Knights Baronnets as other- 
wayes And being informed that some of our subjects of good qualitie in this our 
Kingdome and Ireland, who having takin land in New Scotland haldin frome ws 
did accept of the said dignitie there and wes obliged to contribute als muche to- 
ward the said Plantation as anie other in that kynde wes putt to greater charges 
in passug of thair ryghts than the natives of tiiis kingdome wer in the like caise 
It is Our pleasure that whensoever anie of our subjects of qualitie fitt for that 
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dignitie within this Our kingdoxne or of Ireland having takin lands holdin of Ws 
in New Scotland, and having agreed with our said Erie for thair part of a supplee 
toward the said Plantation, and that it is signified so by him vnto yow That till 
the nomber of Baronnets formerlie condescended vpon be compleit yow accept of 
thame and give order that thair Patents be past at als easie a rate as if they wer 
naturall subjects of that Our kingdome And this yow [sail] make knowne to 
suche persons and in suche manor as yow sail in your judgements thinke fitt for 
doing whairof these presents sail be your sufficient warrand. Frome Our Court 
at S^ James the 27 of September 1633.

his Majestie in Neiir Scotland and having agreed with the said Erie for part of a 
supplee towards the said Plantation, and that it is signified so by him to the saids 
Lords of Privie Counsell That till the nomber of Baronnets formerlie condescended 
upon be compleit the saids Lords sail accept of thame and give order that thair 
patents be past at als easie a rate as if they wer naturall borne subjects of this 
kingdome And the saids Lords Ordanis letters to be direct chargeing Officers of 
armes to pas and make publication hereof be open proclamation at the meroat 
croces of the held burrowes of this kingdome and others places neidfull Where- 
throw nane pretend ignorance of the same.

doing whairof these presents sail be your warrand We bid you farewell Frome 
our Couiie at Whitdiall, the 10 of Maye 1636.

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In the preceding documents It will be seen that Sir William Alexan- 
der was nominated His Majesty's Lieutenant-General, and Admiral of 
New Scotland. The great importance of such an appointment, with the 
view of successfully promoting this scheme of colonization, Vas not duly 
considered, as no obligation was exacted for personal services in the 
colony ; and there is no evidence to shew that Alexander himself ever 
set his foot on the soil. When we hear so much said of his advancing 
large sums in setting forth this scheme, it should be remembered that 
he was bound to expend two-thirds of the money received from the 
newly created Knight Baronets in carrying on the Plantation. We 
know that he fitted out two vessels in 1622 and 1623, and also that 
his son Sir William the younger sailed with other vessels in 1627 and 
1628 ; yet it may be asserted, that from various causes Sib Williau 
never was able to fulfil the great and avowed object of the rotal 
Grants in his favour by actually establishing any permanent Settle- 
ment WHATEVER IN !N"ovA ScoTiA. In his engraved map of 1624, and 
reissued in 1630, there is no indication of any such settlements in that 
country, while so many English names appear in the adjoining dis- 
tricts of "New England. Had any effectual measures been employed, 
the majority of the Convention ' of Estates in November 1625 would 
never have supported the lesser Barons when they complained of the 
precedency granted to the newly created Order of Knight Baronets, 
and prayed the Estates to join in a humble petition to the King to 
suspend at least this precedency until the tyme that the Plantatiaun, 
for the whUk this dignitie is conferred, be first performed. These small 
Barons went still farther, and offered that if this JPlantatiaun should 
he made, they, '^ upoun their own charges, would undertake the same^ 
without any retribution of honour to be given therefor." ^ 

In the measures actually pursued. Sir William Alexander appointed 

his eldest son to act as Deputy-Lieutenant ; and he appears on two, 

or perhaps three, occasions to have visited some portions of North 

America. The first occasion was in 1627, as we may infer from this

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entry in the Kirk-session Register of Stirling: — ^'*1627, Decem- 
ber 26. — ^The whilk day Sir William Alexander, after his return from 
Ms sea voyage^ gave to the poor of Stirling fifty-auchi pounds money.'' ^ 
Either in 1628 or the following year Sir William Alexander younger 
had made a second voyage, as the King, in writing to the Privy Coun* 
oil, 17th November 1629, mentions him as being "now resident in 
iNTova Scotia ;" ' and the King addressed to him a letter while at Port 
Royal, on the 13th Miay 1630,^ where he and his attendants had effected 
a settlement, as will be afterwards noticed. 

In the Roll of Knight Baronets of !N'ova Scotia the first name is 
Sir Robert Gordon. He was the second son of Alexander, Earl 
of Sutherland, and was the founder of the family of Gordonstoun,. in 
Morayshire. His charter of the Barony of Gordon is recorded in the 
Register of the Great Seal, 28th May 1625,^ and is given at full length 
in Douglas's Baronage of Scotland.^ In a work which has recently ap- 
peared, " Social Life in Former Days : Second Series. Illustrated by 
Letters and Family Papers," the author has a chapter on '' The Planta« 
tion of iNTova Scotia^ and the Knight Baronets thereof, 1625," * in which 
he inserts from the Gordonstoun papers copies of some contracts or bonds 
of agreement with Sir William Alexander, connected with this subject. 
The price paid for a baronetcy, it appears, was 3000 merks, two-thirds 
of which Sir WiUiam engaged should be expended ^^in setting forth a 
colonie of men, furnished with necessarie provisioun, to be planted by 
me, my aires, or our deputies, within the said country (and dominion of 
Kew Scotland) be the advyse of the said Sir Robert Gordon and the 
remanent Barronetts of Scotland, adventurers in the plantation of the 
same," dated at London the 4th of June 1625. This is followed by a 
umilar en^igemeht, on the last of the month^ in the name of Sir 
Donald Gorme of Slait, knight. 

In the Scottish records no notice is takea of a fitct, which seems to be 
undisputed, although the details are not clearly ascertsuned, that Sir 
William Alexander, by some private arrangements in the year 1629 or

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1630^ transferred to Claude St Estienne, Seigneur de La Tour, a French 
Huguenot, the whole of his territorial rights and possessions of I^ova 
Scotia, still to remain subject to the Crown of Scotland. From this 
bargain a special exception was made of Port Royal. The name of 
Claude, and of his son Charles, both occur in the List of Baronets, 
iNTovember 30, 1629, and May 12, 1630. La Tour was of a temporis- 
ing spirit, and changing his religion, he succeeded in having his 
acquisitions confirmed by the King of France in 1634. This may 
bare given rise to Scotstarvet's vague report that Sir William **got 
idsd a large sum of money from the King of France to quit his inte- 
rest in Nova Scotia." Sir Thomas XJrquhart is more entitled to credit 
when he alleges, that this transaction was completed without Sir Wil- 
liam having either informed or obtained the concurrence of the Knight 
Baronets, who undoubtedly possessed by their several charters the same 
territorial rights as himself. 

After this period, at least, we hear but little of Nova Scotia and of Alex- 
ander's colonial schemes, except in general terms, and always connected 
with urgent endeavours to fill up the prescribed number of Baronets. Li 
a subsequent page will be given a roll of the names of Baronets of Nova 
Scotia, as they appear in the public records. During the Earl of StirUng's 
time the dates of these Patents extend from May 28, 1625 to December 
n, 1638, to the number of about one hundred and thirteen individuals. 

The following passage from Sir Thomas XJrquhart's Jewel (pp. 209-21 ] , 
Lond. 1652), although well knovm,may be quoted, as it contains, with some 
rash, but amusing statements, a good deal of truth relating to this subject : 

** Sir Wn^LiAH Albxandbr. — It did not satisfie his ambition to have a laurel 
from^the Moses, and be esteemed a King amongst Poets, but he must be King of 
some-New-fonndr-land; and like another Alexander indeed, searching after new 
worlds, have the soverai^ty of Nova Shatia. He was bom a Poet» and umed to 
beta King; therefore would he have his royal title from King Jamas, who was 
bora a King, and afaned to be a Poet. Had he stopped there, it had been well : 
but the flame of his honour must have some oyle wherewith to nourish itr Like 
another King Arthur, he must have his Knights, though nothing limited to so small 
a number ; for how many soever that oclold have looked but but for one day like 
genflemen, and given him but One hundred and fifty pounds sterlin, • • • they 
had a scale from him whereby to ascend unto the platformes of vertofl^ . . • 
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they immediately hung out the Orange colours, to testifie their conquest of the 
honour of Knight-Baronet 

** Their King neyertheless, not to stame his Royal dignity, or to seem to merit 
the imputation of selling honor to his subjects, did for their money give them land, 
and that in so ample a measure, that every one of bis Knight-Baronets had for his 
hundred and fifty pounds sterlin heritably disponed unto him six thousand good 
and sufficient acres of Nova Scotia ground, which being but at the rate of sixpence 
an acre, could not be thought very dear, considering how prettily in the respec- 
tive parchments of disposition they were bounded and designed fruitful come- 
land, watered with pleasant rivers, running alongst most excellent and spacious 
meadows ; nor did there want abundance of oaken groves in the midst of very 
fertil plaines (for if they wanted anything, it was the Scrivener or Writer's 
fault ; for he gave order, as soon as he received the three thousand Scots marks, 
that there should be no defect of quantity or quality, in measure or goodness of 
land) and here and there most delicious gardens and orchards, with whatever else 
could in matter of delightful ground, best content their fancies ; as if they had 
made purchase amongst them of the Elysian fieldes ; or Mahumets Paradise. 

'* After this manner my Lord Sterlin for a while was very noble, and according 
to the rate of Sterlin money, was as twelve other Lordes in the matter of that 
frankness of disposition, which not permitting him to dodge it upon inches and 
ells, better and worse, made him not stand to give to each of his champions terri- 
tories of the best and the most: and although there should have happened a thou- 
sand acres more to be put in the Charter or writing of disposition, then was agreed 
upon at first, he cared not; half a piece to the Clerk was able to make him dis- 
pense with that. But at last, when he had inrolled some two or three hundred 
knights, who, for their hundred and fifty pieces each, had purchased amongst 
them several millions of Jfew Caledonian Acres, confirmed to them and theirs for 
ever, under the great seal, the affixing whereof was to cost each of them but thirty 
pieces more, finding that the society was not like to become any more numerous, 
and that the ancient gentry of Scotland esteemed of such a whimsical dignity as of 
a disparagement rather than addition to their former honor, he bethought himself 
of a course more profitable for himself, and the future establishment of his own 
state ; in prosecuting whereof, without the advice of his Knights (who represented 
both his Houses of Parliament, Clergy and all) like an absolute King indeed, dis- 
poned heritably to the French, for a matter of five or six thousand pounds English 
money both the dominion and propriety of the whole continent of that kingdom of 
Nova Scotia, leaving the new Baronets to search for land amongst the Selenits in 
the Moon, or turn Knights of the Sun : so dearly have they bought their Orange 
Riban, which (all ciroumttancea considered) is and will be no more honorable to 
them or their posterity, then it ia or hath been profitable to ather/V 
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'So part of the American continent was more favourable for an 
English settlement, and the encouragement of the fisheries, than iNTova 
Scotia; but no settlement has been more subject to be disputed, 
or has so often changed its master. An attempt had been made 
in 1602 to settle an English colony here; but this not succeeding, 
the French, in 1604, concluding it to be abandoned, took possession 
of it under the title of Acadia, as forming part of Sew France or 
Canada. 

Henry the Fourth of France in 1603 had appointed Mons. de Monts 
Grovemor-general of the country, extending between the 40th and 46th 
degrees of north latitude, — ^that is, from Virginia to near the head of 
Hudson's Bay, — which then obtained the name of Acadie. De Monts 
was accompanied in his voyage of discovery by a personal friend, Pou- 
trincourt, who received from him a grant of that part of the district 
where they found the large and spacious harbour near the Bay of Fundy, 
then called La haye Frangois, and to which he gave the name of Port 
Boyal. The King of France afterwards confirmed to Poutrincourt this 
grant, and the place became the headquarters of the French colonists. 
In 161S, on the ground of some alleged encroachment on the English 
limits of Virginia, Captain Argall, with some armed vessels, succeeded 
in obtaining possession of the fort, and dislodging the French. But, 
as Judge Haliburton observes, ''it does not appear that this trans- 
action was either approved of by the Court of England or resented 
by the Crown of France." Port Royal, since named as Annapolis 
Boyal, in iNTova Scotia^ is situated on the south side of the bay and 
river of Annapohs, which runs into the Bay of Fundy; and except 
for the extraordinary rise and fall of the tides, was reckoned one 
of the finest harbours in the world. Unless it may have been by 
some of the first settlers and other stragglers, the place remained 
deserted for several years. So reference to these proceedings occur 
in the Nova Scotia grants made to Sir William Alexander, who was 
authorized to divide the country into portions, and assign them to the 
Knight Baronets on the conditions prescribed. But this was still a 
disputed territory, which the French claimed in virtue of previous 
discovery and possession. Alter various changes, Charles the First, 
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inBtigated probably by Sir William Alexander^ had given a commission 
to Captain David Kertch or Kirk, a French Calvinist, for the recovery 
to England of the possession of J^ova Scotia. Having fitted out an 
armament for that purpose in 1627^ he captured 18 French transports, 
with 135 pieces of ordnance, destined for the fortifications of Port 
Royal and Quebec. Next year he had retaken Port Royal, and pro- 
ceeded up the river St Lawrence to attack Quebec, the capital of 
ISew France ; but the lateness of the season caused him to defer this 
till 1629, when it was forced to capitulate. In this manner the 
English regained possession of iNTova Scotia, Port Royal, and most part 
of Canada. 

It was at this time that Sir William Alexander the younger, and 
those who accompanied him, landed at Port Royal, and succeeded 
in effecting a straggling settlement in that locaUty. They built a fort 
on the west side of the haven (Granville), nearly opposite to Goat 
Island, the remains of which are still visible, and retain the name of 
the Scottish Fort. But the successes of Captain Kirk proved of no 
avail, in consequence of the negotiations between Charles the First and 
his brother-in-law the King of France. During the first winter thirty 
of the Scots settlers died, and the hopeless expense and numerous diffi- 
culties connected with this infant colony induced the younger Sir Wil- 
liam Alexander to return home, and must have had no small influence 
on the elder Sir William in his negotiations with Claude de La Tour, 
by which he conveyed to him his title to the whole of ISTova Scotia (with 
the exception of Port Royal) to be held of the Crown of Scotland. 
The precise terms of this transference are not recorded. It is alleged 
by Chalmers, and repeated by Haliburton and others, that Sir William 
Alexander, finding that neither considerable profit nor honour were 
soon or easily to be acquired firom the further prosecution of this colo- 
nial undertaJdng, in the year 1630 conveyed his title to the whole 
of I^ova Scotia (with the above exception) to Claude St Estienne, 
Seigneur de la Tour, upon this condition, that the inhabitants should 
continue to be subjects of the Scottish Crown. It is also said 
that La Tour had influence enough to have this transference con- 
firmed by Louis XIIL; and this may have ^ven rise to Sir John 
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Scot's unfounded assertion^ that Lord Stirling '^got also a great 
sum of money from the King of France to quit his interest in Nova 
Scotia." Sir Thomas Urquhart's statement on the same head is already 
quoted.^ 

By the Treaty of St Grermain-en-laye, concluded in March 1632/ the 
English monarch absolutely restored to Louis XIIL of France the sove- 
reignty of Acadia^ New France, and Canada generally, and without 
limits,-^and particularly Port Royal, Quebec, and Cape Breton. Li 
terms of this treaty, Charles sent peremptory instructions for the 
settlers at Port Royal to dispossess themselves, and transfer the place 
to the French authorities ; but instead of stipulating that a sum should 
be awarded for what had been spent on the fort and other buildings 
erected in this place, these were ordered to be razed to the ground and 
the place left desolate, as when first occupied by Sir William Alexander 
younger and his followers. The King, however, in compensation for the 
money and labour that had been expended, and for the hardships they 
had to suffer in quitting this settlement, gave a warrant to pay the Vis- 
count Stirling the sum of £10,000. 

The site of this fort is well ascertained, and a stone having the date 
1606 indicates the earlier French settlement, the fort having been 
erected by the Scottish settlers on the site of the French corn-fields 
previous to the treaty of St Germains. ^* The remains of this fort," 
says Judge Haliburton, '^ may be traced with great ease ; the old parade, 
the embankment and ditch, have not been disturbed, and preserve their 
original form. It was occupied by the French for many years after the 
peace of 1632, and near the eastern parapet a large stone has been founds 
with the following monumental inscription, LEBEL, 1643." ^ 

" The French " (says Chalmers) " gloried at a future day, not that 
they had recovered without consideration what the bravery of Enghsh- 
men had won, but that, in these transactions, the name of ]!^ova-Scotia 
did not appear. Colonial historians, with an inattention or interested- 
ness of which there are few examples, have always insisted, that, not-

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withstanding the absolute restitution before mentioned^ certain rights, 
with regard to that territory, still remained in England: And her 
statesmen, with a credulity and want of wisdom equally unexampled, 
have implicitly adopted their sentiments. But in what consists the 
justice or policy of preserving latent pretensions, which cannot be de- 
fended by candid discussion i The law of nations reprobates whatsoever 
contributes to disturb their repose." * 

A later author of a valuable work on British America says, that the 
} vast importance of such possessions '' should be estimated less by their 

i territorial extent than by the resources they offer, the capabilities of 

I improvement, the great increase of which their commerce is suscep- 

I tible, and the extensive field they present for emigration.'' ^ 

I 

J But the connexion of the Alexanders with iNTorth America extended 

I beyond the boundaries of ^ova Scotia. At a later period, when New 

f Scotland, so far as they were concerned, might be said to have ceased 

to exist, William Lord Alexander obtained from the Council for New 

I England one of those indistinct or conflicting grants of land, which had 

I become so common; in other words, which ''were couched in vague 

language, and were made in hasty succession, without deliberation on 

f the part of the Council of Plymouth, and without any firm purpose of 

I establishing colonies on the part of those for whose benefit they were 

I issued." ' It consisted of the Province of Maine, or that part of the 

mainland of New England extending from Piscataqua River, adjoining 

New Scotland, along the sea-coast to Sagadahoc, and up the river to 

Kenebek, to be called the country of Canada ; also Long Island, &c 

The date was AprU 1635.* 

The Colonial Papers, now rendered accessible, throw some light on such 

transactions, having reference to extensive districts of which the proper 

boundaries were not strictly defined, and which proved, as might be ex« 

pected, a fruitful source of dispute. Towards the end of January 1635

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the Earl of Stirling and his son Lprd Alexander were admitted Oouncillora 
and Patentees. On the 3d of February it was proposed, upon obtaining 
separate personal grants of the lands, laid out in eight divisions, upon 
the sea-coast of ISew England, to be held immediately of his Majesty, 
to resign their great patent into the King's hands. Preliminary to this, 
deeds of feoffment were made, and leases drawn out in their own favour 
for the term of three thousand years (which sounds very like perpetuity} 
in virtue of the original charter to the patentees, adventurers and Coun- 
cil of iNTew England. 

At a meeting of the Council for !N'ew England, held in the Earl of Car- 
lisle's chamber, Whitehall, 25th April 1635, a declaration was prepared 
for the intended resignation of their great charter. ** Present, — ^Lord 
Gorges, President ; Capt. Mason, Vice-President ; Marquis of Hamilton ; 
Earls of Arundel and Surrey, Southampton, Lindsey, Carlisle, Sterling ; 
Lords Maltravers, Ale!xander ; Sirs Ferdinando Gorges, Kenelm Digby, 
Bobert Mansel, Henry Spilman, James Bagg, and Mr Montague. They 
have found, by long experience, that their endeavours to advance the 
plantation of Kew England have been attended with frequent troubles 
and great charges ; that they have been deprived of near friends and 
fiuthful servants employed in that work ; assaulted with sharp litigious 
questions before the Privy Council by the Virginia Company, who com- 
plained to Parliament that their plantation was a grievance to the 
Commonwealth, and that they have been much disheartened by the loss 
of the ' most noble and principal props thereof,' as the Duke of Lenox, 
Marquis of Hamilton, and many other 'strong stays to this weak build- 
ing ;* and also by the claims of the French Ambassador, taking advan- 
tage of the divisions of the sea-coast, which have been satisfactorily 
answered. These crosses only left a ' carcass in a manner breathless,' 
until some lands in Massachussets Bay were granted to certain per- 
sons, who surreptitiously obtained a second grant of lands justly passed 
to Captain Bobert Gorges and others long before." ^ 

Accordingly, on the 25th of April that year, when this declaration 
was adopted, Edward Lord Gorges, President, in name of himself 
and other members of the Council of H^ew England, presented a 
^ Calendar of State Papers, Colonial, 1674-1600, pp. 204-205. 
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petition to Charles the Firsts on the 1st of May^ respecting a volun- 
tary surrender of the great patent of their Corporation^ and praying for 
a royal confirmation of the proposed division of the saids lands. These 
arrangements seem to have been favourably received^ and were pro- 
bably carried into effect. The new patents were designedly extended 
both north and south, for the purpose of keeping up the Enghsh claims 
to New Netherlands in possession of the Dutch, to the southward, and 
to PAcadie or Nova Scotia, then in possession of the French, to the 
northward. 

On the 1st of November 1638 a meeting of the late Council for New 
England was held at London in Lord Stirling's house. The object of 
this meeting was to request the King for an augmentation of a degree 
more in latitude and longitude ijo such of themselves who should de- 
clare whether they would have it to the northward or westward, — these 
Councillors being Lord Maltravers, Lord Gorges, Sir Ferdinando Gorges, 
and the Earl of Stirling.^ 

It has been remarked by an old and intelligent writer that '' Soyal 
grants of lands if not occupied, and, in process of time, if another 
grant (with occupancy) is made to others, the first grant becomes 
void. Thus Duke Hamilton's grant in the Naraganset country, Mr 
Mason's grant of New Hampshire, and many grants in the. north- 
east parts of New England, are become void."^ The obsolete grants to 
Sir William Alexander of Nova Scotia, as well as to his son of lands 
in New England, might have been specified in the instances of original 
holders who had neglected or relinquished their territorial acquirements. 

Having in some measure traced the progress and termination of the 
Earl of Stirling's Colonial schemes, a brief notice may be given of the 
latter period of his life. He was sworn a privy counsellor, and appointed 
Secretary of State for Scotland in 1626. He was created Viscount of 
StirUng, Lord Alexander of Tullibody, 4th September 1630; he was 
admitted an extraordinary Lord of Session in 1631 ; and raised to the 
Earldom in 1633. He obtiuned at various times from the King several 
grants, which, although they promised to be lucrative, proved to be

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otherwise. One was a license under the Priyy Seal for the space 
of thirty-one years to print "The Psalms of King David, trans^ 
lated by King James," 28th December 1627. This metrical rersion, 
published in the Kang's name, was to a great extent the work of Sir 
William Alexander. It was not completed or published until the year 
1636; but the expectation of having it introduced into general use, 
so as to Supersede the old version of Stemhold and others, which 
would have insured its circulation to an incalculable extent, and 
been a lucrative speculation, proved a complete fulure.^ Another 
grant to Lord Stirling was to authorize the coinage of 6000 stones 
weight of an inferior kind of copper money. Sir John Scot, when he 
alludes to this permission to coin base money, far under the value of the 
weight of copper, says, that " this brought great prejudice to the king- 
dom," ^ and rendered him so unpopular that it was said he durst not 
come to Scotland to attend to the King's affiiirs. In April 1631 he had 
a patent under the Privy Seal/ ^^ granted be his Majestie to William, 
Earle of Stirline, and John Alexander, his sone, and the longer liver oi 
thame twa, to be maisters of all mineralls and met^ within this king- 
dome." The embarrassed state of. the EarPs afi&irs at the time of his 
decease is sufficient to prove that with all his schemes and speculations 
he had not succeeded in the ultimate object of acquiring wealth. ^^ He 
conquest to his old heritage of Menstrie, the baronie of Tillicultrie and 
Gogar, — all which were comprised from his heirs instantly after his de- 
cease : And of six or seven sons none but one or two are remaining. 
The house of Menstrie was burnt by command of his superior the Earl 
of Argyle, because his sons were favourers of James Graham (Marquess 
of Montrose) and his party." ^ If so, this must have been four years after 
the Earl of Stirling's death. In 1632 Lord Stirling had erected a larger 
edifice for himself, beautifully situated, with terrace walks, at the head 
of the GasUe Wynd in Stirling. After his death this was also seized by 
his creditors. It became the property of the Marquess of Argyle, 
who caused the Earl's armorial bearings and other ornaments to be

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taken down, and replaced with those of his own family.^ It was long 
known as Argyll's Lodging, but has in late years been converted into a 
military hospital for the garrison. 

The Earl of Stirling died at London in February 1640. By his 
wife, Janet Erskine, daughter of Sir William Erskine, Knight^ he had a 
large family of seven sons and three daughters. Sir James Balfour 
says, — ^^ His body was embalmed, and by sea transported to Streveling, 
and there privatly interr'd by night in Bowie's lyle [aisle], in StreveUng 
Church, the 1 2th of Apryle 1640." * His patent as Earl in 1633 carries 
the title to himself and his heirs-male bearing the surname and arms of 
Alexander. His two eldest sons having predeceased him, it was alleged, 
with the view of supporting some false claims to succession, that the 
Earl, fearing the extinction of his male issue, resigned his honours in 
the icing's hands, for the purpose of obtaining a new charter, changing 
the destination, failing heirs-male, in favour of heirs-female. But such 
resignation is a mere assumption, without a particle of evidence ; and the 
alleged charter of !N'ovodamus never existed except as a forged document. 

It is not required in a volume like the present to trace in minute 
genealogical detail the descendants of William, Earl of StirUng. It is 
admitted on all hands, and we presume the matter was well ascertained 
at the time, that the male succession terminated in the person of 
Henry, fifth Earl of Stirling, who died at London on the 4th of Decem- 
ber 1789. 

WujjAM Alexander, the eldest son, was knighted, and, as pre- 
sumptive heir of the Viscount and Earl of Stirling, he himself became 
Lord Alexander in 1630, and Viscount Canada in 1633. From the 
previous pages it will be seen that on more than one occasion he visited 
Nova Scotia, and resided for some time in the colony as Deputy- 
Lieutenant. He afterwards received an extensive grant of territory 
from the Oouncil for fTew England on April 1635, as already 
noticed at page 89. He died during his father's life at London in 
March 1638, and his body was embalmed and brought to Scotland 
for interment in the church of Stirling. By his wife. Lady Margaret,

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daughter of William, Marquess of Douglas, he left one son, William, 
and two daughters. The lady survived till January 1, 1660. 

WiLLUM, second Earl of Stirling, succeeded his grandfather in 1640, 
when about eight years of age, but he died that year, within a few 
months of his succession. Both his sisters were married, and their de- 
scendants are not extinct. 

Sir Anthony Alexander, the Earl of Stirling's second son, in July 
1626 had a pass allowing him to travel for three years in foreign 
parts.^ On the 1st April 1629 he was joined with James Murray of 
Kilbaberton (who had held the office since 26th December 1607)^ 
as joint Master of the King's Works and Buildings in Scotland. 
He married a daughter of Sir Henry Wardlaw of Pitreavie, but died 
at London, without issue, in August 1637, and was interred in the 
family vault in the church of Stirling. Drummond of Hawthomden 
honoured his memory in a poem of great beauty : " To the Exequies 
of the Honorable Sr. Antonye Alexander, Knight, &c., A Pastorall 
Elegie." Edinb., 1688, 4to. Sir James Balfour says, — " About the 
latter end of August (1637) Sir Anthony Alexander, knight, second 
son of William, Earl of Stirling, and Master of Works, &c., departed 
this lyffe at London, from whence his corps, being embalmed, was 
brought by sea, and, by torche light, privatly interred in Bowes lyle, in 
the church of Striveling." ^ 

Henry Alexander, the third son, on the death of his nephew, suc- 
ceeded as third Earl of Stirling in 1640 ; but he did not long enjoy his 
honours, having died about August 1644. By his wife, Mary, daughter 
of a wealthy London merchant. Sir Peter Vanlore, he had a son 
Henry, the fourth Earl of Stirling, who survived till 1690, and two 
daughters, Mary and Jane Alexanders. His widow, the Countess of 
Stirling, married for her second husband Colonel John Blount, who, 
after the Bestoration of Charles II., presented a memorial respecting 
the claim, which is added on a subsequent page. 

John Alexander, of Over Gogar, the fourth son. He married a 
daughter of Sir John Graham of Gartmore, leaving one daughter. 

Charles Alexander, the fifth son. He was witness in December

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1642 to the testament of his sister Lady Elizabeth Alexander. He is 
said to have left a son, who died without issue. ; 

Mr LuDoviCK Alkxakdeb, ihe sixth son^ had a pass to go to France 
in December 16d4. He died without issue. . : 

James Alexander^ the seventh son^ was a witness to his sister Lady: 
Elizabeth's testament in December 1642. James Alexander and 
Grissell Hay had a daughter, Margaret, born 23d June 1669. i 

The place or vault where the Earl of Stirling and so many; of his 
family were interred was in the Cross Kirk or High Ohuroh of ^ Stirling. 
From its former proprietor it had been ; known as Bowye's Isle, but be- 
longed to Thomas Craigengelt of that ilk, who, on the 26th February 
1618, ^^resigned his right to that He in the Bude Kirk of Stirling^ 
callit of auld. the Bowey's Be, and now Oraigengeltis.'' The Kirk-ses- 
sion, on the 4th October 1631, granted the seat or loft within the^said 
Kirk of Stirling to William, Viscount of Stirling; and on the 4th Sep^ 
tember 16S2 the Session ratified to his Lordship the disposition by the 
Maister of the Hospital (with consent of the Provost), "of their Isle, 
situat on the south syde of their kirk, sometyme callit Bowye's or 
Craigingelt's Iyle> &c." ^ la 1656, when the church was divided into 
two distinct places of worship, the vault may .have been Injured. It 
remained at least long neglected ; and the leaden coffins, it is supposed^ 
were abstracted by Cromwell's soldiers. The only inscription of which 
we have any notice was that erected by the first Countess of Stir- 
ling to the: memory of her parents. Sir William and Lady Erskine. 
In 1825y when the assumed Earl of Stirling visited the possessions of 
his alleged ancestors, and was welcomed by the Provost and Magis- 
trates, wiiji the church bells ringing on such aa auspicious events he 
presented the &mily vault to Mr Wright, a writer in the town, who 
caused it to be enclosed, and appropriated, when it should be required, 
for his ovm use. This insured the complete destruction of every vestige 
of the Alexanders of Mepstrie, including the Erskine monument, but. a 
copy of the inscription was fortunately preserved by a local antiquary.^

The author of the spirited proposals contained in the " Encourage* 
metits^ &ci by tnee, Lochinvar," itt 1626, was Sm Bobewt Gordon, in 
€kdloway." The family from ^ich. he Was de^enddd is traced back, 
in the Peerage, to * the time of Eitlg Bobert Bruce. Having at a 
subsequent date acquired this property in Kirkcitibright, Bobert, the 
eldest son' of Sir John G(»rdoti of Lochinvar, tras seryed hid heir, 5th 
Novetnber 1604 ; and is described ^'as otie of the strongest and most 
active taen of his time." ^ H& had occasion to display his bodily power 
m the Border feuds betwe\9n the inhabitants of Galloway and Annan- 
dale. ' He had the less enviable distinction of beiDg selected, or accused, 
for the slaughter of James Gordon, his pslge, on the 29th of June 
1608; but by a warrant signifying his Majesty's pleasure, signed by 
the Lord Chancellor, and the Secretary, Greorge, Earl of Dunbsir, *' the 
dyM," or day fixed for his trial, Was deserted.^ Sir Jiaines Balfour, in 
fai» Annals, connects the murder of his servant with* some scandalous 
reports, which he admitis were unfounded, but uncharitably insinuates 
that Sir Bobert was desirous to have got rid of his w^fe.^ In the Court 
festivities at Prince Henry's Barriers (or tilting match), on the Twelfth 
Night, Sir Bobert was one of the three successful champions to whom 
prizes were delivered by the Princess Elizabeth in January 1609-10. 
A contemporary writer indeed says that Gordon's success as a Scot was 
owing " more in favour of the nation, than for any due desert." • 

When the proposed establishment of Colonies in America was sanc- 
tioned by the Grown, Sir Bobert Gordon was among the first to embark 
in the scheme with a proper spirit* He obtained a Charter under 
the. Great Seal^ with ample privileges, of certain lands to be erected 
into the Barony of fTew Galloway in Nova Scotia, 8th November

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1621. This Charter is printed in the present volume.* He appears 
to have engaged in this undertaking with more patriotic zeal and less 
selfish motives than his precursor^ '^ the Lieutenant Generall to his 
Majestie in the Kingdome of New Scotland/' to whom he dedicates his 
" Encouragements," in 1626. This tract, which is now of great rarity, 
is highly honourable to the author, who assigns for his motives, the 
propagation of the Gospel among the Heathen ; the service of his 
Prince and native Country, by enlarging its dominions ; and the gain 
to be derived by those who should engage in such an enterprize. His 
Offers to Ministers of the Gospel, Gentlemen, and others who were 
inclined to become Undertakers, were most liberal and praiseworthy. 

Gordon had also a similar Charter under the Great Seal of the barony 
and lordship of Charles's Island (Insula Caroli)» dated 1st May 1626.^ 
Four days later he obtained the pass for a ship which he was to dispatch 
to America.' In the Signature to Sir Eobert Gordon of Lochinvar for 
this Charter, he is honourably mentioned, as ^' being one of the first of 
this fTation who hath projected and undertaken cU his oume charge to 
procure a forraine Plantation." * 

* In the Acts of Privy Council, 12th July 1627, we find that Sir 
Robert had personally appeared before the Lords of Council, and 
made the following declaration in regard to prizes, then a frequent sub- 
ject of dispute. But Gordon's death in November that year brought 
all his schemes of Colonization to a premature close.

Dr Robert Johnston, who belonged to that part of tho countryi and 
was no doubt personally acquainted with Sir Robert Qordoni in 
mentioning his death says, ^ Calculo extinctus est. Qui excelsi cor« 
poris robore, et animi magnitudine, in omni SDtate conspicuus viguorat. 
Undo singularem gratiam apud magnanimum Princi|iem Hcnricum 
promeruerat ; solennique Armoruin exercitatione, in Aula victor evase-- 
rat ; ac praemium meritse palmse tulerat : Henricoquo mortuo, fabricatia 
navibusy ultra ^quinoctialem Scotici nominis famain propagaro dosti-^ 
naverat. Yerum, morte ejus tarn laudabilis conatus evanuit**' ^ 

Sir Robert Gbrdon married Lady Elizabeth Ruthven/ one of the 
daughters of William, first Earl of Gowryc ; and bad issue, two sons and 
two daughters. They were divorced about the year 1600, and she became 
the second wife of Sir Hugh Campbell of Loudon, first Lord Loudoun. 
She died in January 1617.' The eldest son, Sir John Gordon, who 
seems to have taken no special share in this project of coloniiation, was 
served heir of his father 29th March 1628. He was created Viscount of 
Eenmore and Lord of Lochinvar, by patent, dated 8th January 1033 ; 
but he did not long enjoy his honours, having died on 12th September 
1634, aged thirty -five. The second son, Robert Gordon of Gilston, was 
joined with his father in the Royal Charter of 1021, containing the 
grant of the barony of !N^ew Galloway in Nova Scotia ; and ho appears 
to have taken the most active share in this enterprisoi by visiting the 
Oolony, and superintending its affairs. He died without issue.

Although not specially connected with the Collections in the present 
Tolume, the following warrant *Ho traffique with Virginia^" preserved 
among the Colonial Papery, may he added in illustration of the traffic, to 
a limited extent, which was carried on at this period from some of the 
ports in Scotland. Of Burnett himself we have no information.

Jalj 2. Whereas the Bearer hereof John Burnett of Aberdeene being the sole Marchant 
of 0^ Eingdome of ScotUmd^ that hath supplied the Plantaci9n of ;that o' Colony 
of Virginia, & become o' tenant there^ hath by occasiom of our late proclamation 
of the fourteenth of March in the thirteenthe yeare of o*^ reigne apprehended that 
some stopp or impeachment of his trade into Scotland may be made by o^ officers 
there in regard of o' demand in the said proclamation expressed that all the

to loade and exporte Tobacco or any other Marchandize from thence into any port 
or ports of o' said Eingdome, And that without any stop or hindrance or impeach- 
ment from you or any other o' officers or louing subjects as ye or they will answere 
the contrarey at your perill proyiding alweis that they pay o' usuall oustomes, 
and enter into bond that he shall not rnloade any where other than, in the ports 
of o' Eingdome of ScoUand, and at every returne shew good Certificates of soe 
doing before the said Bonds to be released. And for his better security in the 
premisses it is o' pleasure that this o' warrant be by you. putt vpon public record 
Giren under o' hande and scale att o^ Courte att Greenwich the second day of July 
in the fourteenth yeare of our reigne. 
To C Trusty and Wellbeloyed the Govern' of o* Colony of 

Virginia or any other o' officers that are for the present 

or that shall be hereafter, whome it may conceme.

VI.— NOVA SCOTIA PAPERS SUBSEQUENT TO THE 

TEAR 1640. 

The following papers are added, with no design of tracing the history 
of BTovjt Scotia subsequent to the death of the Earl of Stirling, hut 
simply as throwing some light on transactions with which he had been 
connected. The name of New Scotland no longer appearing in our 
Parliamentary or Privy Seal Records; but Acadia and Nova Scotia 
continued to be mixed up in the contests between the French and 
English settlers. Perhaps no clearer account is to be found of thb 
period of its history than is given by a late popular writer. Judge Hali- 
burton, in his work entitled, '^ An Historical and Statistical Account 
of Nova-Scotia," 1829. Sir Charles St Estienne, or Stephen de La 
Tour, son and heir of Claude de La Tour, having proved his right to 
the proprietory of this country by virtue of his father's purchase from 
Sir WiUiam' Alexander in 1630, and the subsequent confirmation of his 
title by the French King, in the fre&h disputes which arose after the 
country Was once more regained by the EngUsh, the Protector adjudged 
these lands to La Tour, and granted a charter in his favour, along with 
Sir Thomas Temple and William Crowne, of the territory under the 
designation of Acadia, and part of the country commonly called Nova 
Scotia, extending south-westward to the river St George. 

Dr William Douglass, author of ^^ A Summary, Historical and Politi- 
cal, of British Settlements in North America," has a chapter on Nova 
Scotia or L'Accadie, in which he says, — ^ Hitherto, it cannot be called 
a Colony; it is only an impotent British garrison in an ill-regulated 
French settlemeiit." He sulds,* —

^ 1. Anno 1627 and anno 1628, Sir David Ejrk and associates, upon 
a private adventure, but by commission firom the King or Grown of 
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England, conquered the French settlements in Canada and fTova 
Scotia ; and patents were obtained from the Court of England, by which 
the lands called Canada, north of the river St Laurence were granted 
to Sir David Kirk, and the lands called Nova Scotia south of the said 
river were confirmed to Sir William Alexander. 

" 2. Sir William sold the property to M. Claude de la Tour 
d*Aunay, a French Protestant, and anno 1632, March 29, by treaty 
King Charles quit-^laim'd it to France. 

. *' 8. Cromwell sent Col. Sedgwick ; he reduced it anno 1654, and it 
was confirmed to England by treaty in the year following; M. St 
Estienne, son and heir of the above Claude de la Tour, came to Eng- 
land, made out his claim, and had the property surrendered to him; this 
La Tour sold the property to Sir Thomas Temple, who was governor 
and in possession of the property until anno 1662; it was then de- 
livered up to the French by King Charles II. (that race ought to be 
called sons of France, not sons of Great Britain) who agreed with the 
Temples for a sum of 10,000/. sterl. to be paid them (but it never was 
satisfied) upon account of their right. 

^' Menival was appointed Governor, and built a small stockaded fort, 
called Port-Royal, upon a bason, nine miles from the bay of Fundy ; 
Nova Scotia was confirmed to the French by the Breda treaty, anno 
1667, in the manner of a quit-claim. La Tour, a French Protestant, 
upon his returning to the Roman Catholic way of worship, had it con- 
firmed (as to property) to him by the Court of France. La Tour in 
the various vicissitudes, was Protestant when the country was under the 
dominion of England, and Roman Catholic when it was subject to the 
King of France."^ 

In the successive changes that took place, when Nova Scotia, Canada, 
and the islands on their coasts, had been ceded to France, and afterwards 
regsuned by the English, the name of New Scotland never appears ; and 
it is certain that no claims were preferred, nor any reservations made 
of rights of superiority supposed to be inherited by the Earl of Stir-

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ling's representatives ; and^ in fact^ Henry fourth Earl of Stirling^ in his 
Case submitted to Charles the Second in the year 1660^ became an 
applicant for a continuation of the former grant of iN'ova Scotia, being 
in the King's hands^ or for payment of the £10^000, also claimed for 
his Sisters ; but neither of them seem to have been successful.^ 

When Major-General Robert Sedgwick^ as Lieutenant to the Lord 
Protector in 1664, took possession of these territories, Cromwell never 
contemplated restoring the conquered countries to the French, while 
negotiating the peace of Westphalia. Sir Charles St Estienne, having 
succeeded his father, presented a memorial setting forth his claims in 
virtue of the purchase from Sir William Alexander by his father Claude 
de La Tour. ELis rights were fully recognized in the following docu- 
ments : — 

1666. July 14. — ^Warrant for Articles of Agreement between Oliver, 
Lord Protector, and Sir Charles St Stephen, Lord Delatour, Bart, of 
Scotland, Thos. Temple, and Will. Crowne, to pass the Great Seal. 
Letters Patent to be granted on or before 10th of August next, for 
all those lands in America called Acadia and that part of the country 
called Nova Scotia, the boundaries of which are particularly described, 
with reservation of lands already granted to any colony in New England. 
Some articles or conditions are specified whidi it is not necessary here 
to recapitulate.^ 

1666. August 9. — Patent containing a grant to Sir Charles St 
Stephen, Baron Delatour, Thomas Temple, and William Crowne, of the 
country and territories called Laccady and Nova Scotia^ with reservation 
of powers and privileges as in the above articles of agreement.' 

A month later (20th September) La Tour is said to have made a 
conyeyance of his rights to Temple and Crowne. Colonel Temple was 
not allowed to retain peaceable possession of the country, being exposed 
to French aggressions, as we learn from the Colonial Papers of 1668 
and 1669.^ He, however, was in possession at the Restoration, and was 
one of the competing parties who endeavoured to obtain from Charles 
the Second either a new grant of Nova Scotia^ or to be reimbursed for 
the heavy charges they had severally incurred.

After the yeare 1632 the French that were in possession of Fort Royal make 
warre ypon La Tour at S* John's Fort, whereby La Tour was constrained to goe to 
New England for succour, for obtaining of w^ he mortgages his Fort of S^ Johns 
to Mr Gibbons but when La Tour returned to Noya Scotia he finds the French ynder 
one Douey had seized his Fort S^ Johns and committed seyerall other outrages. 
Of this he complains to the E. of France who disowns the action, & giyes La Tour 
a power to seize Douey whereuer he finds him, in order to satisfSEu^tion : La Tour 
returning to Noya Scotia finds Douey dead, and marrying his widdow enters into 
possession of Port Royal which he now holds by that right 

1656. Att lengthe in 1655 Sedgwicke baying a designe of attempting something in

Humbly Shewing, 
That whereas the Right Honb'* Lord Sterlin Secretary of State to King James 
for the Eingdome of Scotland and one of his said Ma^^ Privy Councill had not 
only in the yeare 1621 a ffeofm* and grant of all Nova Scotia to him his heires 
and assignes for ever, but ako power to create Baronets there ; which was corn- 
firmed by his late Ma^* of blessed memory in the yeare 1625 And whereas the 
said Lord Sterline as well out of affection to yo' Pet' De la Tour's father and 
himselfe, as also in lieu & recompence of theire great paines and ezpences» 
Together with the hazard of theire lives in adyentureing first into the Wildemes 
among the Savages to discover the Country for the service of his said Ma^ and 
the publique good and other consideration haueing settled there above 15 yeares 
before any grant from either of the said Kings, Was pleased to grant a part of the 
said bordering towards New England vnto your said Pet^ father and himselfe 
theire heires and assignes for euer, and created them Baronetts of the said Country 
as a further acknowledgement of theire said service, as by the said grants more 
fully appeares of which said Countree yo' said Pef* and his Father were quietly 
possessed duringe the Baigne of the aforesaid Kings without any interruption, as 
relating vnto the Crowne of England or Scotland. But in the yeare 1654 by 
strength of forces of the late Cromwells vnder the command of one Major General! 
Sedgwick your said Pet^ was by violence forced out of possession and his goods 
plundred and taken away to the value of about £10,000, and was carried to the 
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Mid Cromwell where joor mid Pe^ waited nere a yearebeCra^ he eoold be heard. 
And then no releife witboot paybg CromweUs Sonldiers and other Debts to the 
raloe of about £5000 as by the said Articles dothe appeare. And your Pe^ 
Temple and Crowne's right being by porchase from your Pe*r De La Tour upon 
Taloable consideration as by theire coTcnants folly appeared!, And whereas wee 
hare been lately informed that some not knowing the tme state of the right which 
year Pe^ hare to the said Country, haue endeaToured to obtaine a grant from 
his now Ma^ thereof Wee doe not doubt your Lo^p* clemency and justice but 
that when the eridence of your PetF* foresaid right and title shall appeare, wee 
shall receire a gratious confirmation therein. 

Tour Pet" humble suit to your Lo>^ is That in tender conmderation 
of the premises they may be admitted to make theire said l^tles 
appeare And that in the interem nothing may be done to theire 
prejudice. 

And your Pef* (as in duty bound) shall pray, &c.

^*^' Nova Scotia. 

These parts of North America called Nova Scotia or Noya Franda, and the 
seyerall p^ thereof Canada & La Cadia haye been continually disputed between 
the subjects of the 2 Crownes of England & France, sometimes the one and some- 
times the other haueing possession thereof. 

About 1632 they were wholly or for the moste part in the possession of the 
English in which yeare by treatye between the 2 Crownes dated 29th March they 
were all to be restored to the French and satisfaction in money was agreed to be 
giyen to some English, not ffor the said Countreys and fforts but ffor certaine 
sliippsi goods and equipage thereof (w^ some interested therein say was neyer 
performed) yiz. 64,246 liuers 4 solz, trois deniers tournoiB pour le merchandizes du 
Vassieu de Jaques & 69,896 liuers neufe solz deuz deniers toumois pour les 
merchandizes du Vassieu lo Benediction le tout temp du Roy et satisfaoion pour 
le regard du naiye Le Bride au la Espousse les Counsels. 

But the French were putt in possession of the ffortes & Countreyes and the 
Countrey of L'Cadia (with part whereof Co^ Temple is nowe possessed) was in the 
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hands of Moos' S^ Etienne Signeor de La Tour, who the better to secure lumself 
on all sides tooke a grant thereof from Sir William Alexander to whom EL James 
10th September 1621 granted a pattent thereof and alsoe ffirom the Frenche Einge) 
And built S* Johns fforte (now the oheife if not the onelj ffort) att his owne 
chardge ffor that Port Royal which was one of those surrendered 1632, was latelj 
demolished soone after itt & all the Countrej & fforts of L'Cadia were taken ffirom 
de La Tour by Major Sedgwicke in Olirer's time whererpon he being brought into 
England solicited the restitution of the fforts and Countrey to him as holding them 
by a pattent ffrom the Crowne of England ; and came to an agreed w^ CoL Temple 
and William Crowne and made over his interest to them by deed dated 20th of Sep' 
1656 upon a valuable consideration p. y^ in the deed videlicet, 3,379 li to Margarett 
Gibbons the Relict of Major Edward Gibbons ffor w^ La Tour had some yeares 
before engaged the said fforts. 

' Besides Temple could not have the fforts and Country out off the handes off 
Sedgwickes officers & ffrom the power then in being, untiU he had paid 1,800 li to 
them, besides he is out of purse many thousand poundes to mainteyne them fron^ the 
Frenche who assaulted him and tooke them But were r^faken by CoL Temple, 
though by the Treatye made betweene France and the Protectour that togetiier 
with other differences considering damages received on the one side & the other, 
stood reffered to arbitrage w«** is not yett determined. 

So his Case Col. Temple is able to make out by such pattents and evidences as 
he hath w*^ him in New England.

That Will" late Earle of Sterline Principal Secretary of Scotland having 
to his vast Expence & the Wastenge of his whole estate in Scotland Planted a 
Colony in Nova Scotia, and a peace beinge concluded between his late Ma**» of euer 
blessed memory & the late French King, Nova Scotia was included in the Articles 
of peace to be rendered to the French by which the said Earles whole fortune 
there was lost for reparation whereof His late Ma**« was graciously pleased to 
thinke hunselfe bound in equity to relieve him & grant his pattents for the reim^ 
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barsement and payment of £10,000 to him & his assignes out of the Excheq' 
and all other the proffits in Scotland whatsoever that should first arise : But the 
warres ensuing there, and afterwards here the said Earle and his Son, fiather to 
your petitioners Mary, and Jane, dyed before payment of the said £10,000 & your 
Pet' John marryed Dame Mary Countesse of Sterlinge and disbursed for her 
necessitys and preservation of her Estate and her children £2500. 

In tender consideration whereof and for that £10,000 is all the expec- 
tancie & subsistance of your Pef* Mary and Jane & to reimburse 
your Pet' John who fwthfully served his late Ma*** & your Ma*** ever 
since the first warre in Scotland and commaunded your Ma**** owne 
Regiment of Horse That your Ma*** will be graciously pleased to 
grant your Letters Pattents for the satisfaction of the said £10,000 
in proportion to your Pet" out of your Ma***» Receipts in Scotland 
or other wayes as your Ma*** shall thinke fitt.

King James by his Letters Patents ynder the Create Seale of Scotland beareing 
date 10th Dec. 1621 did give and grant ynto Sir William Alexander afterwards 
Earlb of Sterline and his heires All that County of New Scotland. 

King Charles by his Infeoffment under the Great Seale of Scotland of the 12th 
of July 1625, did give graunt and dispose ynto the said Sir William Alexander his 
heires and assignes, All and singular the lands and dominion of the Signcy' of New 
Scotland in America. 

Song Charles by his Letters Patents vnder the great Seale of Scotland beareing 
date the 3d of May 1627 recitoing the Lifeoffm^ afores*^ did graunt vnto the said 
Sir William Alexander and his heires the Admiraltie of New Scotland in America. 
Sir William Alexander afterwards dyed Henry Earle of Sterline beinge his sonne 
and heire who is likewise dead Henry now Earl of Sterline being his sonne and 
heire. It is said that S' William Alexander did in his lifetime by the Kings gene- 
rail command withdraw his Plantations in New Scotland. But if any such thing 
was, it was done vpon consideration of £10,000 to be paid ynto him by the King 
haueing expended in settling the Plantation there aboye £20,000 which 10,000 
are to this day ynpaid. 

It is humbly prayed by the now Earlb of Sterline that in regards the 
10,000 li remaine ynpaid and that the Sig^ of New Scotland is now 
in the possession of his Majestie that his Majestie would be pleased 
to continue ynto him the graunt of that Countrie.

Several of the above are included in the Register of the Great Seal, and also, at 
great length, in the " Register of Signatouris in the Office of ComptroUerie f but 
others, probably from not having paid the fees, seem not to have been r^isteied. 
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In drawing these Collections to a close, a few words may be added 
in reference to the extraordinary claims to Territorial possessions and 
Superiority supposed to be attached to the Earldom of Stirling. Unless 
for the assumption that the royal grants to Sir William Alexander 
of vast territories were inalienable, and remained in fiill force, to be 
resumed with the title, we might never have heard of claimants whose 
pretensions were utterly baseless. That the direct male succession to 
the Earldom became extinct in 1739 is admitted on all hands. Sup- 
posing, however, there had been a continuous and undisputed succes- 
sion, before any such Superiority could be reclaimed in virtue of grants 
made by Kings James and Charles, the foUowin'g questions would remain 
to be solved : — 

First, Whether Sir William Alexander fulfilled all or any of the obli- 
gations contained in his grants, by imdertaking the Conversion of the 
infidel natives to the Christian faith,^ or by the actual Plantation of 
colonies in New Scotland ? 

Secondly, Whether Sir William, about the time when raised to the 
Peerage, had not actually divested himself of whatever right or title he 
possessed to the Superiority and lordship of his lands in Nova Scotia in 
terms of hb arrangements with Claude St Estienne, Seigneur de la 
Tour? And 



^ In an the early Signatnrea, the similar words are repeated : '* for Propagation of Christiane 
religloii within the bounds, conntrey, and dominion of New Scotland, lyand within the bounds 
of America." Bat not a single instance is on record of either the King, Sir William Alexander, 
or his adventorers haying, I will not say sent, bat even of having proposed to send, a minister 
or missionary for sach a parpose. Had the King set his sons Chaiies 11. and James n. an 
example of '* banishing to the Plantations " some of the obstreporoos clergy, who opposed his 
innoyations in the charch, he might haye anintentlonally rendered the caase of religion a good 
senrioe. It is to the ondying credit of the Protector, that Cromwell, In 1649, ordered a general 
odleetion to be made in all the parishes of £n|^d and Wales for erecting a Corporatian for 
the propagation of the Gospel in New En^^aad* 
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Thirdly, Whether Charles the First could be said to have exceeded 
his royal prerogative when, by the treaty of St GermaiQ-en-laye, in 
March 1632, the whole British possessions in Nova Scotia and Canada, 
and places adjacent, were ceded and transferred to France, with no 
reservation in favour of Viscount Stirling and the other proprietors of 
lands in these territories, which had previously been conveyed to them 
by charters under the Great Seal of Scotland ? 

Charles the First indeed admitted that Lord Stirling was entitled to 
compensation for money that his son Lord Alexander and friends had 
spent in erecting a fort at Port Royal, before the settlers in that colony 
were, by the King's peremptory command, in a summary way, dispersed. 
The sum allotted was £10,000 sterling, but this, as we learn from the 
petitions of Henry Earl of Stirling,^ and of Colonel John Blount, the 
husband of the Countess of Stirling, on behalf of himself and her two 
daughters,' remained unpaid at the Restoration in 1660. 

"So doubt the King; in his letter to the Privy Council of Scotland, 
in June 1632, says that this sum of £10,000 of indemnification was not 
to interfere with the Earl of StirUng's territory in !Nova Scotia, &c. 
But these were mere soothing words of course, signifying nothing, or 
only a permission to retain an empty titular distinction ; for what rights 
could his Lordship or any other British subject not resident possess 
in a country which was ceded unconditionally to France ? Again, the 
King, in his letter to the Privy Council, September 27, 1633, says, 
" hearing that there was a rumour given out by some that We had 
totaUie leji owr purpose to plant in that countrie, as having surrendered 
our right thereof, leist anie further mistaking sould arise heirupon. We 
thought good heerby to cleare our intention therein : Which is. That 
our said Erie, with all such as sail adventure with him, sail prosecute 
the said worke^ and be encouraged by all lawfull helpes as weiU by con^ 
pleitting of the intended number of Knight Baronets as otherwise.'' Such 
vague language conveys no other meaning than ih^i prosecuting the said 
worhe extended no farther than endeavours to increase the proposed 
number of Baronets, the King engagmg still to maintain the dignity and 
privileges of the Order, but giving no assurance either for securing the

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lands conrejed to them by their patents, or for any active measures to 
be pursued towards the plantation of a country which no longer was 
subject to the British Crown. 

The individual claims of the earlier Knight Baronets of Nova Scotia 
should also form no unimportant element in regard to the Territorial 
rights claimed for the Earldom of Stirling, although this in a great mea^ 
sure has been ignored or overlooked* In 1625, when this Order was in- 
stituted, Nova Scotia was nominally divided into so many baronies, with a 
certain allotment of land attached to each ; and Sir William Alexander 
was empowered to dispose of these, along with the hereditary dignity, 
to persons of rank or distinction, upon payment of a stipulated sum. 
The number of persons was not to exceed One hundred and fifty ;^ and 
the sum payable by each was three thousand merks' (the equivalent to 
£166, 13s. 4d. sterling). Of this sum one-third was to go into Alex- 
ander's pocket, he engaging that the remaining two-thirds should be ex- 
pended in setting forth the Plantation. Had it been exacted, as in the 
case of the Ulster settlers, that each Baronet, with a stated number of 
colonists, should take personal possession, it is certain the number of 
applicants would have been scanty indeed. To obviate this difficulty it 
was held, by a fiction of the law, that the usual legal form of taking 
possession by an instrument of seisin, or infeftment of lands on the 
other side of the Atlantic, should take place within the Castle of Edin- 
burgh. Yet it appears that during the first four years the applicants 
who received patents were only about sixty, while during the next ten 
years about fifty more were induced to avail themselves of this here- 
ditary title ;' and thus the object remained unaccomplished during the 
reign of Charles, although its original sphere was so enlarged as to 
render persons not connected with Scotland admissible to thb dignity.

* It if no easy matter to prepare a very accurate or satisfactory List of tliese Eniglit Baro- 
nets. The earliest List I have met with is contained in " A Catalogue of the Dnkes, Mar- 
qnesses, Earlcs, Visconnts, Bishops, Barons of the Kingdomes of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, dec.** Collected by T. W. London, 1640, 12mo. At p. 71 ir^ find ^'The names of 
Knight Baronets of Scotland," amounting in all to ninety-five, indnding Sir Henry Gib (of St 
Martin's), bnt the dates of the patents are not given. Of this Catalogoe by T. W. or Thomas 
Walkely, Lowndes quotes several editions. 
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Such were the immediate results of this scheme^ notwithstanding the 
interest taken by the King in his repeated and urgent appeals to have 
the number of Baronets completed^ as if his 0¥m personal advantage 
was concerned^ rather than that of merely serving a favourite in promot- 
ing a scheme which had promised to establish his personal dignity and 
interest. 

The precept for a charter to each Knight Baronet was granted in the 
name of Sir William Alexander, who surrendered to the Grown the 
respective proportions of his said Lordship of Kew Scotland to be 
attached to the Baronetcy, with all the privileges of regality. It is thus 
clear that the Knight Baronets, according to the extent of their several 
Baronies, holding of the Crown, were placed on precisely the same 
footing with the lord superior, and consequently his individual rights, 
while these remained in force, must have become more and more con- 
tracted by each successive resignation. 

In the later patents the locality of the lands attached to each new 
grant of the dignity of Knight Baronet ceased to be defined. This may 
be reckoned a matter of Ihe smallest importance. Should the repre- 
sentative of any one of the first Nova Scotia Baronets, on the &ith of 
his original patent, conveying to him and his heirs in perpetuity a 
oortain extent of land, to form a distinct Barony in that country, with 
its boimdaries described with seeming minuteness and accuracy, set 
out on a voyage of discovery, to ascertain its locality, and daim his 
right to possession, we may presume he would soon find that his pros- 
pects of success were by no means very encouraging.

A BRIEF DISCOVRSE 

of the Newfoundland, with the 

Situation, temperature, and commodities there^ 

of, inciting our Kation to goe forward in 

that kop^vU plantation begunne.

HHi Countrie commonly knowne 
and called by the name of ]!^ew- 
foundlandy albeit it is fo much 
frequented and reforted yearely to, 
by thoufands of our !Nation and 
others, which haue fcarcely fo 
much as a fuperficiall knowledge 
thereof (onely fo much as con- 
cemeth their fifhings excepted) is 
an Iland or Hands as fome plats 
haue defcribed it, fituate on the front of America, betwixt 
46. and 52. denees of Northerly latitude, of the bignes 
of Ireland, the Baitermofl fide thereof bounded with the 
Ocean extendeth it felfe nearefl North and South: the 
variation allowed 100. Leagues, the fouth face deuided 
from the Des of Cap. Bretone by the Gulfe of Sain6t Low- 
rence a flraigth of 27. Leagues ouer lyeth Wefl. and 
by North northerly, and Eafl and by South Southerly in 
length 77* Leagues, on the Wefl part imbraced by the 
Grand-bay flretching it felfe Northeafl and Southwefl 75. 
Leagues, and on the North confined by the Norther arme 
of the Grand-bay which feparateth it from the continent of 

Noua 



A difcourfe of 

Nona Franciay making a fret of 7. Leagues wide, & is defcribed 
by the Rhombe of W. and by North and E. and by S. 25. 
Leag. Almoft of a Triangular forme fauing that many bays & 
Inlets making incroachment haue diffigured the face thereof 
with Scars, eating into the land into 40 leagues foace on the 
South part where we haue fearched 30 as good Harbours as 
the world affords. The longitude thereof reackoned from 
the weftermoft part of the InfulcefortunatcB is 330 degrees, di- 
ftant in the Line of Weft & by the South from our Meridian 
46. degrees by comon account which in the midle parallell 
of the differece the Latitude betwixt the lads end of England 
& the bodie of Newfoundland at 39. one halfe miles anfwe- 
rable to each degree in the fame maketh 1764. miles or 588 
Leagues. The aire fubtle & wholefomc, the Summer feafon 
pleafant conforme to the like latitude in Europe, fauing that 
y* woodie places in lune & lulie are fomewhat peftered with 
fmall Flies bred of the rottenes of ruined woode & moyfture 
like as in Rufsia. The Winter degenerating therfrom, being 
as cold & fnowy as 60 degrees in Europe, & of the like tem- 
perature in December, Ian. Febr. March, as the northermeft 
parts in Scotland, viz. The Hebrides and the Orcades wherin 
I haue twife wintered, or of the Coaft betwixt Hamburgh & 
the mouth of the Sownd or Nofe of Norvmy: yet more comfor- 
table for the length of the day in Winter, which exceedeth 
theirs three houres at the leau. And albeit it be thus cold 
in the Winter feafon by accidentall meanes, contrarie to the 
naturall pofition thereof in the Spheare, yet is it tollerable, 
as by experience, fo that there neeas no Stoaues as in Germa- 
nie : Likewife fruitefuU enough both of Sommer and Winter 
come, an example for our conftrmation thereof we haue in 
Poland one of the greateft come Countries of Europe & yet as 
cold and fubjedl to freizing as Newfoimdland, as alio our 
owne experience both in Wheate, Rye, Barhe, Oates, and 
Peafe, which haue growen and ripened there as well and als 
timely as in York/fiire in England. And for grouth of Garden 
herbes of diuers forts as Hyfope, Time, Parfely, Clarie, Kepe, 
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french Mallowes^ Bugloffe, Collombines, Wormewood, &c. 
There is at this present of 3. yeares old of my fowing, like- 
wife Rofemary, Fenell, Sweet marierim, Baflell, Purfelyn, 
Lettife^ and aU other Herbes & Bootes: as torneps, Paf- 
nepes^ Caretts, and Radilhes we haue found to growe well 
there in the Sommer feafon. The common wild herbes of the 
Countrie are Angelica^ Violets, Mints, Scabius, Yarrow, 
Feme, Sarfaparillay with diners other forts whereof I am 
Ignorant ; But fuppofe would for variety and rariety compofe 
another Herball ; of thefe kinds we haue only made vie of 
certain great green leaues plstifully growing m the woods, 
and a great Roote growing m frefh water ponds, both good 
againft the Skiruye, and an other prettie Boote with a blew 
ilalke and leaues of the nature of a Skirret growing in a dry 
Beachy ground, good meate boyled: The Countrie fruites 
wild, are cherries fmall, whole groaues of them, Filberds 
good, a fmall pleaiant fruite, caUed a Peare, Damaske Bo- 
les fingle very fweet, excellet Straberries, and Hartleberries 
with aooundance of Baiberries, and Groofeberries fomewhat 
better than ours in JSngland, all which replanted would be 
much inlarged. There is alfo a kinde of wild Ooranies, wild 
Peafe or Feetches in many places which we haue both found 
good meat and medecine for the Skiruy ; The Land of the 
North parts moft mountanye & woodye very thick of Firre 
trees, Spruce, Pine, Lereckhout, Afpe, HafiU, a kinde of ftin- 
king wood, the three formed goodiy Timber and moil con- 
ueni^t for building. Ko Oakes, Afhe, Beech, or Ellmes, haue 
we feene or heard of; the greateit parts of the Plaines are 
marifh and boggs, yet apt to be drawen dry by meanes of 
many frefh Lakes intermixt which paye tribute to the Sea ; 
and on the brinks of thefe Lakes, through which the water 
draines away from the rootes of the Orafie, it florifheth, in 
the other pajrts of the Plaines where the water flandeth and 
killeth the growth of the OrafTe with his coldnefle it is 
rufhie and feggy ; in fqme parts is barren, & mosfie ground, 
but that that is firme ana dry beareth good graffe. The 
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Spring beginneth in the end of Aprill, & Harueil continueth 
wnile Nouember, I haue feene September and 06lober 
much more pleafant than in England; The South part is not 
fo mountanous nor fo woodie, for being a little paffed vp 
from the Sea coafl the continent hath champion ground for 
40. miles together in Korth and South extent of the like 
nature of the former, hauing pretty Groues and many frefli 
laks repleniihed with Eeles & Salmon-Troutes great, and in 

great plentie. The Beaftes are Ellans, Follow-deare, Hares, 
eares harmeles, Wolues, Foxes, Beauers, Catns^henes ex- 
cellent, Otteres, and a fmall beafl like a Ferret whofe excre- 
ment is Muske: And the Plantations haue prettie ftoare 
of Swine and Goates. The Fowles are Eagles, Falcons, Taf- 
fills, Marlins, a great Owle much deformed, a leffer Owle, 
Buflards, Gripes, Ofprayes which diue for Fiflies into the 
Water, Bauens, Crowes, wild Geefe, Snipes, Teales, Twil- 
lockes, excellent wilde Duckes of diuors forts and aboun- 
dance, fome whereof rare and not to be found in Europe, 
Their particulars too tedious to relate^ all good meate, Par- 
triches white in Winter, and gray in Summer, greater tha 
ours, Butters, blacke Birds with redd breailes, Phillidas, 
Wrens, Swallowes, layes, with other fmall Birds, and 2. or 
3. excellent kinds of Beach Birds very fat and fweet, & at the 
platations Engliih Pigeons. The fea fowles, are Guiles white 
and gray. Penguins, Sea Pigeons, Ice Birds, Bottle nofes, 
with other fortes ftrange in ihape, yet all bowntifull to vs 
with their Egges as good as our Turkie or Hens, where with 
the Delands are well repleniihed. But of all, the moil admi- 
rable is the Sea, fo diuerfified with feuerall forts of Filhes a- 
bounding therein, the confideration whereof is readie to 
fwallow vp and drowne my fenfes not being able to compre- 
hend or exprefle the riches therof. For comd one acre tner- 
of be incloied with the Creatures therein in the moneths of 
lune, lulie, and Auguft^ it would exceed one thoufand acres 
of the beil Failure with the ilocke thereon which we haue 
in England. May hath Herings on equall to 2. of ours^ Lants 
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and Gods in good quantity. lune hath Gapline, a fiih much re- 
fembling Smeltes in forme and eating, and fuch aboundance 
dry on Shoare as to lade Carts, in fome partes pretty flore 
of Sahnond, and Gods fo thicke by the Ihoare that we heard- 
he haue beene able to row a Boate through them, I haue kil- 
led of them with a Pike ; Of thefe, three men to Sea in a 
Boate with fome on Shoare to dreffe and dry them in 30. 
dayes will kill commonhe betwixt 25. and thirty thoufand, 
worth with the Oyle arifing from them 100 or 120. pound. 
And the fifli and Iraine in one Harbour called Sain£l lohns 
is yearly in the Sommer worth IT, or 18. thoufand pounds, 
luhe, and fo till I^ouember, hath Macrill in aboundance: 
one thereof as great as two of ours, Auguft hath great large 
Gods but not in fuch aboundance as the fmaller, which con- 
tinueth with fome Uttle decreafing till December; What 
(hould I fpeake of a kinde of Whiues called Gibberts, Dog- 
fifli, Porpofes, Hering-Hogges, Squides a rare kinde of fim, 
at his mouth fquirting mattere forth like Inke, flownders, 
Grabbes, Gunners, Gatfifh, Millers, thunnes &c. Of al which 
there are innumerable in the Summer feafon; Likewife of 
Lobfters plentie, and this laft yeare lloare of Smelts not 
hauing beene knowne there before. I haue alfo feene Tonnie 
fifh in I^ewland; now of Ihell fifli there is Scalupes, Mufleles, 
Yrfenas, Hens, Periwinkles &c. Here we fee the chiefe fifliing 
with his great commoditie exprefled, which falleth fo fitly 
in the Summer feafon betwixt feed-time and Harueil that it 
cannot be any hinderance to either. I haue heard fome 
countries commended for their two fowld Harueft, which 
heare thou haft, although in a different kinde, yet both as 
profitable, I (dare lay) as theirs fo much extolled, if the right 
courfe be taken ; & well fareth, that country fay I, which in 
one months time with reafonable paines, wu pay both land- 
lords rent, feruants wages, and all Houfliold charges. But 
peraduenture fome fqueayfie ftomake wiU lay, Fiming is a 
beaftly trade & ynfeeming a Gentleman, to whom I anfwere 
(Bantu odor lud cu lucro) & let them propound the Holanden 
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to themfelues for example whofe Conntrie is fo much in- 
ridied, hj it; others lay the Conntrie is barren, bnt thej 
are deceined, for Terra qua tegiijeigfam iegU Dcnmimamj and 
the great abonndance of Woodes and wilde Froites which 
exoedinglY floriih there prone the contrary. And what thogh 
the fertuitj of the fovle and temperatnre of the Climate 
be inferionr to Viryima, jet for fonre maine Beafons to be 
laid downe it is to be parallelled to it, if not preferred be- 
fore ity the which we wul heere propound. 

1 The firil reafon is the nearenes to oar owne home, which 
natoraUjr we are fo much addided ynto, being but the halfe 
of the way to Virgima, haning a conoenient paflEsise for three 
feaibnable monthes, March, Aprill, and May, which alwayes 
accomodate £sure windes to paffe thether, fometime in 14. 
or 20. dayes, feldome in thirtie dayes. Likewife the com- 
modioos retnme in lane, lolie, Aaguil, September, O^o- 
ber, and Noaember, fometimes in 12. 16. 20. and now and 
then in thirtie dayes. 

2. The great mteroonrfe of trade by oar Nation thefe 
direefeore years and Tpwards, in no fmall nnmbers fireqaen- 
ting the JXew-foond land, and daylie increafing, with the 
likelinefle thereof to continue, fifli being a fiaple commo- 
ditie with ts, and fb fellable in other conntries yearlie im- 
jdoying 3000. thonfand Ses^men and breeding new daylie, 
aUb fiaighting three hnndreth Ships in that voyage, and 
releoing of 20000. people moe here in England (kr moft 
of thefe fifhers are maned and hane a charge of Children, 
and Hoe by this meanes not being able to gaine halfe fo 
nnich by another labonr) forthermore the reaenew that 
grooeth to the King by the caftomes of Frenehy Spanijh 
and Straights goods imported, from the proceede of this 
fifli trade foppofe at the leail to the valne of ten thonfand 
ponnds jeaiety. 

8 The conoeniency of tranfporting planters thether at the 
old rate, ten fhillings the man, and twentie ihillings to find 
him TiAual thether, likewife other commodities hj (hippes 
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that goe fackes at ten (hilling per tunne out, and thirtie ihil- 
lings home, whereas Vtrginia and Sirmooda fraightes, are 
fine pound the man and three pound the tunne. 

4 Fourthly and lafUy, Securitie from foraine and do- 
mefticke enemies, there being but few Saluages in the north, 
and none in the foutb parts of the Countrie ; by whom the 
planters as yet neuer fuffered damage, againft whom Qf 
they ihould feeke to trouble vs,) a miall fortification will 
feme being but few in number, and thofe onely Bow men. 
Alfo if any Warres ihould happen betwixt vs and other 
I^ations, wee neede not feare rooting out. For the Yce is 
a Bulwarke all ApriU conmionUe and after that during 
the whole Summer wee haue a garifon of 9. or 10. 1000 
of our owne I^ation with many good and warlike Shippes, 
who of necefsitie mull defend the fifhing feafon for their 
linings lake, as they alwayes formerUe haue done in 
the Warres with Spaine. And afterwards in the monthes 
of Harueft and Winter the winds are our friends and will 
hardhe fufier any to approach vs, the which if they Ihould, 
the cold oppofite to tne nature of the Spainard will giue 
him but cold Intertainement ; neither will the Plantours 
be altogether pufied yp with careleffe fecuritie, but fortifie 
in fome meafure knowing that Non JurU Jecuri qui dantjua 
CoQaJecuri. 

I^owe hauing formerly layed downe the temperature of 
the Aire and difpofition of the Weather in the Winter fea- 
fon to be cold and confequently different from other places of 
the lame fituation vuder the fame Parallel in Europe, and by 
experience anfwerable to 59. or 60. degrees thereof. It 
will be expeAed that I Ihould fhew fome reafons concerning 
the fame which according to mine opinion (fubmitting my 
felfe to better ludgements) I will fet downe; It being a 
generall rule approued through America that any place vn- 
aer the lame Parallel of another place in Europe is as cold 
as thofe places which are fituate in 12. or 13. degrees to 
the Korth wards therof, and the lame rule holdeth alike on 
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either fide of the EquinoAiall. For example, the ftraigths 
of Magelan in 54. to the South of the Equino6i;iall, are 
more cold, fnowie and boyllerous than any part of Europe 
in 65. Likewife on this fide the Line, the Country about 
the Riuer Orenoaque and Trinidade in 9. or ten degrees is 
found as temperate as Chialata vnder 23. degrees of more nor- 
therlie latituae in Africa. So likewife ^dm&Augiiftine in Flo^ 
rida vnder 31. degrees is anferable to Vcdadulid in 42. degrees 
in Spaine, alfo the plantations vnder 37. degrees in Virginia 
are correfjpondent in the Winter to the temperature of 2)euen- 
Jhire or Uomewall vnder 50. degrees heare in England^ and 
although their Summer bee fome what hotter in regard of 
the nearenes of the Sunne, being then in Cancer within 16. de- 
grees of their Zenith, the Radius therof then fi;riking neare 
at a right Angle, caufing a fl;range reflexion, yet would it be 
much hotter if the Sun in his paflage ouer the great Oceane 
3000. miles broad vnder that Paralel, betwixt Europe & Ame- 
rica, by the exhalation of waterilh vapours & much moifi;ure 
thereout, into the middle region of the Aire, did not coole 
the fame, which being made more grofle & thick with mifly 
Clouds, his Beames cannot pearce through with their pro- 
pre vigor and force, to heate the Earth ; To this coohng of 
the Sunnes heate helpeth alfo all thofe great frefh ponds 
and lakes fo abounding in America. Erefli waters being more 
naturally cold than Mt, and both colder than the Earth, of 
like quaUtie alfo are the marifli and Boggie groundes, 
the Lands not manured and therefore more naturally cold, 
the Country flenderly peopled, voide of Townes and Cities, 
whereof Europe is mil; the fmoake whereof and heate of 
fires much aualifieth the coldnefle of the Aire. Laftly the 
chiefeil reaion of the coldnefle in Kew-found-land in the 
YYinter feafon is the Yce which beeing congealed into 

rt firme Lands, euen from the Korth Pole, all alongft 
Coaft of Gronland, Gfrenland, The Korth-wefi; paflage 
Terra de laberador & fo towardes the Grand bay, all that trs^ 
hauing many Inlets and brdken Lands apt as vnnaturall 
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wombes to breede and bring foorth fuch Monfters, 
which being nurfed in their ruder armes^ till the Winter 
feafon pad, are tumde foorth of doores in the Spring to 
Ihifit for themfelues, and being weary of their imprilonments 
in thofe angrie Climes with one accord as if tney had a- 
ereed with winde and ftreame take Ferrie into !N^ew-found- 
hnd, which immuring vs in the months of Febni. & March, 
both which are fubj^ to norlheaft winds & blowing from 
this Yce caufeth it very cold. The currant {til fetting it fouth- 
ward as a laylor to bring it before the ludge, neuer leaueth 
it tiU with the helpe of the outfet of Sain£l Lawrence Gulfe 
it be prefented nearer the Sun to be broild by his fcorching 
Beames and confumed. I cannot deny but in feme Winters 
betwixt Ghriilmas and March^ Yce is bred in the Harbors 
and bayes of New-foundland, by reafon of the calmeneffe of 
the winds there incident. And the want of ftreames not cauf- 
ing motion in the Waters, and when it is fo frozen, it is none 
otherwife then the Texfell or Inner Seas in Holand of 15. 
or 18. Inches thickneffe, and breakes and confumes in the 
Spring ; all frefli Lakes frozen opens in the end of March or 
the beginning of Aprill, which brings with it many ihowers 
to wafh away Snow, and bare the ground ; and in the midle 
of the Month many Ships arriue of the Engli/h, feme French, 
and in the midell of May feme Portingtdls. All which as 
fo many Reapers come to the Harueil, gathering in aboun- 
dance the wonderfull bleisings of the Lord. 

I might heare frirther difcourfe of our difcoueries, confe- 
rence with the Saluages by Mailer lohn Oye, their maner of 
life : Likewife of the managinge our bufinefle in our Planta- 
tions, with the defcriptions of their fituations in 2. places 16. 
miles diilant from other, on the northfide the bay of Concep- 
tion ; of the manner charge and benefite of our fifhings with 
the feuerall ilrange formes, and natures of Fiflies, pro- 
jeAs for making Yron, Salt, Pitch, Tarre, Tirpintine, 
Frank-Incenfe, Furres, Hope of trade with Saluages and 
fuch like, with many accidents and occurences in the time of 
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my gouerment there, hut thefe may fuffice as Verbumjapienti ; 
heing of fufficient trueth to remoue errours of conceiuing 
the Gountrie more pleafant hy reafon of his naturafl 
fight in the Spheare, then it is indeede, alfo to convince 
and take away maUcious and fcandelous fpeeches of maligne 
perfons, who out of enuy to G O D and good Actions 
(inftrufted by their father the Deuill) haue fought to dif- 
poile it of the dewe, and blamifh the good name thereof. 
And lafthe to induce thee, gentle £eader, to the true 
confideration thereof as a thing of great con- 
fequence to our Kation not only at prefent, 
but like to bee much more benefici- 
all when the plaintations there 
ihall increafe, which God 
grant to his owne glo- 
rie and the good of 
our Common- 
Wealth.

Sir Ferdinando Gorge being entnifted with the afFayres of New 
England, after hee had aduifed with fome of the Company ; con- 
fidcring the largenefle of the bounds intended to bee planted by his 
Maiellies fubieds in America, and the flow progrefie of Plantations 
in thefe parts, that the Scottish !N'ation may be perfwaded to em- 
barke themfelues in their foraine enterprife, hee was content that 
Sir William Alexander Knight/ one of his Maiefties moll Honorable 
Priuy Councel of that Kingdome, fliould procure a Patent of fuch 
a bounds as his Maiellie fhould appoint to bee called New Scot- 
land, and to bee held of the Growne of Scotland, and gouerned by 
the Lawesof that Kingdome, as his faid Patent containing all 
the bounds, that doth lie to the Eaft of Saint Croix, compafled 
with the great Riuer of Canada on the North, and the Maine 
Ocean on the South doth more particularly beare. Whereupon 
the laid Sir William did fet out a Shippe with a Colony of purpofe 
to plant, which being too late in fetting forth were forced to ftay 
all the Winter (^Anno 1622) at New-found-Land, and though 
they had a Shippe with new prouifions the next Spring from the 

fayde

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fayde Sir William^ yet by realbn of fomo viiexported iHv;Uions, 
the ohiefe of the Company rofoluod noi to plant at the firft, but 
onely to difcouer and to take poiVoiiiou, wliicli a number made 
i-hoyce or lor that purj'ofe did happily perionne. 

The three and twentieth of lune (^^Iwyw? 1G23\ they loofed from 
Saint Johns Harbour in Xetr^-fouml-LamL and fayled towardes -Artr 
ScotlandyVrhcTe for the fpaee of fourteene dayes they were by Fogges 
and contrarie Wmdes kept baeke from fpying Land till the eight of 
luly : thereafter that they faw the AVell jvirt of Cape BretofK and fo 
till the thirteenth day, they fayled to and fro alongft the Coafl 
till they came the length of Port de Muton, where they difcouercd 
three ven- pleafant Harbours, and went a flioare in one of them, 
which they called JLukes Bay, where they found a great way vp to 
a very pleafant Riuer being three fathoms deepe at low water ; at 
the entry thereof, and on euery fide of the fame they did fee very 
delicate Mcadowes, hauing Kofes white and red growing thereon, 
with a kind of wild Lilly, which had a ver}' ilaintie fmell. 

The next day they refolued to coaft alongft to difcover the 
next Harbour, which was but two leagues diilant from the other, 
where they found a more pleafant Riuer, being foure fathom water 
at a low water, with Meadowes on both fides thereof, liauing 
Kofes and Lillies growing thereon as the other had. They found 
within this Riuer a very tit placo for a Plantation, both in regard 
that it was naturaUy apt to bee fortified, and that all the ground 
betweene the two Riuers was without Wood, and was good fat 
earth hauing fcuerall forts of Berries growing thereon, as Groofe- 
berry, Strawberrj-, Hyndberry, Rasberry, and a kinde of Rod-wine- 
berry : As alfo fome forts of Graine, as Peafe, fome eares of Wheat, 
Barley, and Rye, growing thero wild ; the Peafe grow euery whcro 
in abundance, very big and good to eate, but tafte of the Fitch. 
This Riuer is called Port lolly, from whence they coalled alongft 
to Port Negro, being 12. leagues diftant, where all the way as 
they failed alongft they found a very pleafant Countrey hauing 
growing euery where fuch things as they did fee in the two Har- 
bours where they had beene. They found likewise in euery Riuer 

abundance 
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abundance of Lobfters^ and Cockles^ and other final! fiflies ; and 
alfo they found not only in the Riuers^ but all the Coafl alongft, 
numbers of feuerall forts of Wild-fowle, as Wild-goofe, Black- 
Duck, Woodcock, Heron, Pigeon, and many other forts of Fowle 
which they knew not. They found likewife, as they failed alongft 
the Coafl abundance of great Cod, with feuerall other forts of 
great fiflies. The Countrey is full of Woods, not very thick, and 
the moll part Oake, the reft Fir-tree, Spruce, Birch, and many 
other forts of wood which they had not feene before. 

Hauing difcouered this part of the Countrey in regard of the 
Voyage, their Ship was to make to the Straits with fifhes, they 
refolued to coafl alongfl firom Lukes Bay to Port de Muton, being 
foure leagues to the Eail thereof, where they encountered with a 
Frenchmarij that in a very fhort time had a great voyage, hauing 
fumifhed one Ship away with fifhes, and had neere fo many ready 
as to load his owne Ship and others. And hauing taken a view 
of this Port, which to their judgement they found no wayes infe- 
riour to the refl they had feene before, they refolued to retire 
backe to New^ound^atkd, where their Ship was to receive her 
loading of fifhes, the twentieth of luly they loofed firom thence, 
and the senen and twentieth thereof they arriued at Saint lohru 
Harbour in New-found-land ; and firom thence failed alongfl the 
Bay of Conception, where they left the Ship, and difpatched them- 
felues home in feuerall Ships that belonged to the Weft part of 
England, and doe intend this next Spring to fet forth a Colony 
to plant there. 



AN EXTRACT FROM

published by the President and CounceU of New-England, is 
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dedicated " To the Prince [Charles] his Highnesse." An ab- 
breviated copy of it is included in Purchase's Pilgrimes, the 
Fourth Part, Book x. chap. i. page 1827, &c.] 

HEN this designe [the Plantation of New England] 
was first attempted, some of the present Company were 
therein chiefly interessed ; who being carefuU to haue 
the same accomplished, did send to the discouery of 
those Northeme parts a braue Gentleman, Captaine 
' Henry Cfhalhnsj with two of the Natiues of that Terri- 
tory, the one called Maneday, the other Assecomet. But his misfortunes 
did expose him to the power of certaine Strangers, enemies to his pro- 
ceedings, so that by them, his company were seized, the ships and goods 
confiscated, and that Voyage wholly ouerthrowne. 

This losse, and vnfortunate beginning, did much abate the rising courage 
of the first Aduenturers; but immediately vpon his departure, it pleased 
the noble Lord Chitfe lusHcet Sir lohn Popham knight, to send out an- 
other ship, wherein Captain Thomas Haman went Commander, and 
MarHne Prinne of Bristow Master, with all necessarie suppUes, for the 
seconding of Captaine ChoUlons and his people ; who arriuingat the place 
appointed, and not finding that Captaine there, after they had made some 
discouery, and found the Coasts, Hauens, and Harbors answerable to our 
desires, they returned. Vpon whose relation the Lord Chiefs Luticef and 
wee all waxed so confident of the businesse, that the yeere following euerie 
man of any worth, formerly interessed in it, was willing to ioyne in the 
charge for the sending ouer a competent number of people to lay the 
ground of a hopefull plantation. 

Hereupon Captaine PopJiam^ Captaine Rawley CrUhert, and others were 
sent away with two Ships, and an hundred Landmen, Ordnance, and other 
prouisions necessarie for their sustentation and defence ; vntill other sup* 
ply might bee sent In the meane while, before they could retume, it 
pleased God to take from vs this worthy member, the Lord Ohiefo lusUct, 
whose sudden death did so astonish the hearts of the most part of the 
Aduenturers, as some grew cold, and some did wholly abandon the busi- 
nesse. Tet Sir Francis Popham his sonne, certaine of his priuate friends, 
and other of ts, omitted not the next yeare (holding on our first resolution) 
to iojnie in sending forth a new supply, which was accordingly performed. 
But the Ships arriuing there, did not only bring yncomfortable newes 
of the death of the Lord Chirfe lustiee^ together with the death of Sir 
lohn Gilbert, the elder brother vnto Captaine Rawley GUbert, who at that 

time 
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lime wai Fresideot of that Couneell : But faund that the old Captame 
Fopham wad also dead ; who was the ooely man (indeed) that died there 
that Winter, wherein they iudured the greater extremities; for that, in 
the depth thereof, their lodgings and stores were burntj and thej thereby 
wondrouBly disrresaed* 

This calamitie and euill n^wea, together with the reiolution that Cap- 
taine Gilbert was forced to take for his owne return e, (in that hrc was to 
succeed his brother, in the inheritance of bia lands in Jinght'nd) made the 
whole company to resokie vpou nothing but their rtturne with the Ships ; 
and for that present to leaue the Countrey againej hauing in the time of 
their abode there (notwithstanding the coldnesse of the season^ and the 
small hcipe they had, built a prettie Barke of their owne, which serued 
them to good purpose^ as easing them in their returning. 

The arrtuall of these people heere in England^ was a wonderful! dis- 
couragement to all tlie first Vndertakcrs, in so much as there was no more 
speech of settling any other plantation in those parts for a long time after; 
only Sir Francis Fojtliam hauing the Ships and prouision^ which re- 
mained of the com[*any5 and supplying what was necessary for his purpose, 
sent diuers times (o the coasts for trade and fishing ; of whose losse or 
gaines bimselfe is best able to giue account* 

Our people abandoning the Plantation in this sort as you bane heard; 
the Fretiehmen immediately tooke the opportunitie to settle themselues 
within our limits ; which being heard of by thoBe of Plrginith that dis- 
creetly tooke to their consideration the inconueniences that might arise, 
by suffering them to harbour there, they dispatched Sir Samuel Argallf 
with commission to displace them, which hee performed with much dis- 
cretion, iudgement, Yalour^ and dexteritie. For hauing seized their I'orts^ 
which they had built at Mount Mmisell^ Saint Crob*^ and Fort EtaUi he 
carryed away their Ordnance; he also surprised their Shipj Cattle* and 
other prouisions, which hee transported to the Collonie in Virginia, to 
their great benefit. And hereby he hath made a way for the present hope- 
full Plantation to bee made in Noim-Scotia^ which we heare his Maiestie 
hath lately granted to Sir WtUiam Alexander Knight, one of his Maiesties 
most honourable Councell of the Ktngdome of Scot land ^ to bee held of 
the said Crowne^ and that not without some of our priuities, as by appro- 
bation fnder writing may and dotb appeare^ Whereby tt is manifest that 
wee are so far re from making a Monopoly of all those lands belonging to 
that coast (as bath beene scandalously by some obiected) T%at u^ wish 
thai man^ umdd imdertaAe the Uk$^ 
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Hough ym have graced 
the Labours of some i^as 
much admired for your 
courtede as they for theft 
indiscretion) who might 
haue beetle condemned Jhr 
presuming to importune 
you for their Patron ; yet 
it would seem a prophamxtion of ' greatnesie 
to place your name vpon the Frontispice of 
euery vulgar Papery but as no Worke hath 
more need of your countenance^ then the En- 
couraging of Colonies ; So it would appeare 
to me (I know not suspecting my own partialis 
ticy whither seduced by Desire^ or warranted by 
Reason) that there is no ground whereupon your 
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countenance may shine with a more publike ap- 
plause. This is the way (making the Oospell of 
lesus Christ knowne in vnknowne parts) hy sup- 
plying the necessities of many^ with a lawfull in- 
crease of necessary commerce, to procure glorie 
vnto Gody honour to your selfe, and benefit to the 
World; By this msanes, you that are borne to 
rule Nations, mmf bee the beginner of Nations, 
enlarging this Monarchic without bloud, and Tna- 
king a Conquest without wronging of others, 
whereof in regard of your youth any good begin- 
ning in this (like your vertue vpon which it doth 
depend) boding a speedie Progresse Time in your 
own time, doth promise a great perfection. The glo- 
ry of greatness (that it may haue a harmonic with 
goodnesse) consisting m^re in raysing then in rui- 
ning of others, it is a fai^re better course to pur- 
chase fame by the Plantation of a new World, 
nor as many Princes haue done by the desolation 
of this. And since your RoyaU Father during 
whose happie raigne, these seeds of Scepters haue 
beene first from hence sowne in America, by his 
gracious fauour farre aboue any merit of mine, 
hath emboldened mee the meanest of many thou- 
sands of his subiects to attempt so great an EtUer- 
prize, as to lay the foundation of a Worke that 
may so much import the good of that ancient 

King^ 
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Kingdom€y where so many of your Ancestors 
were buried^ and where your selues were borne. 
I haue both by reading what doth rest vpon Re- 
cord, and by conferring with sundry that haue 
beene imbarked in such a btcsinesse, beene curious 
to remarke the managing thereof that the ex- 
perience of times past might with the lesse dan- 
ger at the charges of others, improue them that 
are to practize at this present. And the fruits of 
my Labours I doe humbly offer heere vnto your 
Highnesse, hoping by the commendable endeuours, 
therein remembred (though it selfe be but a tri- 
uiall Treatise, not worthy your sight) to conci- 
Hate your good opinion towards them that are to 
aduenture in this kind. Amongst whom (if euer 
my fortunes haue any conformitie with my mind) 
I purpose to contribute as much as my weake obi- 
lities can be able to affbord for accomplishing 
this braue Designe, wherein my greatest Ambi- 
tion shall be that both this Age and the Posteri- 
tie may know how much I desire by some obseruor- 
ble effect to be remembred for being

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He fending forth of Colonies 
(feeming a nouelty) is efleem- 
ed now to bee a iuange thing, 
as not onelj being aboue the 
courage of common men, but 
altogether alienated from their 
knowledge, which is no won- 
der, fince that courfe though 
both ancient, and vfuall, hath 
beene by the intermiflion of fo 
many ages difcontinued, yea was unpoisible to be prac- 
tifed fo long as there was no vafl ground, howfoeuer 
men had beene willing, whereupon Jrlantations might 
haue beene made, yet there is none who will doubt but 
that the world in her infancy, and innocency, was firil peo- 
pled after this manner. 

The next generations fucceeding Shem planted in Asia, 
Chams in J^ricke, and laphets in Europe: Abraham and 
JLot were Captaines of Colonies, the Land then being as 
free as the Seas are now, fince they parted them in euery 
part where they pafled^ not taking notice of natiues with- 

B out 
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out Impediment. That memorable troope of lewes which 
Moses led from JEgi/pt to Canaan was a kind of Colonie 
though miraculoufly condu6led by God, who intended 
thereby to aduance Lis Church and to deftroy the rejefted 
Ethnikes. Salmanezer King oiAshur was remarked for the 
firft who did violate the naturall ingenuitie of this com- 
mendable kind of policy by too poUtike an intention ; for 
hauing tranfported the ten Tribes of Ifrojdy to the end that 
tranfplanting and difperfing them, hee might either wea- 
ken their ftrength, or aboUfli their memorie by incorpora- 
ting of them with his other Subje6ls ; he to preuent the 
dangers incident amongft remote vaffals did fend a Colo- 
nie to inhabite Samaria of a purpofe thereby to fecure his 
late and queflionable conqueu. 

Who can imagine by this induftrious courfe of Planta- 
tions, what an vnexpefted progreffe from a defpifed be- 
ginning hath beene fuddenly made to the height of great- 
neffe ! The Phcmicians quickly founded Sidon, and Tirus,. 
fo much renowned both by mcred, and humane writers, 
and a few Tirians builded Carthage, which had firft no 
more ground allowed her than could be compaffed by the 
extended dimenlions of a Bulls hide, which for acquiring 
of the more ground they diuided in as many fundrie parts 
as was po&ible, yet in end that Town became the Miftrefle 
of Afrtke, and the riuall of Rome: and Rome it felfe that 
great Ladie of the World, and terrour to all Nations, am- 
bitioufly clayming for her firft founders a few fcandali- 
zed fugitiues that fled from the mines of Troi/, did rife from 
fmall appearances to that exorbitancy of power, which 
at this day is remembred with admiration ; Though the 
walls of it at that time were very lowe when the one bro- 
ther did kill the other for jumpmg ouer them, either jea- 
loufie already preuayling aboue naturall afie6tion, or elfe 
vnaduifed anger conftru<9;ing that which might haue been 
cafually or carelefly done, in a finiftrous fen^ to the hate- 
full behauiour of infolency or fcome ; Their number then 
was not only very fmall, but they wanted women, with- 
out 
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out which they could not encreafe, nor fubfift, till they ra- 
uiihed the daughters of the Sabins^ by a violent match at 
firft, portending their future rapins, and what a furious 
ofT-fpring they were likely to engender. And when that 
haughty Citie beganne to fuffer the miferies which fhe had 
fo long beene accuftomed to infli6l vpon others^ the vene- 
rable Citie of Venice (keeping for fo many ages a fpotleffe 
reputation) was firft begunne by a few difcouraged per- 
fons, who fleeing from the furie of the barbarous l^ations 
that then encroached vpon Itdie, were diftraded with feare 
and (feeking for their fafety) did ftumble vpon a commo- 
dious dwelling. 

The GhrtBcians were the firft, at leaft of all the Grentiles, 
(who joyning learning with armes) did both doe, and 
write that which was worthie to be remembred ; and that 
fmall parcel of ground whofe greatnefie was then only va- 
lued by the vertue of the inhabitants, did plant Trapizonde 
in the Eaft, and many other Cities in Asia the lefie, the 

Erotedling of whofe Uberties was the firft caufe of warre 
etween tnem and the Persian Monarchs ; then befides all 
the adjacent Ues they planted Svracufa in Sidle, moft part 
of Italie, which made it to be called OrtBcia maior, and 
Marseills in France. O what a ftrange alteration ! that this 
part, which did flouriih thus, whileft it was pofiefled by 
vigorous fpirits, who were capable of great enterprifes, did 
fo many braue things (hould now (the feate of bafe feruile 
peoplejl become the moft abjedt and contemptible part of 
all the Territories belonging to the barbarous Ottomans, 
^hofe infolent laniffaries (as the Pretorian Guards did 
with their Emperours, and Mamalukes of Egt/pt mth their 
Soldans) prefume at this time to difpofe of the Begall 
power, vpbrayding the miferable follie of Chriftians, who 
oangeroimy embarqued in inteftine warres, though inui-- 
ted by an encountrmg occafion, negledb fo great, fo glo- 
rious, and fo eafie a conqueft. 

The Romanes commmg to command a well peopled 
World, had no vfe of Colonies, but only thereby to re- 
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ward fuch old deferuing Souldiere as (age and merit plea- 
ding an immunitie from any further conftrained trauell) 
Iiaabrauely exceeded the ordinary com^e of time appoin- 
ted foi: mihtary feruice^ which cuftome was vfed in Germa^ 
nie, France, Spaine, and Briltaine, and likewife that the 
TowncB eredea in this fort might feme for Citadels impo- 
fed vpon euery conquered Prouince, whereof fome doe 
flourilh at this day^ and of others nothing doth remaine 
but the very name onely, their mines being fo mined, that 
wee can liardly condefcend vpon what foUtary part to be- 
flowe the fame of their former being. 

I am loth by difputable opinions to dig vp the Tombes 
of them that more extenuated then the duft are buried in 
obliuion & will leauo tliefe difregarded reli6ts of greatnefie 
to continue as they are, the fcorne of pride, witne&ing the 
power of time. Neither will I after the common cuftome 
of the world, ouerualuing things paft difualue the prefent, 
but confidering ferioufly of that which is lately done in 
Ireland, doe finde a Plantation there inferiour to none that 
liath beene heretofore. The Babylonians hauing conque- 
red the Israelites did tranfplant them as expofed to mine 
in a remote Oountrey, fending others of their owne IsTa- 
tion (that they might be vtterly extirpated) to inhabite jSa- 
ria in their places. And oiu: King hath onely diuided the 
moft foditious families of the Irisn by difperfmg them in 
fundry parts within the Oountrey, not to extinguifli, but 
to dilsipato their power, who now neither haue, nor giue 
caufe of feare. Ihe Romanes did build fome Townes 
which they did plant with their owne people by all rigour 
to curbe the flatiues next adjacent thereunto, And our 
King hath incorporated fome of his beft Brittaines with 
the Irijh, planted in fundry places without power to op- 
preflb, but onely to ciuiUze them by their example. Thus 
Ireland which heretofore was fcarcely difcouered, and on- 
ly irritated by others, prouing to the English as the Lowe- 
Countries did to Spatne, a meanes whereby to waile their 
men, and their money, is now really conquered, becom- 
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ming a ftrength to the State^ and a glorie to his Majefties 
gouemment, who hath in the fetling thereof excelled all 
that was commended in any ancient Colonie. 

Afl all firft were encouraged to Plantations by the large- 
neffe of the conquefts that were propofed vnto them, fea- 
ring onely want of people, and not of land, fo in after ages 
when all knowne parts became peopled, they were quickly 
entangled with the other extremitie, grudging to be boun- 
ded within their profpedl, and jarring with their neigh- 
bours for fmall parcels of ground, a ftrife for limits limi- 
ting the hues of many who entring firft in controuerfie 
vpon a point of profit though with the loffe of ten times 
more, valuing their honour by the opinion of others be- 
hooued to proceed as engaged for the fafety of their repu- 
tation. Then richefle being acquired by induftrie, and glo- 
rie by employments, thefe two did beget auarice, and am- 
bition, which lodging in fome fubtile heads vpon a poli- 
tike confideration to vnite inteftine diuifions did transferre 
their fplene to forraine parts, not feeking to re6i;ifie the af- 
feiftions, but to bufie them abroad where leaft harme was 
feared, and moft benefit expeAed, fo that where they had 
firft in a peaceable fort fought for Lands onely wherewith 
to fumifli their necefsity, which conueniency, or fufficien- 
cy, did eafily accommodate, now ayming at greatnefie the 
defires of men growne infinite, made them ftrangers to 
contentment, and enemies to reft. 

Some Nations feeking to exchange for better feates, o- 
thers to command their neighbours, there was for many 
ages no fpeach but of wrongs and reuenges, conquefts and 
reuolts, razings and ruining of States, a continuall reuolu- 
tion determining the periods of Time by the miferies of 
mankind, and in regard of the populoufnefie of thefe ages 
dmingiheMonBTchiesof the Asstrians^ Persians, Gnecians, 
and RomaneSj the world could not haue fubfifted if it had 
not beene purged of turbulent humours by letting out the 
bloud of many thouiands, fo that warre was the vniueriall 
Chirurgeon of thefe difl;empered times : And thereafter 
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O what monftrous multitudes of people were flaine by 
huge deluges of barbarous armies that ouerflowed Italie, 
France and Spaine! and the Chriftians haue long beene 
fubje6l to the Uke calamities wanting a commoditie 
how they might (not wronging others) in a Chriftian 
manner employ the people that were more chargeable 
then neceffary at home, which was the caufe of much mif- 
chiefe among themfelues, till at that time when Spaine 
was ftriuing with France how to part Italie, as Italie had 
formerly done with Carthage how to part Spaine. Then 
it pleafed God hauing pitie of the Chriftians who for pur- 
pofes of finall importance did prodigally proftitute the 
lines of them whom hee had purchaied with fo pretious a 
ranfome, as it were for diuerting that violent kind of vani- 
tie, to difcouer a new world, which it would feeme in all 
reafon fliould haue tranlported them with defignes of 
more moment, whereby glory and profit with a guiltlefie 
labour was to bee attayned with lefie danger wnereunto 
they are as it were inuited, and prouoked with fo many e- 
minent aduantages' palpably expofed to any cleare judge- 
ment that I thinke (this obuious facilitie yilifying that 
which a further diflBculty might the more enaeare) the 
eafinefle of the prey hath blimted the appetite. 

When Chrijtopher Columbus had in vaine propounded 
this enterprife to diners Chriftian Princes, Ifabella of Co- 
JHle againft the. opinion of her husband (though fo much 
renowned for wit, yet not reaching this myftene) did firft 
fumiih him for a V oyage, as if it were fatall that that If a- 
tion fhould owe the greateft part of their greatneffe to the 
female Sexe, And if the Spaniards would fincerely, and 
gratefully haue beftowed the benefits whereby God did al- 
hire them to pofiefle this liand for the plantmg of it with 
Ghriftians endined to ciuilitie, and religion^ it nad at this 
day confidering the excellency of the foyle, for all the per- 
fe3;ions that nature could anoord ; beene the moft fingu- 
larly accompliihed place of the world, but it hath infortu- 
pately fallen out farre otherwife, that the treafures that are 
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drawne from thence (mynes to blow vp mindes and 
rockes to mine faith) doe prone the feed of diifention^ the 
finewes of the warre, and nnrcerie of all the troubles a- 
mongil Chriftians. 

The Spaniards that were fo happie as to chance firil yp- 
on this new World, were of all others (liauing but a vaft 
mountainous Coimtrey) in regard of then: fcarcity of peo- 
ple, moil ynfit for planting thereof, and could not but 
foone haue abandoned the ^me, if they had not fo quick- 
ly encountred with the rich Mynes of Mexico, New Spaine 
and Peru, which were once likely to haue beene loft for 
lacke of wood, till the way was inuented of refining Sil- 
uer by quickfiluer, which may bee eafdy done out of any 
oare that is free from Lead, and (all the Spaniards difday- 
ning worke as a feruile thing b^owe their abilities) their 
greateil trouble is the want of workmen : for the !(4atiue8 
that are extant, furuiuing many vexations, if they become 
ciuile out of an indulgency to libertie, and eafe, whereim- 
to all the Americans (liking better of a penurious life thus 
then to haue plenty with taking paines) are naturally encli- 
ned, that they may haue a fecure eafe warranted by an or- 
der, doe betake themfelues to Cloifters, fo that they haue 
no meanes to profecute thefe workes but by drawing yeer- 
ly a great numDer of Negroes from Angola, and other parts, 
whidi being but an vnnaturall merchandife, are bought at 
a deare rate, and maintayned with danger, for they once 
of late, as I haue heard from one that was there at that 
time defigned to murther their Mafters, by a plot which 
Ihould haue beene put in execution vpon a Grood-friday, 
when all being exercifed at their deuotion were leaft apt to 
apprehend fuch a wicked courfe, and it is alwaies feared 
that to reuenge what of nece&itie they muft fuffer, and to 
procure their libertie hating moft what they feele for the 
prefent, and hoping for better by a change, they will joyne 
with any flrong enemy that landing there dare attempt the 
conqueu of that Coimtrey. 

I will not here infifl in fetting downe the manner how 
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the Spaniards made themfelues Mailers of fo many rich 
and pleafant Countries, but doe leaue that to their owne 
Hiftories, though I confefie (like wifemen) they are very 
(paring to report the eftate of thefe parts, and doe barre all 
ftrangers from hauing accefie thereunto, wifliing to enjoy 
that which they loue in priuate, and not inconfiderately 
vanting by the vanitie of praifes to procure vnto them- 
felues the vexation that they might fuffer by the eamell 
purfuit of emulating riuals, but as they did brauely begin, 
and refolutely profecute their Difcoueries in America, fo 
hath it juftly recompenced their courage, prouing the 
ground of all that creatnefie which at this time (not with- 
out caufe) doth msuce them Tas able, or wiUing, to conauer 
others if not both) fo mucn fufpedied by euery jealous 
State. And Henri/ the Seuenth the Salomon of England 
had his judgement onely condemned for neglefting that 
good occafion which was firft offered vnto him by Co/wm- 
TmSj yet did he prefently feeke to repaire his errour by fen- 
ding forth SebaJHan Chabot a Venetian who did diicouer 
the He of Newfound^landy and this part of the Continent 
of America now intended to bee plaiited by his Majefties 
SubjedB vnder the name of New England^ and New Scot^ 
land, fo that the fruits of his happie raigne ftill growing to 
a greater perfection and now ripe to bee gathered by this 
age, as he made way by the marriage of his eldeft daugh- 
ter for vniting thefe two Nations at home, fo did hee the 
fame likewife by this difcouerie abroad, but the accom- 
plifhment of both was referued for his Majeftie now raign- 
mg, and no Prince in the world may more eafily effe6tuate 
fuch a purpofe fince his Dominions affoord abundance of 
braue men Angularly valued for able bodies and aCliue fpi- 
rits whereof the English haue already ffiuen good proofe 
of their fufficiency m forraine Plantations ; but before I 
proceed further in that which doth conceme them I mufi 
obferue what the French haue done in this kind. 

All fuch aduentrous defiffnes out of ignorance, or enuie 
(either contemned, or doubtfully cenfurecT) are neuer appro- 
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ued, nor imitated^ til they be juftified by the fuccefie & then 
manj.who had firfl been too diftruftfuJi falling in the other 
extremitie of an implicite confidence, to redeeme their 
former negle6ls, do precipitate themfelues in needlefle 
dangers. After that the Spaniards were knowne to pro- 
fper, and that it was conceiued by the Voyage of Chabot 
what a large vaftnefTe this new Continent was likely to 
proue, Francis the firft did fnmilh forth lohn J^errizzon a 
Florentine^ who did difcouer that part of America which 
was firft(and moft juftly) called NewFrancey^nd now Ter- 
ra Florida. And vpon his returne he affirming it to be (as it 
is indeed for all the excellencies of nature) one of the moll 

{>leafant parts of the world. This was the caufe that after a 
ong delay (during the fpace of two Princes whole raignes) 
fome new Difcoueries reuiuing the memory of this, in the 
yeere of God 1662. Charles the ninth (liauing a haughty 
mind, and being fo rauilhed with a defire of glorie, that he 
was fometimes tempted by finiftrous fuggeftions in fee- 
king after it to goe vpon wrong grounds) was quickly en- 
amoured with the eminency of fuch a fingular defigne, 
wherein hee did employ loan RibatU, who comming to 
Florida, was kindly recemed by the Natiues there, and ha- 
uing made choice of a place where to build a Fort, after 
hee tiad flayed a time giuing diredlion for fuch things as 
were neceflarie to be done, he left forty men therein when 
hee came away with one Oaptaine Albert to command 
them, who after that hee had with difficulty beene freed 
from the danger of famine, and of fire (vnfeafonably afie- 
&ing the dimfed aufleritie of the Ancients^ did for a 
Imafi offence hang one of his companie witn his owne 
hands, fo lofing both the dignitie of his place, and the 
hearts of his people at one time, whicn hee Ihould 
haue beene extremely ftudious to preferue, efteeming 
them as fellowes of Lis fufferings, and coheires of his 
hopes, at leafl the qualitie of the offence and necelsitie 
of nis death fhould haue beene made fo cleare, that as im- 
porting a common good, all (if not vrging it) Ihould at 
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leaft haue condifcended thereunto, but this errour of his 
was acquited in as rude a manner : for his companie put- 
ting him to death did make choice of another Captaine, 
and defpairing of a new fupplie though wanting skilfull 
workmen for fuch a purpofe (necefeitie iharpning their 
wits) they builded a Uttle Barque which they calfatted and 
tame fit for the Seas with the Gummes of trees which they 
found there in ftead of Pitch, and in place of Sayles tliey 
fumifhed her with fuch linnens as tney had vpon theu* 
beds, and being thus fet forth fcouragioufly ouercomming 
a number of admirable difficulties) did return to France 
after a defperate manner. 

The dangerleffe returne, and plaufible hopes of Mibatit, 
afsiiled by the ferious perfwafions of the Admirall, (the re- 
ceiued opinion of whofe not queftioned wifedome was 
enough to warrant any thing that had his approbation) did 
moue the French King to fend out a great number of men 
with a competent prouifion of all things requifite vnder 
the charge of Monneur Laudoniery who had a proft)erous 
Voyage, and a congratulated arriuall at the French Fort by 
the Sauages in Florida^ but immediately thereafter hee was 
extremely perplexed with the ynexpe6ted mutinies and fa- 
Aious o£(ers of fome whom he had carried with him, who 
had not gone thither intending what they pretended, out 
of a cleare refolution to inhabite that boimds, but did one- 
ly flee from fome inconueniencies that had vexed them at 
home, fuch men as hating labour they could not induflri- 
oufly feme by their endeauours in a mechanike trade, fo 
were they not capable of generous infpirations that pro- 
uoke magnanimitie, but habitually bred to vice were natu- 
rally enemies to vertue, which maae thirtie of them taking 
away a Barke that belonged to the Plantation betake them- 
felues to the Seas in hope (continuing as they had beene 
accuftomed in naughty courfes) to feize vpon a prize 
whereby they might incontinent bee made rich; and 
their defigne in fome meafure had the jproje6led iflue, but 
in place of raifing their fortunes (the Lord neuer Uefeing 
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them that abandon fuch a worthie worke, much leffe 
with a minde to doe mifchiefe) it proued in end a way 
to worke their confufion^ And Laudoniere being hap- 

{>ie to haue his companie pm'ged of fuch peftiferous fel- 
owes did carrie himfelfe brauely as became a commander, 
aduifodly enquiring concerning the Sauages, what their 
force was, what relation they had one to another, where 
they were friends or foes, how their pleafures were placed, 
and by what accounts they reckoned their gaines or lofles, 
fo that hee was alwaies ready as might Hand beft with the 
good of his affaires to afsift, or oppofe, to diuide, or agree 
any partie, thus by fhewing power purchafing authoritie, til 
he drew the ballance of all bufineffe to bee fwayed where 
hee would as being MaAer of the Countrey. Hereupon 
(the vmbragious afperfions of enuio fo darkening reafon 
that it could not difceme merite at leaft out of a depraued 
opinion with a derogatory cenfure cancelling all naturall 
ingenuitie, could not or would not acknowledge what was 
due thereunto) a report was fpread in France by feme that 
Laudoniere lined like a Prince difdayning the condition of 
a Subje6l, and the French out of a prepofterous policie fea- 
ring what they ihould haue wilhed that one of their owne 
Kation could be too great abroad, they fent backe Ribaut 
with a new commifsion to fucceed him in his charge, (iha- 
king thereby the firll foundation of a growing greatnefie) 
who feeking to fleale priuately vpon him to preuent aduer- 
tifements that hee might take hun at vnawares did hardly 
efcape to haue beene funke at his firft entrie. 

Immediatly after that Ribaut was admitted Gouemour 
(Laudoniere hauing ihewed himfelfe as dutifull to obey as 
he had beene skilfuU in commanding) intelligence was gi- 
uen them that fixe Spanish Ships were riding at an anchor 
not farre from thence, and he ambitioufly afpiring to grace 
his beginning with fome great matter, againft the aduice of 
all the reft) with an obilinate refolution would needs goe 
and purfue them taking the beil of the companie with 
him, and fo left the Fort weakley guarded, which madjB it 
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to proue an eafie prey for the Spaniards of whom the moft 
part leauing their Ships (a minde tranfported with hope 
not thinking of paine) did march thorow the woods 
whence no perill was expe6led, and in a maruellous ftormy 
nighty as if the very Ueauens (acceffarily culpahle) had 
confpired with the maUce of men for the working of mif- 
chief. When the Frenchmen (too much affeAing their owne 
eafo) had neglefted their watch, furprizing their Fort did 
put them all to the fword ; which extreme crueltie of theirs 
was brauely reuenged by one Captaine Gorgues a Gentle- 
man of BurdeauXy who out of a generous difpofition being 
fenfible of this publike injurie whereby all his Nation was 
interefted, as if it had only in particular imported the mine 
of his owne fortunes, went of purpofe to this part, and fe- 
cretly before his commingwas knowne contracting a great 
friendfhip with the Sauages who did hate the auftere coun- 
tenance, and rigorous gouemment of the Spaniards^ when 
it came to be comparea with the infinuating formes of the 
Frenchy he found the meanes by a ftratagem that he vfed to 
entrap the Spaniards^ by the death of them all expiating 
that which they had made his Countreymen formerly to 
fuffer, yet after the manner of many being more apt to ac- 
quire then to preferue (a6ling greater things when carried 
with the impetuofitie of a prefent fury then hee could 
confirme witn the conilant progrelfle of a well fetled refo- 
lution) he made no more vfe of his vidiorie, but returned 
back to France, flattermg himfelf with the hope of a trium- 
phall welcome, in place whereof by fome meanes made [at] 
Court he was proclaimed a BebeU, as a facrifice appointed 
to appeafe Spaine. This was the lafl thing that the French 
did in Fhriaa. 

The next forraine aduenture was likewife procured by 
the AdmiraU, a worthie man, who would gladly haue di- 
uerted the yindi6tiue difpofitions of his Countrymen from 
the bloudy ciuile warres wherewith they were then entan- 
gled, to profecute fome braue enterpnfe abroad whereby 
they might not be made guilty^ and yet haue glory. The 
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man that did oflFer himfelfe for Condu6lor of the Voyage 
was one VUlegagnan a Knight of Malta who then pret^ed 
to be of the reformed religion (as all doe who affeiS; to ap- 
peare what they are not indeed) making fliew of extraoroi- 
nary remorfe, and zeale, and that hee had a defire to retire 
himfelfe from the vanitie, corruption, and vexation of their 

Earts to fome remote place in America, where profefsing 
imfelfe fuch as he was, he might (free from all kind of im- 
pediments) begin a new life, and where he hoped to found 
fuch a Colony as ihould feme for a retreat to all thofe of the 
reformed Religion who (weary of the perfecutids at home) 
would goe where they might hue with fafety, and enjoy 
the Ubertie of their confcience, by this meanes hee got a 
great nmnber to accopany him, amongft whom was lonn de 
Lerie their Minifter, a learned man who wrote a difcourfe 
of all that paffed in this Voyage, and there were fundry 
others that came from the Towne of Geneua, fo that hauine 
a reafonable number and well prouided, hee embarqued 
and fayled towards BraJUe, making choice of a place fit for 
a Plantation, where they found (the foile excellent, the Na- 
tiues well inclined towards them, and a fuppUe comming 
in due time) all things fo concurring for their contentment 
that they might haue be^nne a neate worke happie and 
hopefull for tneir polleritie, if Vwagagnon had beene the 
man that he made them beleeue he was, but he apparantly 
nouer louing them of the Beligion in his heart had coun- 
terfeited to doe fo for a time, onely (anghng their affe- 
Sions) by this meanes to draw a fupply from them; for as 
foone as hee was fettled in his gouemment, that hee found 
himfelfe ftrong enough by Catholikes, and others of his 
friends, that he had with him to doe (as hee thought) what 
he would, ftraight remouing the maske that hypocrifie 
had put vpon him, he difcharged all exercife of the refor- 
med religion which no man with more feruency had pro- 
fefled then himfelfe, commanding all to conforme them- 
felues to the orders that he had fet downe, but (in place of 
feare which he purpofed to giue, receiuing but contempt) 
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this bafe kind of carriage did quite ouerthrowe his autho- 
rities and they making a partie amongil themfelues did 
remoue with their Minifter lohn de Lerie, which diuifion 
of their Colonie in two was the caufe that neither could 
fubfift^ fo that ViUagagnon abandoning that Countrey^ all 
after many feueraU defignes returned vnto France^ ha- 
uing found no impediment to fo good a purpofe but 
the pcruerfeneffe ot fuch mindes as they had carried with 
them. 

Monfieur De Larauerdier a very worthie Gentleman 
did of late enterprife the like courfe in the lame bounds^ 
and was croffed m the fame manner by the difference of 
Religion (difputations quickning them to contrauert who 
will not be conuerted) that diflrafted his companie with 
feuerall opinions^ yet at this time a long continuance ma- 
king that lefle ilrange amongfl the French then it was wont 
to be, the Gentleman did command with fuch judgement, 
and difcretion, that what euer priuate diflike was, it neuer 
burfted forth in any open infurrectipn. And for the fpace 
of foure or fiue yeeres being befriended by the Natmes, 
though continuaUy oppofed both by the Spaniards^ and by 
the Portagals, yet he alwaies preuayled, lining (as himfel^ 
told me} with more contentment then euer he had done in 
his time either before or fince ; hee could neuer difceme 
any Winter there by the effects, feeing no ftormy weather 
at all, and finding a continuall greenneffe to beautifie the 
fields, which did •. afibord fuch abundance, and variety of 
all things necefibxy for the maintaynance, that they were 
neuer in any danger of famine, but in end finding no more 
people comming from France, and fearing that time ihould 
weare away them that were with him ; then being flatte- 
red with the loue of his natiue fbyle, longing to fee his 
friends, and tempted by the hope of a prefent gaine, which 
HA he imagined might the better enable liim for fome fuch 
purpofe in an other part, he capitulated with the Spaniards 
to furreder the place hauing amir&ce giuen him for a great 
fumme of money which fhould haue beene deliucred in 
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Spainey but comming to receiue the fame (it being more 
eafie to pay debt by reuenginff a pretended injune then 
with money which fome would rather keepe then their 
Faith) he was caft in prifon, where hee remayned long, till 
at laft he was deUuered by the mediation of our Elings Am- 
baffadour, and came here where I fpake with him of pur- 
pofe to ffiue his Maiefiie thankee. I neare that for the pre- 
fent he is now at MocheH (with a hope to repaire his error) 
ready to embarque for fome fuch like enterprife. This is 
all that the Frenchmen haue done in the South parts of A-^ 
tnerica, and now I will make mention of their proceedings 
in thefe parts that are next vnto vs. 

Francis the firil of France^ a braue Prince, and natural- 
ly giuen to great things, after the Yojrage made by lohn 
Verrizan (Chabot hauing difcouered the Continent for 
Henry the feuenth) did fend forth lames Quartier one of 
Saint Mala, who by two feuerall Voyages did difcouer the 
Biuer of Cannada, and by his relation doth commend it 
exceedingly as being fertue in variety of Fifhes, and bor- 
dered with many pleafant meadowes, and (lately woods, 
hauing in fundry parts abundance of Vines growing wilde, 
chiefly in one He which he hath called by the name of the 
He of Orleans. This man neuer made any Plantation at 
all, but onely difcouered and traffiqued wiUi the Sauages, 
neither was there any further done hjMobencall, who did 
Hue one Winter at Gape Breton. 

The Marquefie De la Roche by a Oommifsion from 
Henry the fourth, intending a Voyage for Gannada^ hap- 
pened by the way vpon the He of SaUon (which is now 
comprehended with the Patent of New Scotland) and 
there (trufting to the ftrength of the place where there are 
no Sauages at all) landed Tome of his men till hee fhould 
haue found a conuenient place within the maine Land fit 
for habitation, promifing tnen to retume for them; but it 
was his fortune by reafon of contrary winds neuer to finde 
the inaine Land, being blowne backe to France with- 
out feeing of them, where he was in the time of the ciuile 
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warres (fuch is the vncertainty of worldly things produ- 
cing vnexpe6i;ed eflfe6ls) taken prifoner by the Duke of 
Mercceur, and fhortly after died, fo that his people whom 
hee had left at Sabton furnifhed but for a Ihort time had 
quickly fpent their prouifions, and tooke for their maintay- 
nance onely fuch things as the place it felfe did without 
labour freely affoord, which hatn a race of Kowes (as is 
thought) firft tranfported thither by the PortugaU that 
haue long continued there, and fundiy roots fit to be eaten, 
with abundance of Fiflies, Fowle and Venifon. And (ha- 
uing no meanes to liue but by fport) as for their apparell 
they clothed themfelues with tne skinnes of fuch crea- 
tures as they could kill by Land, or Sea, fo that lining 
there for the fpace of twelue yeeres when they were pre- 
fented to Henry the fourth who had hired a Fiflierman to 
bring them home, as I haue heard from them that did fee 
them at firft before the King, they were in very good 
health, and looked as well, as if they had lined all that time 
in France : But hauing beene abufed by the Fiflierman 
who (cunningly concesding that he had beene dire6led by 
the King) did bargaine with them to haue all their skinnes 
for tranfporting them home, which were of great value, 
fome of them being of black Foxes, which were fold at 
fiftie pounds fterling a piece, and aboue, for the recouerie 
thereof they intended a proceffe againft him before the 
Court of Parliament at Paris, wherein by the equitie of 
their caufe, or by the compafsion of the Judges, they pre- 
uayled, gayning by that meanes a ftocke wherewith to traf- 
fique in thefe parts againe. 

Monfieur De Monies procuring a Patent from Henry the 
fourth of Cannada from the 40. degree Eaftward compre- 
hending all the bounds that is now both within New Eng^ 
land and New Scotland (after that Queene Elizabeth had 
formerly giuen one thereof as belonging to this Crowne 
by C/uwots Difcouerie) did fet forth with a hundred per- 
fons fitted for a Plantation, carried in two fliips of Imall 
burthen, which parting from France on feuerall dayes did 
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appoint their meeting at the Port of CampfeaUy but the flup 
wherein Monfieur De Monies had placed himfelfe going 
firft^ and fearing the huge Mountaines of Ice that difibl- 
uingfrom the farre Northerne parts come alongft the coail 
of rfewfound-land during the Spring time, did take her 
courfe more to the Souths and arriued at Port De Muton 
a Bay now in the fore-land of New Scotland^ from whence 
one of the If atiues of the Countrey (either out of courte- 
fie^ or to gayne a reward) leaning his Wife and Children 
(as a pledge^ or elfe to be nourilhed with them) went to 
Camjifeau, and within a weeke brought them newes from 
their other Ship that had arriued there^ which comming 
to them, and Monfieur Chatnplein who had gone in a IhaU 
lop to difcouer the coaft being returned, they fayled toge- 
ther Weilwards to Cape Same, and from tnence !N'orth« 
wards to Bay Saint Maries, where towards the South fide 
thereof they found good meadowes and arable ground 
fit to be planted vpon, and towards the Iforth a mountai- 
nous and mineraU bounds, hauing difcouered one veine of 
metall that did hold Siluer, and two of Iron fi;one : After 
this, hauing feene Port JRoyall, they went to the Biuer cal- 
led by them Sante Croix, but more fit now to bee called 
Tweed, becaufe it doth diuide New England and New Scot^ 
land, bounding the one of them vpon the Eaft, and the o- 
ther vpon the Weft fide thereof, here they made choice of 
an Be that is within the middle of the fame where to win- 
ter, building houfes fufiicient to lodge their number; 
There, befides other forts of wood, they had ftore of Ce- 
dar trees, and found the ground very fertile as it did prone 
afterwards, bringing forth that whicn they did fow with an 
extraordinary encreafe, yet during the W inter time when 
they could not conueniently goe to the maine Land, they 
found it a very incommodious dwelling, fpecially for waiU 
of fre£h Springs ; And the foyle being of it felfe humid, and 
obnoxious to waters, they had not beene fo induftrious as 
to caft a ditch wherewith to drie the ground whereupon 
their houfes ftood, and in end finding that a Uttle He was 
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bat a kind of large prifon, thej refoloed to retume Yiito 
Port RoyaUj whereof I will giue a particular Defcription, 
becanfe it was the place of their refidence, as I intend it to 
be for the chiefe Cmonie of the Scottish Xation, grounding 
that which I am to deliuer ypon fack Difcourfes as the 
Frenchmen haue written, and ypon that which I bane 
heard reported by fundry others who bane feene the lame. 
The entry in Port jRo^iiZ is from the South fide of a great 
Bay, which doth make the South part of New Scotland al- 
mcrift an He, and hath the paflage at firft fo narrow, with a 
current fo violent, that Ships can hardly enter if they take 
not the Tide ri^ht^ and may eafily be commanded by any 
Ordnance that is planted on either fide, where there are 
parts fit for that purpofe ; As foone as they are within the 
Bay, it doth enlarge it feUe to the bredth of feuen or ei^t 
milesy and doth continue fo as if it were fquare for the like 
bounds in length ; There are within the lame two lies e- 
aery one of them extending it felfe about three miles in 
circuit, and both are well gamiflied with trees, and graffe; 
Diners Biuers and Brookes doe £dl within Uus lar;^ bo- 
fome on euery fide, of which the chiefe is one that doth 
come from tne South, being difcouered to be aboue fortie 
miles portatiue, and it hath all alongft on euery fide for the 
bounds of a mile, or halfe a mile at leaft, very fiure mea- 
dowes which are fnbjeA to bee ouerflowed at high tides, 
and there is Land fit to be laboured lying betweene them 
and the woods, which doe compafle all about with very 
fiure trees of fundry forts, as OaiKes, Aih, Playnes, Maple, 
Beech, Birch, Gypreffe, Pine and Firre; The great Biuer 
doth abound exoeedindy in Salmon and Smelts during 
their feaibn, and euery uttle Brooke in Trouts. One Lake 
within this Bay hath yeerely a great quantitie of Herrings, 
whidi by reafon of a ttn& way which they pafle are ea^e 
to be taken, and all the yeere oner they neuer want (hell- 
filh, fiidi as Lobfi^ Grabs, Cockles and Mnflels. The 
chiefa beafis that inhabite the Woods there;, are £21ans. 
Hart, Hind, and &llow Deere, with fiore of other wilde 
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beafts, fuch as Wolues, Beares, Foxes, and Otters, but the 
moil yfefull of all Is the Beauer, both for his fleih that is 
efteemed to be very delicate for eating, and for the skinne 
that is of good value ; as for wild foule, there is great varie- 
tie and ftore, of Partridges, Plouers, Woodcockes, Larkes, 
Wild Geefe, Wild Duckes, Heron and Crane, with many- 
other forts peculiar to that part of the World, and not 
knowne here. 

Vpon the Eaft fide of this Port the French did entrench 
themfelues, building fuch houfes as might feme to accom- 
modate their number, and a little from thence Monfiewr 
Champlein did cut a walke through the Woods, where 
they delighted to repaire in Summer to Ihroud themfelues 
from the heate, and the rather that they had a fweet Me- 
lodic which was made by the varietie of voyces, of finging 
Birds which without any afie^tation did affoord them na- 
turall Muficke. 

Some fixe miles further vp that fide of the Eiuer, they 
built a Bame, and laboured ground for Wheat, ouer againit 
which they made a Water-mill vpon a Eiuer, that doth 
fall in on the Wefi; fide, the Damme of it beeing there 
where the Herrings haunt mofi;, and they did likewife try 
fome ground neere by for Wheate, whereas their owne 
Writers make mention, they reaped aboue fortie for one, 
but what they did was rather trying the nature of the foile 
to fatisfie their curiofitie then to naue a quantitie fit for 
their maintenance, which they trufi;ed to bee fent vnto 
them by two Merchants firom the JRochell, and were that 
way well fumiflied fo long as they keeped their skinnes to 
giue them in exchange (but the Merchants either by 
fome priuate conueyances^ or by the comming in of fome 
Memmings to traffique, bemg difappointed by the Planters 
as foone as they mined their prefent Commoditie did like- 
wife firufixate them of the prouifions that they expe- 
6);ed. Whereupon Monfieur de Monies betaking hun- 
felfe to trade for Purres, Monfieur Poutrincourt refolued to 
profecute the Plantation at that place, and fent for his Son 
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Bitncourt to France^ to bargaine with fome that would 
fend them a fupplj, fuch as was requifite for eftablifhing of 
that Colon J. 

The firft that embraced his Propofitions were the le- 
fnites who as they haue ordinarly good wits which made 
them the rather capable of fo aduantagions a proied;, fo 
they were the more animated theremito (by vpbrayding 
the lazinefle of our Clergie) to fliew with what feruende 
they trauell to propagate the Gofpell in doing whereof 
(whither it be ambition or deuotion that prouokes them 
fparing no paines) they haue trauelled both to the Elaft and 
Weft Indies, and to that admired Kingdome of China; their 
Societie in France preuayling with all that had any inch- 
nation either to reugion, or to yertue did eafily gather a 
Toluntary contribution for the furthering of fo commen* 
dable a purpofe, thereafter they fent away two Fathers of 
their company with a new fupply of all things neceflarie 
to the Plantation at Port BayaU, but fliordy after their ar- 
riuall (their -predominant difpofition hardly yedding to 
any Superiour, fpecially if it be a Secular power} they be- 
ganne to oontnulift jPouirineauri, in the execution of 
tiiefe Decrees whidi had beenegiuen forth by him as Giuil 
Magiftrate of that place. Whereupon the Gentleman ex<» 
treamely difoontented^ and weane of contefting with 
them, hauing iaid that it was his part to rule them vpcm 
earth, and theirs onely to guide hun the way to Heanen, 
he returned back to France, leaning his Sonne Biencourtin 
his place, who being ayouth at that time of more courage 
then circumfpe&ncdTe, difdayning to be controlled by them 
iHiiom he had inuited thither, and fcoming their inmppor-^ 
table prefumption, and imperious kinde of carriage, yfing 
SfHTituall Armes for Temporall ends^ whofe fpleene had 
excommunicated and branded him with a Spirituall cen^ 
fure, hee threatned them by his Temporall power with a 
more palpable puniihment, fo that after mncn controuer- 
fie, relbluing to feparate Uiemfelues^ the two lefuites ta- 
king a part of the company with thraiy went firom thence 
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to a place in New Englandy called by them Mount Defert^ 
where they feated themfelues, and hauing a fupply from 
the Queene Mother, did plant fundry fruit trees of the 
mod deUcate kinds in France^ fuch as Apricockes, and Pea- 
ches neuer intending to remoue from tnence. 

At this time Sir SamtieU ArgaU, who hath beene Go- 
uemour of Virginia, coafting alongft New England, to traf- 
fique, difcouer, or to acquire things neceflary for the Sou- 
theme Colonic in thefe parts, where the Lands are reputed 
to be more fertile, and the Seas more frequented, did con- 
ceiue by a defcription made vnto him by the Sauages, that 
there were fome come from this part of the World to in- 
habit there, and being iealous of any thing that might de- 
rogate from the honour, or prooue preiudiciall to the bene- 
fit of his Nation, whereof their interell in this was eafie to 
be apprehended, hee went whereas hee was informed that 
they were, and his vnexpe^led arriuall, as it would feeme, 
not onely amazing the mindes of the French, but likewife 
preuenting their preparation, and refolution, he approched 
fo neere to aihip that lay before their Fort, that hee beato 
them all that were witnin, with Musket fliot, from ma- 
king any vfe of their Ordnance, and killed one of the two 
lefuites, who was giuing fire to a Peece ; hauing taken the 
fhip he landed and went before the Fort, fummoning them 
that were within to yeeld themfelues, who at the firfl 
made fome difficultie, asking a time to aiduife, but that be- 
ing refufed, they priuately abandoned the Fort, flealing out 
by fome back way into the Woods, where they flayed one 
nu^ht^ and the next day comming backe rendred them- 
felues, giuing vp the Patent they had from the French 
King to bee cancelled, hee yfed tnem courteoufly, as their 
owne Writers doe make mention, fuffering fuch as had a 
minde to goe for France, to feeke out fifhers fhips wherein 
they might bee tranfported, the reft that were wiUing to 

Se for rirginia, went thither alongft with him, no man 
uing loft his life, but onely that one lefuite who was kil- 
led whileft they made refifumce during the time of the 
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confliS;, thereafter Father Biard the other of the lefuites 
comming backe from Virginia, with Sir SamueU ArgaU, 
out of the indigeftable malice that he had conceiued againll 
Siencourt, did mforme him where he had planted himfelfe 
offering (as hee did^ to condu6); him thither. As foone as 
they were entred within the Port, neere the vppermoft of 
the Bands, Sir ^mueZ/dire^ing the Ship to ride at a reafo- 
nable diftance to attend occafions before the Fort, did land 
himfelfe with fortie of the beft of his men vpon a Medow, 
where immediatly they heard a Peece of Ordnance from 
the Fort, and he concerning fince it was ihot whilfl it could 
do no harme that it was done either but to giue terrour to 
them, or to wame fome that might happen to bee abroad. 
Did make the greater hafle towardes the Fort, where hee 
prefently entred, finding it abandoned without any men at 
all, left lor the defence thereof, hee went yp the Siuer fide 
five or fixe miles, where hee faw their bames and the 
ground where a great quantitie of Wheate had growne, 
which he carried with him to feme for Seed in Virginia, he 
few likewife their Corn Mill very conueniently placed, 
which together with the Barnes hee left fi;anding vntou- 
ched. As for the Fort it felfe he defiiroyed it downe to the 
ground, razing the French Armes, and leaning no monu- 
ment remayninKy that might witneffe their being there. 

After this JBiencourt who had beene fome where abroad 
trauelling through the Countrey, commins home defired 
to conferre with Sir SamueU ArgaU, who did meete with 
him apart from the Company ypon a Medow, and after 
they had expoftulated a ipace for what had palt contro- 
uerting concerning the French and English Title to thefe 
bounds, at lail JBiencourt offered (if hee might haue a prote- 
Aion) to depend vpon our King, and to draw the whole 
Furres of that Countrey to one Fort, where he would di- 
uide them with him, Ab likewife he would fhew him good 
Metalls, whereof hee gaue him pieces, but the other refri- 
fed to ioyne in any focietie witn him, protefting that his 
Commifiion was onely to difplant him, and that if hee 
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found him there, after that time hee would yfe him as an 
enemy, Biencaurt labouring eameflly to haue had the lefuit 
(aa he confeffed)with a purpofe to nang him. Whilft they 
were difcourfing together, one of the Sauages came fudU 
denly forth from the Woods, and licentiated to come neere, 
did after this manner earnefUy mediate a peace, wondrinff 
why they that feemed to bee of one Countrey fliould vfe 
others with fuch hollilitie, and that with fucn a forme of 
habit and gefture as made them both to laugh. 

After this Biencaurt remoouing from thence to fome o- 
ther part, Monfieur Champlein who had lined long here, did 
carrie a company with him from France, of fome fortie 
perfons or thereabouts y p the Eiuer of Canada, whom hee 

!>lanted on the North fiae thereof, with a purpofe to feme 
or a Fa<%orie, drawing all the Trade of that farre running 
Riuer (which a Plantation would haue difperfed in many 
parts) within the hands of a few whom he doth command 
otherwife if his defires had beene bended that way, hee 
might haue planted many people there ere now, the place 
is called Kebeck, where the French doe profper well, ha- 
uing Come by their owne labour, which may fumifli 
themfelues for food, and likewife for a ftocke to traffique 
with the Sauages, with fundry Fruits, Roots, Yine, Grapes 
and Turkic Wheate. Champlein hath difcouered the Siuer 
of Canada, from the Gulf vpwards aboue twelue hundred 
miles, finding in it fometimes fuch falles, as to fcape the 
fame, he muA carrie his Boate a little way by Land, and 
then hee did many times come to great liakes at the end 
whereof hee did alwayes find a Eiuer againe, and the laft 
Lake where hee came was a very huge one, indeed to bee 
three hundred miles in length, by the report of fome Sa- 
uages, who did affirme vnto him, that at the further end 
thereof they did find Salt-water, and that they had feene 
great Yeflels which made Champlein beleeue that a paflage 
might be there to the Bay of Cfalifomia, or to fome part of 
the South Sea, which would prooue an ineflimable benefit 
for the Inhabitants of thofe parts, opening a neere way to 
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China, which hath beene fo many fundry wayes with fo 

Soat charges fo long fought for, howfoeuer in regard of 
e feafon, and for want of neceffary prouilions, Champlein 
did retume backe at that time with a purpofe to goe againe 
another yeere, which if he hath done is not yet knowne, 
but this IS moll certaine, that the Sluer of Canada hath a 
long courfe and through many goodly Countreyes, fome 
of tnefe great Lakes by fending forth, or by receiuing great 
Eiuers, do affoord meanes of commerce as &rre as to fome 

Birts of Terra Florida, as may bee gathered by Chamvleins 
ifcouerie. And now hauing giuen a breuiarie of all that 
is done by the French in America, I will next report of that 
which hath beene done by fome others. 

I will not here make mention of the many and braue 
Voyages that at the Sea haue happily beene performed by 
the English, which fame by etemall records hath recom- 
mended to be applauded by the beft judgements of euery 
age, but I will only fhortly touch that which they haue at- 
tempted by way of Plantation, beginning with the iVetl^- 
^^mnaXana which was firfl difcouered, and doth lie neerefi 
to this Countrey. Sir Humphrey Grilbert hauing a commif- 
fion from Queene Flizabeih did take poflefeion of it in 
her name at Saint lohns Harbour, and thereafter purpofed 
to haue feene CafUida;hxit encountringwith fomevnexpe- 
fted crofles as hee was returning from thence, feeking to 
oondemne an opinion (maUce or enuie ordinarily taxing 
all afpiring fpints whofe vertue by way of refle^lion doth 
ypbraide the bafenefle of others) tnat had beene conceiued 
of him as wanting courage, he precipitated himfelfe ypon 
an other extremitie, not to feeme fearefrdl, prouing deipe- 
rate ; fmr in the time of a ftorme, out of a needlefie braue- 
rie, to Ihew a contempt of dang^, being in a little finaU 
Pinnace, and refrding to come to his beft Shippe that was 
of a large burden, hee was fuddenly fwallowed vp by the 
wanes neere to the He of Sablan, and his death did ouer- 
throwe creat hopes of a Plantation that by the generouf- 
nefle of his minae might juftly haue beene exposed from 
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him ; but lone before his time and euer fince the English 
had yfed to fifli vpon the Banke, and within the Bayes of 
Newfound Land, and the fweetneffe of the benefit arrifing 
from thence, did perfwade a companie compofed of Lon^ 
doners and Weft-country men to joyne together for fen- 
ding fome to inhabite there, where before nowfoeuer the 
Summer was large as bote as here, the Winter waa thought 
ynfufferable. 

The firft houfes for a habitation were built in Cupids 
Coue within the Bay of Conception, where people did dwell 
for fundry yeeres together, and fome well fatisfied both for 
pleafure, and profit, are dwelling there ftiU, finding Imall 
difference betweene the feafons of the yeere in that Cli- 
mate, and here. There is another Plantation be^unne 
at Harbour d Cfrace within the lame Bay by the Oitie of 
Brijioll, called Brijlols Hope, whereas by the fowing and 
reaping of fome Comes of fundry forts doth appeare what 
further may pofeibly be expected ; And within thefe three 
yeeres Mafter Secretary Caluert hath planted a companie 
at Ferriland, who both for building and making tnall of 
the ground haue done more than euer was performed be- 
fore by any in fo ihort a time, hauing abready there a brood 
of Horfes, Kowes, and other beaftial, and by the induftry of 
his people he is beginning to draw back yeerly fome bene- 
fit from thence already: which courfe howfoeuer at firft it 
proue good, or bad for his particular, is by example benefi- 
ciall for the pubUke. 

Laft, I heare that my Lord Yicount Falkland now Lord 
Deputie of Ireland, hatn this laft yeere fent a companie to 
inhabite at Renouze a place lying South-weft from JRsrri- 
land, where the foyle is efteemed to be the beft whereupon 
any hath fetled there as yet, and hee hath the fliorteft way, 
and beft opportunitie of any within his Majefties Domim- 
ons for tramporting of people and cattell to that part frx)m 
Ireland, which if his courfe oee rightly direAed, as all haue 
reafon to wifli, may promife him a ffood fuccefle. 

The firft Patentees for Newfound4and haue giuen mee 
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a grant of that part thereof which doth lie North- weft from 
the Bay of Placentia to the great Gulfe of Canada ouer- 
againft New Scotland, where I had made a Plantation ere 
now, if I had not beene diuerted by my defignes for New 
Scotland, but I piurpofe to doe it as foone as conueniently I 
may. The mofi part of the bounds whereupon any hath 
planted as yet in Newfound Land is foimd to be rookie and 
not fit to be manured : it may be thefe that made choice 
thereof Tneffleding the Land) had onely a regard to dwell 
commodioufly for making vfe of the Sea, the prefent pro- 
fits whereof doth recompence the loifo of that which 
might be expelled by the other, but there can be no hope 
of any confiiant dwelling where the people that inhabite 
doe not take a courfe to maintaine themfelues by their 
owne Comes, and pafture, as all there might doe, if they 
would refped their pofi;eritie more then the prefent time. 
Before 1 come to the Continent I muft remember the 
lies of the Bermudas, whofe Difcouerie and Plantation 
was procured by fo ftrange a meanes, for a Ship happening 
to perifli ypon their Com, her paisingers feekms the next 
Land for a refuge, they were compelled to doe tioat out of 
necefsitie whereunto in good reafon, both for honour and 
profit, they might more warrantably haue beene inuited ; 
Thus doth benefit flowe from lofle, fafety from mine, and 
the Plantation of a Land firom the defolation of a Shippe: 
they found at the firft ftore of Hogs, which in all appea- 
rance had their be^nning from fome fuch an accident as 
theirs was^ and the Fowles were there in abundance fo eafie 
to be taken that they could fcarcely be frighted away, thefe 
firft people by repairing of their Snip which was caft away 
ypon the Lsuid, or by building fome other .Yeffel out of 
her mines, coimning backe to England^ and reporting 
what was poft, fome joyned together in a compame after 
they had taken a Patent thereof from the King, and did 
fend people of purpofe to inhabite there, who tmfling too 
much to the goodnefle of the foyle, and negleAing their 
owne induftrie, or not goueming that well which was car- 
ried 
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ried with them, were reduced to a great diilrefle for want 
of yiS;uals, fo that, if they had not beene confined within 
an Band (more fenfible of a prefent fufiering then capable 
of fiitm-e hopes) they woula willingly haue retired from 
thence, but a great quantitie of Ambergreece hauing been 
found by one by chance, and fent backe in a Ship that was 
going for London^ their Merchants finding it to bee of a 
great value, were fo encouraged by fuch a fubfiantiall ar- 
gument, that they prefently difpatched away a new fupply 
of perfons and all prouifions neceflary, who arriuing there, 
ana hauing confidered what a gulfe of famine was likely 
to haue fallowed their fellowes, they improuing their 
judgement by the others ei^erience, by betaking them- 
felues to labour in time did preuent the Uke mconue- 
nience ; there is no land where man can line without la- 
bour, nor none fo barren whence induilrie cannot draw 
fome benefit. All Adams pofteritie were appointed to 
worke for their food, and none mult dreame of an abfolute 
eafe, which can no where fubfift pofitiuely, but onely com- 
paratiuely, according to the occafions more or lefle. 

This rlantation of the Bermudas^ a place not knowne 
when the King came to England^ hath profpered fo in a 
fhort time, that at this prefenty befides their ordinary (and 
too extraordinarily valued) commoditie of Tobacco, they 
haue growing there Oranges, Figs, and all kind of fruits 
that they pleafe to plant, and doe now intend to haue a Su- 
gar worke. Thefe lies being about twentie miles in bredth 
can onely be entred but by otie paflage, which is forti- 
fied and eafily commanded by Ordnance, fo that, haning 
no Sauages withm, and fearmg no forces without, it is 
efleemed to be impregnable ; and the number of the In^ 
habitants there, bemg neere tiiree thouland perfons, are fuf- 
ficient for the ground that they poflefle. Thig part may 
proue exceedingly fteadable to this State, if euer it happen 
to haue (as it hatn heretofore had) any defignes for feruice 
in thefe Seas. 

The firfl Plantation that euer the English intended a* 
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broad was in Virginia, which waB firft difcouered and na- 
med fo by Sir Waker Raleigh, who in the time of Queene 
Elizabeth did place fome perfons to inhabite there^ who 
not being fupplied in time, or out of ignorance, or lazi- 
nefle, not vfing the ordinary means (the vmal fault of all be- 
ginners) were brought by famine to a great extremity. And 
Sir Francis Drakes comming by chance that way did tranf- 
port them backe with him to JEngland, whileft at the lame 
time there was another companie furnifhed forth by Sir 
Walter Raleigh, who mifsing them whom they expe6led to 
haue found there, did remaine dill themfelues ; but what 
did become of them, if they did remoue to fome other 
part, perifh, difperfe, or incorporate with the Sauages (no 
monument of them remayning) is altogether mknowne. 
This noble worke hauing \o hard a beginning after a long 
difcontinuance was reuiued againe in the Kings time by a 
companie compofed of Noblemen, Gentlemen, and Mer- 
chants, who (joyning priuate piirfes with publike fupplies) 
did fend thither a fufficient Colonic, well mmiflied with aU 
things neceffary, who after their firfl comming had a conti- 
nuaU warre with the Natiues, till it was reconciled by a 
Marriage of their Kings fifter with one of the Colonic, 
who hauing come to England, as flicQ was returning backe, 
died, and was buried at Chrauefend. This euen amongfl 
thefe Sauages (libertie being i^ued aboue life) as they 
were induct to conteft in time, before that power whicn 
they fufpe6ied, could come to fuch a height, tnat it might 
haue a po&ibilitie of depreising them, fo was their malice 
with their feares, quickly calmed by the meanes of a mar- 
riage ; LawfuU sdlyances thus by admitting equalitie re- 
moue contempt, and giue a promifcuous off-fpring extin- 
guifhing the dUlinS;ion of perfons, which if that People 
become Chriftians, were in fome fort tolerable, for it is the 
onely courfe that vniting minds, free from jealoulies, can 
firft make firangers confide in a new friendmip, which by 
communicating their bloud with mutuall aflurance is left 
hereditary to their pofteritie. 

This 
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This longed for peace, though it bred a mesA content- 
ment for the time, was attended by wrappmg them that 
apprehended no farther danger (too common an inconue- 
nient) vp in the lazie remifleneffe of improuident fecnritie. 
For a number leaning the feate of the mayne Coionie, did 
difperfe themfelues to line apart, as if they had bin into a 
well inhabited Comitrey, which (as perchance) it had em- 
boldened the Sauages to imbrace the firil occafion of a 
quarrel], fo did it giue them' an eafie way for executing the 
mifchiefe that they intended, by killing two or three hun- 
dred perfons before they could aduertize one another, farre 
leffe, loyne to oppofe tnem in a company together, which 
courie might not onely then haue made them able to refift, 
but preuenting the otners refolution had kept them from 
being purfued : yet I heare of late, that they haue reuen- 
ged this iniury (though (as fome report^ not after a com- 
mendable manner) by killing their Kmg, with a great 
number of the chiefe of them whom they fufpected 
moft. 

This plantation of Virginia, if it had not beene crofled 
by the Incurfion of the Sauages abroad, and by the diuifion 
or their Owners at home, had attayned to a great perfe&i- , 
on ere now, hauing had Inhabitants from nence to the 
number of neere three thoufand perfons, and if fome of 
them who are there, being Lords of reafonable proporti- 
ons of ground, and hauing people of their owne, owing no- 
thing but due obedience to a Superiour Power, and the lea- 
ding of a life conforme to the Lawes, had no care but (ma- 
king their Lands to maintayne themfelues) how to build, 
plant, and pleniih in fuch fort as might beft eftablifh a for- 
tune for their Pofteritie, they might quickly make vp a 
new ISTation, but it is a great difcouragement vnto them 
who dwell there, that they mufl labour &e the Seruants of 
a Family purchafing their food and rayment from JEngland, 
in exchange of Tobacco, as they are oirected by their Ma- 
ilers, many whereof are ftrangers to the eftate of that 
bounds, and intending to fettle none of their Sace there, 

E3 haue 
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haue no care but how the belt benefit may prefently bee 
drawne backe from thence^ the number of voyces at their 
aflembUes preuayUng more then the foitndneffe of iudge^ 
ment^ otherwife -that Oountrey before this time for 
Wine, Oyle, Wheate, and other things necefiary for the 
life of man might haue equalled for the like quantitie a^ny 
bounds within JSurope, to which the foile of it felfe lac- 
king nothing but the like induftry is no way inferiour. 
And it is to be exceedingly wiftied by all his Maieflies fub- 
iefts that the Plantation of Virginia may profper well, 
which lying neereft to the part from whence danger might 
come, may prouo a Bulwance for the {afetie of all the reft. 

That wnich is now called New England was firft com- 
prehended within the Patent of Virginia, being the North- 
eaft part thereof, it was yndertaken in a Patent by a com- 
pany of Gentlemen in the Weft of England, one of whom 
was Sir lohn Popham then Lord Chiefe luftice, who fent 
the firft company that went of purpofe to inhabite there 
neer to Segadahock, but thofe that went thither, being pref- 
fed to that enterprize, as endangered by the Law, or by 
their owne necefiities (no enforced thing prouing plealant, 
difcontented perfons fuffering, while as they aS; can fel- 
dome haue good fuccefie, aiid neuer iatisfadtion) they after 
a Winter ftay dreaming to themfelues of new hopes at 
home returned backe with the firft occafion, and to luftifie 
the fuddennefle of their retume, they did coyne many ex- 
cufes, burdening the bounds where they had beene with 
all the afperfions that poflibly they could deuife, feeking 
by that meanes to difcourage all others, whofe prouident 
forwardnes importuning a good fucceffe, might make their 
bafe fluggiftmefle for abandoning the beginning of a good 
worke, to be the more condemned. 

About a foure yeeres fince, a fliippe going for Virginia, 
comming by chance to harbour in tne 8ou3i-weft part of 
New England, neere Cape Cod, the company whom fliee 
carried for Plantation, being weary of the 8ea, and enamo- 
red with the beautie of the bounds that firft ofiered it felfe 
vnto them gorgeoufly gamiflied with all wherewith 
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pregnant nature rauifliing the fight with varie^) can grace 
a fertile field, did refolue to fi;ay, and feated themfelues in 
that place which is now called New Ptimmouth, where 
they haue builded good honfes, and by their owne indufi^ry 
haue prouided themfelues in fuch fort as they are likely to 
fubfifi;> keeping a good correfpondencie with the Captaines 
of the Sauages, who haue done nothing hitherto that might 
offend them (and after tins') though they would dare at- 
tempt nothui^ to their premdice, who are now aboue two 
hundred perions, and doe increafe their number yeerely. 
They find both the Land and the Seas there abounding m 
all tnings needfuU for the vfe of man, and doe goueme 
themfelues after a very ciuill and prouident manner. 

Sir Ferdinando Gorge hath beene a chiefe man for the 
furtherance of all things that might tend to the aduance- 
ment of New England, hauing beene at great charges thefe 
many yeeres nafl; for the Difcouerie thereof, m doing 
which (a gooa intention bent for other ends, cafually 
bringing forth this effeA) the fifliing there (not fought for") 
was foimd, which doth prooue now fo profitable, as fortie 
or fiftie Sayle are imployed there from England yeerely, 
and all that haue gone thither, haue made aduantagious 
Voyages. 

Th^ h& yeere, he fent his Sonne Captaine Robert 
Gorge with a Colonic to be planted in MeffafaaU bonds, 
and as I heare out of a generous defire by his example to 
encourage others for the aduancement of fo braue an En- 
terprize he is refolued fhortly to goe himfelfe in perfon, and 
to Carrie with him a great numoer well fitted for fuch a 
purpofe, and many Koblemen in England, (whofe names 
and proportions as they were marfhalled by lot, may ap- 
peare ypon the Map) hauing interefled themfelues in that 
bounds, are to fend feuerall Colonies, who may quickly 
make this to exceed all the other Plantations. 

Hauing fundry times exactly weighed that which I haue 
alreadie deliuered, and beeing fo exceedingly enflamed to 
doe fome good in that kinde, that I would rather bewray 

the 
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the weaknefle of my power, then conceale the greatnefle 
of my defire, being much encouraged hereunto by Sir Fer^ 
dinando Gorge, and fome vthers of the vndertakers for New 
England, I ftiew them that my Countrimen would neuer 
aduenture in fuch an Enterpnze, vnleffe it were as there 
was a New France^ a New Spaine, and a New England, that 
they might likewife haue a New Scotland, and that for that 
eSe&, they might haue bounds with a correfpondencie in 
proportion (as others had) with the Countrey whereof it 
mould beare the name, which they might hold of their 
owne Crowne, and where they might bee gouerned by 
their owne Lawes; they wifely confidering that either 
Vtrainia, or New England, hath more boun£ then all his 
Maiefties fubie6ts are able to plant, and that this purpofe of 
mine by breeding a vertuous emulation amongfl yb, would 
tend much to the aduancement of fo braue a worke, did 
yeeld to my defire, defigning the bounds for mee in that 
part, which hath beene queftioned by the French, and lea- 
ning the limits thereof to bee appomted by his Maiefties 
ple^ure, which are exprefled in tne Pat€t granted vnto me, 
ynder his great Scale of hisKingdome of jSco^nJ, marching 
vpon the Weft towardes the Riuer of Saint Croix now 
jTu^ecrf (where the Frenchmen did defigne their firft Habita- 
tion) with New England, and on all other parts it is com- 
pafled by the great Ocean, and the great Riuer of Canada, 
10 that tnough fundry other preceding Patentes are ima- 
ginarily limited by tne degrees of the Heauen, I thinke 
that mine be the firft IN^ational Patent that euer was cleer- 
ly bounded within America by particular limits vpon the 
Earth. 

As foon as my Patent was paffed, refoluing to take pof- 
feffion of the Lands, that were granted vnto me, I proui- 
ded my felfe of a fliip at London, in the moneth of March, 
in Anno 1622, but that the bufineffe might beginne from 
that Kingdome, which it doth conceme, whereby fome of 
my Oountrimen might be perfwaded to goe, and others by 
conceiuing a good opinion thereof, to depend by expecta- 
tion 
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tion vpon the reports of fuch of tbeir acquaintance, as were 
to aduenture in that Voyage, Idiredled her to go about by S, 
Gfearges Channell, to Kircubrighty where fhe arriued in the 
end of May ; Some Grentlemen of that country, vpon whofe 
friendfhip I repofed mod, happening at that time to bee 
out of the Kingdome, I encountred with fundry vnexpe- 
6led difficulties : the prizes of yi6i;uals beeing within the 
fpace of three monethes, iince I had parted before from 
Scotland^ fuddenly tripled, and yet fo fcarce as I could hard- 
ly in haile bee well fumiihed, yet iince I was fo far aduan- 
ced, left I fhould loofe that which was done, if I did not the 
ref^ I yfed the beft diligence I could to prouide the fliippe 
with all things neceffary. Then the very people fpeciaUy 
Artizens, of whom I ftood in need, were at firft loth to im- 
barke for fo remote a part, as they unagined this to bee, 
fome fcarce beleeuing that there could be any fuch bounds 
at all, and no wonder, iince neuer any in that part had 
euer trauelled thither, and all nouelties beeing diftrufted, 
or difualued, few of good fort would goe, and ordinarie 
perfons were not capeable of fuch a purpofe. 

At laft, in the end of lune, they parted from thence to 
the He of Man^ and after fome flay tnere, in the beginning 
of Auguft, leaning the fight of his Maiefties Dominions, 
did betake themfelues to the Sea. Though by reafon of the 
latenefle of their fetting forth, they had the windes very 
contrarv about the middeft of September, they difcouered 
Saint Peters Hands, and were neere to Cape JBretton, but 
yet were beaten backe againe by a great ttorme to New^ 
jauncUland. And as they pafled by the Bay of Placentia, 
negledlinff the occafion to place themfelues m fome part of 
my bounds, there as they might haue done, they went in- 
to Saint Johns Harbour, where they concluded to flay that 
Winter, and fent the fhip home for a new fupply of fuch 
thuD^ as were needfuU. 

Thoiigh it miffht haue difcouraged mee much, that they 
had retired to ^ew-faund^nd, forefeeing that what they 
had with them might be wafted, and that it would bee as 
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chargeable and difficult to fumifli them forth from thence^ 
as if they were to goe of new from Scodand, yet rather 
then they fhould bee in dancer for want of prouifion^ ma- 
king me any way guiltie of their lofle^ that had aduentu- 
red their hues, trufting to my care, I fraughted a ifhippe of 
pnrpofe fumiihed with fuch things as were required 
m a ISoiSy which they fent home with their Meffenger. 
This fhippe was difpatched by mee from London in the 
end of March 1623, but fhee nappened to flay fo long at 
Plimmouthy firfl, vpon fome necefiary occafions, and lafl by 
contrary winds, it being the eight and twentieth of April, 
before fhee parted from thence, hauing no good windes 
at all, that they arriued not at Saint lohns Harbour, till the 
fift of lune. At their comming they found the company 
not fit for a Plantation which nad firfl by an vnexpefted 
caufe been deuided in two during the Winter, and in May 
fome doubting of a fupply, had engaged themfelues to 
ferue Fifhermen, by which meanes they gained their main- 
tenance, and fome meanes befide, fo that they could hard- 
ly be gathered together againe, and their Minifler and 
^mith (both for Spirituall and Temporall refpedls, the two 
mofl neceflary members) were both dead, fo that feeing no 
hope to plant themfelues in any good fafhion that yeere, 
ten of the principall perfons concluded to go alongfl with 
the fhip to New Scottandy to difcouer the Countrey, and to 
make choice of a fit place for a Habitation againfl the next 
yeere, confidering very well, that they comd not doe fo 
much good by flaying there with fo few a number, as they 
might doe at their retume, by reporting the truth to their 
friends^ of that which they had feene, whereby a new Co- 
lonic might be encouraged to fet forth well furnifhed, and 
inflrufted according to that which might bee learned by 
their experience. 

The three and twentieth of lune, they loofed from Saint 
Johns Harbour, and fayled towards Niu> Scodand, where 
for the fpaoe of fourteene dayes, they were by fogges and 
contrary wiads k^ backe from fpying Land till the eight 
of luly, that they faw the Wefl part of Cape Bretton, and 
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till the thirteenth day^ they fayled alongft the Coait^ till 
they ranne the length of Port ae Mutton^ where they dif- 
couered three very pleaiant Harbours^ and went aihore 
in one of them, whicn after the ihippeg name> they called 
Lukes Bay, where they found a great way yp a vefy plea- 
fant Riuer, being three fathom deep at a low water at the 
enlay thereof, & on eueiy fide of the fame they did fee very 
delicate Medowes, hauing Bofes white and red, growing 
thereon with a kind of wilde Lilly, which had a daintie 
fmel, the next day they refolued (coailing alotigft the land) 
to difcouer the next Harbour, which was but two leagues 
diflant from the other, where they found a more pleaiant 
Biuer then the firft, being foure fathome deepe at a low 
water with Medowes on both fides thereof, hauing Bofes 
and Lillies growing thereon as the other had, they found 
within this Biuer, a very fit place for a Plantation, both 
in regard that it was naturally apt to be fortified, and that 
all the ground betweene the two Biuers, was without 
wood, and very good fat Earth, hauing feuerall forts of 
beries growing thereon^ as Goofe-beries, Straw-beties^ 
Hind-beries, Basberies, and a kind of red Wine berie, as 
alfo fome forts of graine, as Peafe, fome Eares of Wheate, 
Barly and Bie growing there wilde ; the Peafe grow in a- 
bundance alongu the Uoafi;, very bigge and good to eate, 
but did tafi^e of the fitch : this Biuer is called Port loUy^ 
from whence they coafled alongft to Port Negroy beeing 
twelue leagues diftant, where all the way as they ikyled a- 
longft, they fpied a very pleafant Countrey, hauing grow- 
ing euery where fuch things as were obferued in the two 
Harbours where they had beene before. They found like- 
wife in euery Biuer abundance of Lobfters, Cockles, and o- 
ther fhel-fifnes, and alfo not onely in the Biters, but all the 
Coaft alongft^ numbers of feuerall forts of Wild-foule, as 
Wild-goofe, blacke Ducke, Woodcocke, Crane, Heron, 
Pidgeon^ and many other forts of Fowle which th^ knew 
not. They did kiU as they iayled alongft the Coan great 
ftore of Cod, with feuerall oth^r forts of great fifhes. 
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The Countrie is full of Woods not very thicke, and the 
moft part Oake, the reft are Firre, Spruce, Birch, with fome 
Sicamores, and Aflies, and many other forts of Wood 
which they had not feene before, Hauing difcouered this 
part of the Countrie, in regard of the Voyage their fhip was 
to make to the Straits with fiflies, they refolued to coafl a- 
longft from Lukes Bay to Port de MtUton, being foure 
leagues to the Eaft thereof, where they encountred with a 
Frenchman^ that in a very fhort time had made a great Voy- 
age, for though he had furniflied one fhip away with a great 
number of fimes, there were neere fo many readie as to load 
himfelfe & others. After they had taken a view of this Port, 
which to their iudgement they found no waies inferiour to 
the refl they had feene before, they refolued to retire backe 
to New-found-landy where their fhip was to receiue her loa- 
ding of fifhes. The 20 of luly they loofed from thence, and 
the feuen and twentieth thereof they arriued at Saint Johns 
Harbour, and from thence failed alongfl to the Bav of Con^ 
ception, where they left the fhip, and difpatched t^emfelues 
home in feuerall mips that belonged to the Well part of 
England. 

This IS no wonder, that the French beeing fo flightly 
planted, did take no deeper roote in America, for thej as 
onely defirous to know the nature and qualitie of the loile, 
and of things that were likely to grow there, did neuer 
feeke to haue them in fuch quantitie as was requifite for 
their maintenance, affedling more by making a needleffe 
oftentation, that the World fhould know they had beene 
there, then that they did continue fUU to inhabit there, like 
them, that were more in loue with glorie then with vertue : 
then being alwaies fubiedl to diuifions amongfl themfelues, 
it was impoisible that they could fubfifl, which proceeded 
fometime from emulation or enuie, and at other tmies from' 
the lazineffe of the difpofition of fome, who Hothing labor) 
could bee commanded by none, who would impofe more 

S^on them then was agreeable with the indifferencie of 
eir aiFe&ions and fuperficiall endeuours. 

The 
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The English were free from thefe mutinies^ and wanted 
not induibry enough^ but either out of a cuftome they haue 
to trauell more for the benefit that doth flow from graffe^ 
then by manuring of the ground for Come, or otherwife 
if they were forced fo to doe by their Owners at London^ 
who enforcing a fpeedie retume by their labour, would 
needs be trufted with fumifhing of them viSiuab, they ap- 
plying themfelues to Tobacco, and fuch things as mient 
import a prefent commoditie, neglecting the time mat 
might haue beene employed for building, planting and 
husbandrie, did hue but like hired Seruants, labouring for 
their Maflers, and not like Fathers prouiding for their Fa- 
mily and Pofteritie, which can neuer be auoided till the 
ground be inhabited by them, that being Owners thereof, 
will laruft it with their maintenance, and doe content them- 
felues with the delight of that which may giue glorie to 
them, and profit to their heires. 

The Plantations in America doe approch neerefl to the 

})uritie of thefe that (by an induflrious dilij^ence) in the in- 
ancie of the firft age did extend the multiplying generati- 
ons of Mankind, to people the then Defert Ear^ for here 
they may pofiefie tnemfelues without difpofieising of o- 
thers, the Land either wanting Inhabitants, or hauing none 
that doe appropriate to themfelues any peculiar ground, 
but (in a fb'a^ling company) nmne like beafls after beails, 
feekmg no foue, but oneiy after their prey. And where of 
old the Danes, Oaules, Goties, Hunnes, Vandals, Longo^ 
bards, and thereafter Sarazens, Turkes and Tartarians, did 
(with an inundation of people) encroach vpon thefe places 
of Europe, which were mou ciuill, and where the Gofpel 
was bed planted, out of an ambitious enuie to draw vnto 
themfelues the glory that any iN'ation had formerly gained, 
or out of an exorbitant auarice to fwallow vp tneir fub- 
flance, and to vfurpe (if they had power challenging right) 
any Lands that were better then their own, as the moll part 
did in Greece, Hunaary, Spaine, Italy, s^nd France. We nere 
goe to caufe preach the Goipel where it was neuer heard^ 
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and not to fubdue but to ciuillize the Sanages^ for their 
mine could giue to vs neither glory nor benefit^ fince in 
place of fame it would breed infamie^ and would defraud 
TS of many able bodies^ that hereafter (befides the Chrifti- 
an dutie in fauing their foules) by themfelues or by their 
Pofteritie may feme to many good vfes, when by our 
meanes they mall leame lawfull Trades, and induftries, the 
Authors whereof (though preuenting the like Superftition^ 
may acquire no leffe reuerence from them, nor in like cafe 
of old Saiume, Bacchus, Ceres, and Pallas, by teaching to 
plant Corne, Wine, and Oyle, did get from the credulous 
Ignorance of them with whom they communicated their 
knowledge. 

When I doe confider with myfelfe what things are ne- 
ceffarie for a Plantation, I cannot but be confident that my 
owne Oountreymen are as fit for fuch a purpofe as any men 
in the world, hauing daring mindes that vpon any pro- 
bable appearances doe defpife danger, and bodies able to 
indure as much as the height of their minds can vndertake, 
naturally louing to make vfe of their owne ground, and 
not trufting to traffique. . Then Scotland by reafon of her 
populoufn^e being conftrained to disburden her felfe 
(like the painfull Bees) did euery yeere fend forth fwarmes 
whereof great numbers did haunt Pole with the moft ex- 
treme kinde of drudgerie (if not dying vnder the burden) 
fcraping a few crummes together, till now of late that they 
were compelled, abandoning their ordinary calling, to be- 
take themfelues to the warres againfi the Mussians, Turks, or 
StvedenSfUA the Polonianswere plaafed to employ th€, others 
of the better fort being bred in France, in regard of the an- 
cient league, did finde the meanes to force out fome fjnall 
fortones there, till of late that the French though not alto- 
ffether violating, yet not raluing (as heretofore) that friend- 
fliip which was u> religioufly obfemed by their predecef- 
fours, and with fo much danger and loffe deferaea by ours, 
haue altered the eftate of we Guards, and doe derogate 
fr5 our former liberties, which this Ring now raigning, we 
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hope^ will reftore to the firft integritie. The necefsities of 
Ireland are neere fupplled, and that neat current which 
did tranfport fo many of our people is wome drie. The 
Lowe Countries haue fpent many of our men^ but haue en- 
riched few, and (though railing their flight with fuch bor- 
rowed feathers, till they were checked by a prefent danger) 
did too much vilipend thefe fauourable Springs by which 
their weaknefle was chiefly refreflied : But howfoeuer fome 
particular men might profper vnder a forraine Prince, all 
that aduenture fo, doe either perifh by the way, or if they 
attaine vnto any fortune, doe lofe the fame by fome colour 
that ftrict lawes vrged againfl a ftranger can eaiily aSbord, 
or elfe naturalizing themfelues where they are, they mufli 
difclaime their King and Countrey, to which by time (the 
obiect of their affe<%ions altered) being bound to haue a 
care of that part where there pofl/Critie mufl; hue, they tume 
euery way itrangers, which necefsitie impofed vpon them 
to take this coune, and inconueniences Kiltowinff thereup- 
on may be preuented by this new Plantation. And where 
the Scottish Merchants before had no trade but by tranfpor- 
ting Commodities that might haue beene imployea at 
home, and oftentimes monie, to bring backe W ine from 
France, and Pitch, Tarre, and Timber from the Eailer Seas, 
N^ow only by exporting of men, Come, and Cattle, they 
may within a little time be able to fumifli back in exchange 
thefe things before named. As likewife a great benefit 
of fiflies,Furres, Timber, and Metals, drawing forth our peo- 
ple to forreine Traffique, wherewith they neuer haue bin 
accuftomed before, and that to the great increafe of the 
Cufl^omes, helping hereby to enrich that ancient King- 
dome, which of all the reu hath onely loA by his Maiefl;ies 
greatnefle, being hereby not onely defrauded of his owne 
prefence, and of the comfort that nis countenance did con- 
tinually affoord, but likewife of many Commodities arifing 
to any Countrie where a Court is Befident, as the vniuer- 
fall pouertie thereof (hauing few rich vnleffe it bee fome 
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ludges and their Clerkes) by a common complaint doth 
too fenfibly teftifie. 

I haue neuer remembred any thin^ with more admirati- 
on then Americay confidering How it hath pleafed the Lord 
to locke it vp fo long amidfl the depths, concealing it from 
the curiofitie of the Ancients, that it might be difcouered in 
a fit time for their pofteritie, they were fo farre of old from 
apprehending it by any reach of reafon, that the moft lear- 
ned men (as they thought) by infallible grounds, in regard 
of the degrees of the Heauen, did hold that thefe Zones 
could not be inhabited, which now are knowne to include 
the moft pleafant parts in the World. This neuer came to 
the knowledge of any Hebrew, Greeke, or Boman, who 
had the moft able mindes to haue found out fuch a myfte- 

?: and howfoeuer fome would glofe vpon that Fable of 
latoes Atlantick Hand, I haue neuer obferued any thing a- 
mongft the Ancient Writers tending to fuch a purpofe, if 
it be not thefe Unes of Seneca the Tragedian, whereby hee 
might (if not with a prophetick, yet with a poetick rap- 
ture) deliuer that which he had a mind to maJsie the pofte- 
ritie expe6t, and was in poffibilitie to happen.

And it is a thing not yet comprehended by the courfe of 
naturall reafon, how thefe parts of the World came firft 
to be peopled : We muft grant (according to the grounds 
of Diuinitie) their people to be aefcended fromiVooA, and 
it is not long fince that (the Load ftx)ne being found out) the 
beft Saylers (fcoming as in former times to be only coafters) 
haue brought the Art of Nauigation to that perfeAion, that 
they durft refolutely aduenture to fearch the moft remote 
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parts in the Ocean, and if any had gone thither of purpofe 
to inhabite, they would haue carried with them the mod 
yfefull kindes of tame Cattle, fuch as Horfes, Cowes, and 
Sheepe, whereof neuer any was found in thefe parts, till 
they were tranfported thither of late yeeres ; but onely 
fucn wild beafls as of themfelues might haue wandred any 
where through vafl Forrefts, and Deferts : fo that I doe 
thinke there muft bee fome narrow paffage vpon the Eafl, 
towards Terra Aujtralis Incognita,not yet diicouered,from 
whence people by time might haue come Tcroffing the 
Straits of Magelane^ to inhabite Brajile, Chuey and Peru, 
or rather I fhould tninke that there were fome Continent, 
or iN'arrow Sea towardes the ^N'orth, about the Straits of 
AnieUf from whence the firft Inhabitants in America 
might haue come ; becaufe the wild beafls that are there 
are creatures moft peculiar to the North, fuch as Elkes, 
Bears, and Beauers, which are knowne to bee ordinary 
with iiheRttssianSy^ndi Tartarians; and I am the more con- 
firmed in this opinion, when I remember of the Mountains 
of Ice that come floting euery Spring alongft the Coafl of 
New-fouTuLLandy which (as it is lik^y) may diffolue from 
fome Sea that hath beene firozen during the Winter time, 
ouer which people, and wild beafls might haue commodi- 
tie to paffe ; but this is a matter that can hardh^ bee deter- 
mined by demonflration or reafon, therefore (all men for- 
ming that which they know not, according to the fquare 
of their owne conceits :) Wee mufl leaue uiis to the vnli,- 
mited libertie of the imagination of man. 

But the thing mofl wonderfull of all is this, though now 
it bee cleerely difcouered, that fo few are willing to make 
vfe thereof; This doth chiefly proceed from want of know- 
ledge, few being willing to aduenture ypon that where- 
with they are not acquainted by their owne experience, 
and yet thofe who haue not made triall themfelues, if they 
will trufl others, may bee abundantly fatisfied by the re- 
ports of a number, wno to Plant and Traffique doe yeerely 
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haunt thefe parts. If the true eflate of that which might 
bee done at this time by the ioyning of fome reafonable 
company together were rightly vnderftood, then fo many 
would not Hue at home as they do, lofing their time^ where 
they can make no benefit^ and burdenable to them to 
whom they are not vfefuU, rather admitted, then welcom- 
med, the one thinking that their feruice ihould deferue a 
reward, and the other that their maintenance is an vnne- 
ceflary charge, neither gaining, and both difcontented : 
then would not fo many aduenture their liues for the de- 
fence of ftrangers, whereby they fcarce can acquire that 
which doth defray their owne charges, and howweuer the 
hope of Honour may flatter a generous fpirit, there is no 
great appearance by this meanes to prouide for a Family, or 
for a Pofteritie. And if we rightly confider the benefit that 
may arife by this enterprife abroad, it is not onely able to 
afford a fufficient meanes for their maintenance, who can- 
not conueniently hue at home, by disburdening the 
Countrey of them, but it is able to enable them to deferue 
of their Countrey, by bringing vnto it both Honour and 
Profit. 

Where was euer Ambition baited with greater hopes 
then here, or where euer had Yertue fo hxse a field to 
reape the fruites of Glory, fince any man, who doth goe 
thither of good quaUtie, able at firil to tranfport a hundred 
perfons with him furnifhed with things neceffary, fhall 
naue as much Bounds as may ferue for a great Man, where- 
vpon hee may build a Towne of his owne, giuing it what 
forme or name hee will, and being the firft Founder of a 
new eflate, which a pleafing induflry may quickly bring 
to a perfe^ion, may leaue a faire inheritance to his pofle- 
ritie, who fhall claune vnto him as the Author of their 
Nobilitie there, rather then to any of his Anceflours that 
had preceded him, though neuer lb nobly borne elfwhere, 
and if the valleneffe of their hopes cannot bee bounded 
within their firfl limits, as foone as they haue flrengthned 
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themfelues for fuch a defigne, either by Sea or by Land^ (in 
regard of the large Countries next adiacent hereunto) there 
doth alwaies r6ll a faire poflibilitie of a further encreafe^ ei- 
ther for them^ or for their fucceffours ; and fo euery one of 
inferiour fort may expeS; proportionably according to his 
aduenture : The Merchants tnat are giuen to trade, where 
can they haue a fairer ground for gaine then here ; and that 
befides that which may bee expeded from fo fertile a Land 
by induftry or husbandry hereafter, in prefent commodi- 
ties, fuch as Cod fifhes and Herring in the Seas, Salmonds in 
the Riuers, Furres, Pype-ftaues,Pot-aflies,and all that may 
arife from the plentie of good Wood, Mineralls, and other 
things though not knowne to Grangers that onely coaft a- 
lon^ the Lands, that may bee difcouered hereafter by 
them that are to inhabite the Bounds. 

Here thofe that are fo difpofed, without making a Mo- 
naflicall retreate (free from a multitude of troubles) may 
inioy the pleafures of contemplation, being foUtary when 
they will, and yet accompanied when they pleafe, and that 
not with fuch company as (preffed by importunitie) they 
muft difcontentedly admit, but onely by them of whom 
they haue made choice, and whom they haue carried with 
them, with whom (as partners of their trauells) by mu- 
tuall difcourfes they may remember their former dangers, 
and communicate their prefent ioyes : heere are all forts of 
obiefts to fatisfie the varietie of defires. I might fpeake 
of the fport that may bee had by Hunting, Hawking, 
Fiihing, and Fowling, where all thefe creatures haue had 
fo long a time for mcreafe, without being deftroyed or 
frighted^ as likewife of the great contentment that muft 
come by daily difcoueries of new Fieldes and Biuers, with 
the diuerfitie of things not feene before that may happen 
to bee found in them : but I would rather haue all at nrft 
to thinke of the paines they muft indure, in bringing of fo 
notable a Worke to perfe6i;ion, iince no good thing can be 
had with eafe ; and all the fonnes of men are borne to la- 
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hour. But leauing thefe wordly reipe^ls, the ^eateft 
incouragement of all for any true Cnriftian is tms, that 
heere is a large way for aduancing the Gofpel of lefus 
Chrift, to whom Cfnurehes may bee builded in places 
where his Name was neuer knowne ; and if the Saints 
of Heauen reioyce at the conuerfion of a Sinner^ what 
exceeding ioy would it bee to them to fee many thou- 
fands of Sauage people (who doe now line Uke brute 
beafts) conuerted vnto God, and I wifh leauing thefe 
dreames of Honour and Profit, which doe intoxicate 
the braines, and impoyfon the minde with tranfitory 
pleafures) that this might bee our chiefe end to be- 
gin a new life, feruing God more fincerely then before, to 
whom we may draw more neere, by retyring our felues fur- 
ther from hence. 

As I would haue no man that hath a mind for this courfe, 
to abufe his iudgement, by trulling too much to the ferti- 
litie of the bounds where he is to goe, and too little to his 
owne prouidence, and induflrie, whereby he may be made 
to negleA the preparing himfelfe for this Voyage after 
fuch a manner as is requifite, So I altogether diflike 
them that poflefled with the prepofterous apprehenfions 
of feare (like the lazie man of whome ScUamon fpeaketh, 
that pretending difiiculties to preuent trauell, would fay 
there was a Lion in the way) will needs imagine the woru 
that is in poflibiUtie to happen : for fuch a man (too inge- 
nioufly fuotill in conied;unng danger) doth botn by pre- 
iudicated opinions difable himfelfe, and difcouragethem, 
who not bemg duely informed, are confirmed by the con- 
fidence of other yndertakers, that profeffe to haue know- 
ledge, there is no man at home where he was borne, fo free 
from the accidents of fortune who may not quicldy by a 

f)ublike, or by a priuate calamitie be brought in fome mea- 
ure to fuffer, and much rather fhould wee arme our felues 
with a high refolution againfl all inconueniences that can 
occurre in fuch a forraine enterprife (being circumfpeftly 
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prouident^ but not c5founded with a deie&ing fear) where 
the greatnefle of fo well grounded hopes for ts and for our 
PofbBritie fliould make vs (lioping for pleafure) to dilgefl 
any prefent pauie^ with a courage greater then can bee bra- 
ued by any apprehended trouble. And becaufe the Lord in 
fuch eminent Exploits doth commonly glorifie himfelfe 
by a few number, I wifh that all fuch whofe hearts doe mif- 
giue them portending any difafler (like them of CHdeans 
troupes that bowed downe like beafts to the water) fhould 
retire in time, ere the contagioufheffe of their infirmitie 
come to infeft them that are more foundly difpofed. There 
is no iuft caufe for a reafonable man to feare any worldly 
thing, but onely diigrace and want of neceffary maynte- 
nance : A man can hardly fall in the firfl here, fince an 
honourable intention what euer the fuccefle prooue muft 
acquire prayfe, and the other by ordinary meanes, is eafie to 
be auoyded, but I am fo farre from painting out a fuppo- 
fed facditie to fnare weake minds, that I would haue none 
(with whom it is not fit to communicate more then they be 
capeable) to imbarke in this bufines, but onely fuch as do 
refolue againft the worft, for I poflefle as Cato did, when he 
was to enter the Deferts of Arabia. 

"Neque enim mihifaUere qvenqtuifn 



EJl animusy tectoque metu perducere vulgtis. 
Hi mihi Jint comites, quos ipfa pericvla ducent, 
Qui me te/te, paii, vel qucB tri^sima, piUchrum, 
Romanumque putant ; ai qui fponfore faluMs 
Miles eget, capiturque ammcB diUcedine, vadai 
Ad Dominum meliare via.^ 

And lafl fliould not thefe memorable Exploits of late 
performed in the Eaft and Weft Indies by the Flemmings, 
enflame vs with a generous ardour to equall, or rather to 
exceede them, whofe penuritie of people (euen at home) 
muft bee fupplyed by the fuperfluitie of ours : They haue 
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not onely in the Eafl Indies by feuerall Habitations appro- 
priated large Territories to themfelues^ but likewife to the 
great preiudice of their Neighbours^ improouing their 
owne profit^ haue engrofled the generall Commerce by 
confequence depending thereupon. And if they feate 
themfelues (as it is likely they will doe) in BrastU, pro- 
uidently profecuting the good beginning that they haue 
TOtten by fparing people of their owne, or by mtere- 
fting Strangers whom they dare truft for founding of a fuf- 
Hcient Colonie, that being ilrong enough to defend and 
command the Inhabitants. (Securely exacting a due obe* 
dience) may enable them for greater matters; then con- 
fining with the very Springs whence the flreames flow that 
entertayne the power of their enemies (exhaufling their 
fubflance both by Sea and Land) they haue a maruellous 
faire occafion offered to aduance them felues by depref- 
fing of the oppofed partie whofe profperous and defired 
fucceffe (whilelt the adding to one doth derogate from 
another) if not emulated m time, will be enmed here- 
after. 

I know that many of my Nation if they had beene as 
willing as they are able had beene more fit then I am for 
this purpofe, but yet it hath oftentimes pleafed God to doe 
the greateft matters by the meaneft Inltruments. And as 
no one man could accomplifh fuch a Worke by his owne 
priuate fortunes, fo if it m^l pleafe his Maieftie (as he hath 
euer beene difpofed for the furthering of all good Works 
more for the benefit of his Subie6ls, then for his owne par- 
ticular) to giue his helpe accuftomed for matters of lefle 
moment hereunto, making it appeare to be a Worke of his 
own, that others of his fubie6ls may be induced to concurre 
in fuch a common caufe, no man could haue had my charge 
that with more affedion and finceritie ihould haue vfed his 
endeuours for difcharging of the fame, but I mufl truft to be 
fupplyed by fome publike helps, fuch as hath beene had in 
otner parts, for the like caufe whereunto,as I doubt not, but 
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many will be willing out of the nobleneffe of their dift>oli- 

tion, for the aduaneing of fo worthy a Worke, So I hope 

will fome others^ the rather out of tneir priuate refpe6l; to 

me^ who fliall continue as I haue heretofore done, both 

to doe and write in fo farre^ fo meane an abiUtie as 

mine may reach, what (I conceiue) may proue 

for the credit or benefit of my Nation, 

to whom I wifh all hap- 

pineffe. 
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GEntle Reader, 
It hath beene the policie vniverfaU, from the 
creation of the World t>nto this time^ of all civile 
Statesj the replenifhing of the World with Co- 
lonies of their owne fvhje&s. Adam and Eva 
did firjl heginne this plectfant worke to plant the 
Earth tofucceeding pq/leritie. iN'oah, and his familie began 
againe thefecond plantation. And the confufion of torques at 
Babel, made divifion of States jfcattering as manie Colonies of 
ver the face of the Earth after the Floods as there was diver/Uie 
of Languages : and their feeds as it JliU increcjedj hath JliU 
planted new Countries^ one after another; and fo the Worlde 
to that ejlate whereinto it is. 

That the planting of Countries^ and civilizing barbarous and 
inhumane Nations^ hath ever beene the worke of the greatejl 
Princes of the Earthy their ever-living avians hath teJHfied ; 
wherewith are filled both the records of divine Trueth^ and the 
monuments of humane flate; and whose heroicke a&ions {wee 
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mujl not thinke) hath beene vndertaken vpon trividll motives^ 
when as by that^ they did qfwett inlarge the limites of their Do- 
minions^ and enriche the revenues of their ejlates ; as bridle f edi- 
tion at home^ and fettle fecuritie againjl their enemies abroad. 

Thefe preceeding prai/e-worthie Fathers^ and their memorable 
offpring were diligent to plants that yet vnplanted to their af- 
ter Aivers ; wherein f lined thofe worthie Founders of the great 
Monarchies and their virtues: the Hebrues, the Lacedemoni- 
ans, Gothes, Grsecians^ Romanes, and the rejl from time to 
time in their feverall ages. 

But to leaue thefe remote times^ let vs take a view within thefe 
60. yeeres of the difcoverie^^ and plantations in America, by the 
Engliih, the French, the Spainard, the Portugale; by whofe 
indti/lriouspaines are made knowne vnto vs alreadie their^fo hudge 
tra&s^ kingdomeSj and territories^ peopled and vnpeopled^ as vpon 
the hither Jide for the f pace of 5000. leagues at the leajl^ and for 
3000. more on the backejide in the South Sea. 

Manie difcourfes of the difcoueries which hath beene there ef 

fe&ed within thefe few yeeres are made of worthie Perfonages; 

fuch as Columbus, Cortez, Pitzora, Soto, Magellanes, ahd 

manie others^ who to the wonder of all ages hathfuccqjffivelie^ 

conded one another in thofe partes. 

Whole Decads are filled with difcoveries there^ and volumes 
with their anions of plantation : T/iere wee fee the renowned 
Drake, and memorable Candifch twife about the round circum- 
ference of the whole Earth. Virginia to perpetrat the memorie 
of her honourable Knight S' Walter Balegh, Amadas, Arthur, 
Whyte, Grenuile, and Lane her firfi difcovererSj and worthie 
Oovemours in her plantations. S' lohn Haukins in his Guinea, 
lohn de Yerrazano a Florentine^ lohn Einault, Bene Lan- 
doniere, Dominique Gorgues in their Florida. The noble 
Oortez, and the other Spainards, and PortugaUs in their golden 
Mynes of the 15. Provinces of new Mexico, iN'ueua Gallicia, 
Nueua EUfpanna, Nueua Bifcaia^ Cibola, Qniyiyra, and to 
the Qulfe of California on the back fide o/* America. The fa- 
mous 
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matis Cabot^ Frobiflier^ Davis^ whofe memories JhaU never die in 
the Northrweft parts : and many innumerable moe Wdrthies, wham 
all afler^ages JhaU eternize for their vertues, whofe a&ions I leave to 
heejearched as they are regijlred in the monuments of their pratfe- 
worthie proceedings. 

The Jhining hrightnejfe of thefe (Gentle Reader) and fuch 
others, hathfo beamed a path way to aU pojleritie for imitation; as 
that the bafe/i minde that is, may bee induced to follow their fbot^ 
Jteppes. And for my fdfe, hauing from the Jource of that ever 
and over-flowing fountaine, that was JUU a running to aU, from 
our late Soveraigne of never-dying memorie King lAMES ob- 
tained a Patent of Gape Briton, which now, by his SoyaU di^ 
region is intituled Kew Galloway in America: I haue refolved to 
follow the troden way of thefe [others, whofe happie fuccejfe are Jo 
plainliejeene injuch honorable dejignes. 

And Jince I doe propone to my Jdfe the fame ends, which are 
fixft f^ ^ glorie of my great and mightie GOD; next die fervice 
of his M. my dread Soveraigne, and my native Countrie; and 
Iqft the particular weale, and vtUitie of myfdfe, and fach as JhaU 
be generovjlie dijpqfed adventurers with mee: Why JhaU it bee 
lawfdlfor others, and not for mee : and not as poJfMe and as com- 
modiousfor mee, as vnto others of my qualitie f 

The chief e (then) and the farthejl poynt that my intention 
JliaU Jeehe to arrive at; JhaU bee to remove that vnbeliefe, which 
is Jo grounded in the mindes of men, to dijcredite mojl noble and 
profitable endevoures with dijlrujt: and, firft, to Jhake off their 
colourable pretences of ignorance, and then, if they will not be 
perjwaded to make their fetfe-wiUes inexcufable; I JhaU make 
fnontfefc die worthinejfe of the caufe to the mindes of fuch as are 
dejirous to bee Jetded in a certaintie. As for my Jdfe, I doe 
giue trvjc to the relations ofjuch, whofe wifdomes (I know) are 
w>t Jo JhaUow, as eajilie bee decerned of others; nor conjciences 
fo wretched, as by pretences to deceive others; and having the 
perfonaU tryaU of Jo honourable andfuffcient reporters, our owne 
Countrie-men, this naked contemplation, and idle knowledge can

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not content mee : bttt knowing that the chief e commendation of 
vertue conjtfteth in atSion, I haue rejblved a pra^ije, and to trace 
the footfteppes of those heroicke fore-runnerej whqfe honourable 
actions JhaU ever live vpon Earth; whiles their Soules live in ghh- 
rie in the Heavens, and JhaU increafe heere, and multiplie; as their 
bodies in the grave JhaU putrifie. 

The inducements which hath incouraged mee to this enterprife, 
and to fpend my time, and heft abilities in thefe adventures, I 
JhaU heere Jette brieflie downe tvithoitt any irdargment of made 
wordes, but in Jingle f peach, as bejl befeeming a Jimpk meaning; 
Inireating thee (Courteous Reader) that thou would with an 
affeSwned mind conjider thefe my Jabjequent motives, where-- 
with I haue beene induced my felfe : ponder aright my endes: and 
then but weigh my vnUing and free Offers, which I doe make 
for the weale and furtherance of Jo worthie a Worke. Wee are 
not borne to our f elves: but to help eeush others, and our abilities 
and meanes are not much vrdihe at the firjl houre of our birth, 
and the Iqft minute of our death : and it is our deedes good or bad 
that aJU ofvs haue to carrie vs to Heaven or HeU after this life. 

While wee are therefore heere, let vs imitate the vertues, and gh^ 
ries of our Predeceffaurs, that heereafter worthUie wee may bee 
remembred as their Succeffburs,

MOTIVE I. 

S the chiefe and primarie end of mans ere- Thefirjt 
ation is the Worfliippe of GOD; fo fhaU*"^*^- 
the firfl, and fpeciall motive of my procee- 
ding be the advancement of his Glorie^ and 
that by the propagation of the Gofpell of 
lESVS CHBISTBmongSi an Heathen 
people^ where Chriilianitie hath not beene knowne^ nor 
the worfhippe of the true GOD. Where can bee fe- 
\e6ted a more excellent fubje6l^ than to caft downe the Al- 
tars of Devills^ and to raise vp the Altar of CHRIST: to 
forbidde the Sacrifice of men^ that they may offer vp 
the Sacrifices of contrite Spirites. 

Is it not a determined Trueth^ that the Gofpell of le- 
fu8 Chfijl fhould bee preached to all the Worlde (Heaven 
and EarthJhaUpaJfe away, but GODS Wordejhatt notpqffe 
away.^ And is it not as certaine a Conclufion amongft all 
the Divines, that thefe are the latter Dayeef, wherein we 
live, well knowne by the fignes that were to come before, 
fette downe by God himfelfe in his (acred Worde, and 
for the moft part alreadie manifefted f And hath not Gods 

B8 all- 
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all-feeing Providence begunne as firfl by difcoverie^ and 
next by plantation of fo hudge and fo wafte a traft, more 
commonlie, than properlie called the JJew Worlde ; vn- 
knowne but within this 60. yeeres, except by a glimpfe, 
to make appeare the progreffe of his divine Providence, 
how hee will haue the feede of his worke to be fowne a- 
mongft them ; Then doth it not belonge vnto vs to pro- 
fecute his worke ; and as by merchandizing and trade wee 
buy at them the pearles of the Earth ; wee ought to com- 
municate vnto them the pearles of Heaven. 

The time hath never beene fo apparent as now, vnder 
our moft gratious and Soveraigne Lord, King CHARLES^ 
whofe generous and gratious goodwill by encouragement 
to the fame, hath manifefled the lame fince hee receaved 
the Crowne, to bee the felefted inftrument to atchieue it. 

Then fliould not that Heroicke, and illuftrious difpo- 
fition in Him, whom wee fee fo prompt to bee ftiU in a- 
6lion, both incite, and invite to fo noble delignes all fuch 
as would fhunne the imputation of idlenefle to imitate 
His foot-fleppes. 

Is it vnlawfull for vs to come to them ? "So ; it is the 
duetie of Chrifiianitie in vs, to behold the imprinted foot- 
fteppes of GODS glorie in everie Eegion vnder Heaven ; 
and to them, againft the Law of iN^ations, to violate a peace- 
able Stranger, or to deny vs harbour. 

Is it vnlawfull for vs to trade with them ? ISo, vnlefle 
Salomon fliould bee condemned of fending for Golde to 
Ophir; Abraham for making a league with Abimdech; and 
all Chriflendome for having commerce with Turkes, and 
mifcreants. 

l^or neither is it vnlawfull that wee poflefle part of 
their Lands, and dwell with them, and defend our felves 
from them, becaufe there is no other moderate, and mixt 
courfe, to bring them to converfion, but by daylie con- 
ver&tion, where wee may fee the Life^ and leame the Lan- 
guages 
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gaages each of others : and becaufe there is rowme fuf- 
ficient in the Land^ (as Sichem laid) for them^ and vs ; the 
extent of an 100. myles beeing fcarce peopled with 600 
inhabitants : and chieflie becaufe (as Pharaoh gaue Gq/heUy 
to Ifrad, ere Ephron fold his caue to Abraham) they have 
folde to our people their Lands for copper (which they 
more efleme of^ than money) to inherite and inhabite : as 
Pafpehay and Powhatan^ two [of] there greatefl Kinges to 
thefe our Colonies in Virginia; and chieflie (as it is writ- 
ten by Captaine lohn Smith, a worthie a6);our in the bufi- 
nefle) when Captaine Newport was defired by Powhatan 
at Worowacomaco, to come from lames towne in Virginia, 
where hee was^ as a place vnwholefome^ and to take 
pofleifion of another whole Kingdome^ which hee gave 
vnto him. 

If any fcrupulous confcience will impute, that yet wee 
can poffefle no further limites^ than was alloted by com- 
pofition, and that fortitude without juftice, is but the 
firebrand of iniquitie. Let him know that Plato defineth 
it to bee no iujuftice, to take a fword out of the hand of 
a madde man. And Saint Augti/Hne hath allowed, for a 
lawfull ofifenfiue warre that revengeth injuries, and where- 
in the whole Divines in Europe, although contraverting 
farre in other things, yet in this they all agree, that it is 
lawfull. That the Church of Borne allowe it. The Spa-- 
niard, and Portugalles large and ample territories and king- 
domes in the 15. Provinces of Mexico, Nueua Hifpanna, 
Nueua GaUicia, &c. beare witnefle. And for the Church 
of England, their Bermudas, Virginian and New England 
conquefle and colonies affirme it. And the Church of Ctene- 
va in the yeere 1555. determined in a Synode (where 
Calvin was prefident) to send Peter Bochier, and William 
Quadrigarius, vnder a French Captaine to Brajilia, althogh 
they were fupplanted by the Cardinall of Loraine, and 
the treacherie of their fijfe Captaine. 

When 
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When therefore it is fo fweete a fmelling Sacrifice to 
propagate the name of le/us Chrijl : if wee haue any graine 
of faith or zeale in Beligion^ let ys feeke to convert thefe 
poore Savages to knowe Chri/l, and humanitie. Let Be- 
ligion bee the firfl aime of our hopes^ and other thinges 
fliall bee call vnto vs. Our Names fliaU bee regiftred to 
pofteritie with a glorious Title ; Thefe are the men whom 
GOD hath raifed to augment the ftate of their Coun- 
trie, and to propagate the Gofpell of lefus Chri/l. 

The fame GOD that hath ordained three Kingdomes 
vnder the Scepter of our gratious King CHARLES, 
will not bee wanting to adde a fourth^ if wee would dif- 
folve that froftie ycienefle which chilleth our zeale, and 
maketh vs cold in the a6iion. 



MOTIVE II. 

The/eeond A ND next to the Worlhippe of my GOD, is the 
*'**^*^' JLjL fervice of my Prince, and native Countrie : which 
is the fecond end that I haue propounded vnto my felfe, 
by inlarging thefe Dominions whereof I am a Subjed : 
a duetie mofle proper to all the true and loyall Lieges, 
whenfoever by fo lawfuU and eafie meanes it may bee at- 
chieved. 

What is fo trueUe futable with honour and honeftie, 
as to gaine to our native Mother-Countrie a Elingdome 
to attend her ? Wherein can the talle of true vertue, and 
magnanimitie bee more fweete and pleaiant than in plan- 
ting, and building a foundation for thy pofteritie ; gotte 
from the rude earth by Gods bleifing, and thine owne in- 
duftrie, without prejudice to any i What more condu- 
cing 
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dng to that myfticall bodie politicke, whereof thou art a 
member^ than for to finde implojment for thofe that are 
idle^ becaufe they knowe not what to doe? Pofteritie 
ihall remember thee for it^ and remembring^ ever ho- 
nour that remembrance with praife. 

Confider what was the beginninges^ and endinges of the 
Monarchies of the Chaldeans, the Perjians, the GfrtBcians 
and the Romans, but this one rule : what was it they would 
not doe for the CommoU'^wealth or there mother Citie ? for 
example : Rome, what made her fuch a Monarchefle^ but on- 
ly the adventures of her youthe« not in ryots at home^ 
but in dangers abroad ? and their juftice^ and judgment^ 
out of their own experience when they grewe aged. What 
was their mine and hurt^ but this : their exceffe of idlenefle, 
want of experience^ hypocriticall feeming goodnefle^ & 
growing onlie formall Temporifts ; fo that what their Pre- 
deceffours gotte in many yeeres^ they loft in few dayes : 
thefe by their paines and laboures became Lordes of the 
"Worlde, they by their eafe and vyces became flaves to 
their fervants. 

Then^ who would live at home idle (or think in him 
felfe any worth to live) onUe to eate^ drinke^ and fleepe, 
and fo to die? or by confuming that careleflie^ which 
their predeceflburs hath got worthilie? or by yfing that 
miferablie^ that maintained vertue honeftlie ? or^ for bee- 
ing defcended noblie^ pyne with the vaine vaunt of Kin- 
red in penurie ? or (to maintaine a fiUie ihow of braverie) 
toyle out the hearty foule^ and time bafelie^ by fluftes, 
trickes, cardes^ or dyce ? or by relating newes of others 
actions, fharke heere or there for a Dinner or Supper? 
deceiving his friends by faire promifes and diflimulation, 
in borrowing where hee never intendeth to pay ? offen- 
ding the LaweSy furfeting with exceffe, burthening his 
Countrie, abuiing himfelfe, defpairing in want, and then 
eoufening his kinred? although it is feene what honoures 

the 
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the World hath yet^ and what affluence of all things ; for 
fuch as will feeke^ and worthilie deferue them. Heere 
were courfes for G^ntle-men^ (and fuch as would hee fo 
reputed) more futing their qualities^ than hegging from 
their Princes generous difpofition the labours of his other 
fubje(9;s. 

It woulde bee a Hiftorie of a large volume to recite the 
adventures of the Spaniards and PartugaUes, their conftant 
refolutions^ with fuch incomparable honour^ fo farre be- 
yond beliefe in their difcoveries^ and plantations^ as may 
well condemne vs of too much imbeciUitie^ floth^ and ne- 
gligence. And yet the authours of thefe new inventions 
were helde as ridiculous at that time : as now are others 
that doe but feeke to imitate their vnparalelled vertues. 

And though wee fee daylie their mountaines of wealth 
(fprung from the plants of their generous indevoures) 
yet is our incredulitie^ and vntowardnefle fuch, and fo 
great, that either ignorantlie wee beleeve nothing; or 
fo curiouflie conteft, to prevent wee know not what fu- 
ture events; that fo wee either negleA, or opprefle, or 
difcourage both our felves, and others, that might both 
as eafilie and would as wiUinglie attempt and embrace the 
like. 

Who feeth not, what is the greatefl good of the Spani^ 
an^ but thefe newe conclufions, in fearching thefe vn- 
knowne partes of this vnknowne Worlde: by which 
meanes hee diveth even into the verie fecreetes of all his 
iN'eighboures, and the moft part of the Worlde. 

And when the Partugattes and t^Htniards had found the 
Baft and Weft Indies, how manie did condemne them- 
felves that did not accept of that honeft offer of noble 
Columbus, who vpon the neglefl of England, to whom it 
was firft oflfered; brought them to it: perfwading them- 
(elves the Worlde had no fuch places, as they had found: 
and yet ever finoe wee finde, they iUll hane found newe 

Lands 
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Lands, newe I^ations, new trades, and ftill daylie doe 
finde, both in Afia^ Africa^ Terra incognita^ and America : 
fo that their is neither Souldiour, nor Mechanicke from 
the Lord, to the begger, but thefe parts affoord them all 
employment, and difcharge their native Soyle of fo ma- 
nie thoufands of all forts, that elfe by their floath, pryde 
and imperfections, woulde longe ere this haue troubled 
their neighboures, or haue eaten the pryde of Spaine it 
felfe. 

And feeing farther, for all they have, they ceafe not 
ilill to fearch for that, which yet they neither haue, nor 
knowe not : it is ftrange that wee ihoulde bee fo dull, as 
not maintaine that which wee haue, and purfue that 
which wee knowe. 

I am fure that manie would take it in an evill part to be 
abridged of the titles and honours of their predeceffours : 
when if but truelie they would judge themfelves : looke 
howe' inferiour they are to their noble vertues, fo much 
they are vnworthie of their honours, and Uvings : which 
never were ordained for fhowes and fhadowes, to main- 
taine idlenefle and floath^ but to make them more able 
to abound in honour by heroicall deedes of a6tion, judge- 
ment, pietie and vertue. 

What was it they would not doe both in purfe and per- 
fon for the good of the Common-weale t and may not this 
bee a motive for vs to fet out fuch as may bee fpared of 
our kindred in fuch generous defignes. Beligion aboue 
all things fhould move (efpeciallie the Cleargie) if wee 
were religious, to fliowe our faith by our workes, in con- 
verting thefe poore lavages to the knowledge of GOD. 
Honour might move the Gentrie, valiant and induftrious ; 
the hope and affurance of wealth, all : if wee were fuch, 
as wee would feeme, and defire to bee accompted. 

Or bee wee fo &rre inferiour to other I^ations^ or our 
Spirites fo &rre deje&ed from our ancient Predeceffoures 

2 or 
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or our minds fo vpon fpoyle^ pyracie^ or other villanie^ ad 
to ferve the Portugese, Spaniard, Dutch, French, or Turk, 
(as to the great hurte of Europe too manie doe) rather 
than our GOD^ our King, our Countrie^ and our felves ? 
excufing our idlenefle^ and our bafe complaints by want 
of imployment ? when heere is fuch choyce of all fortes^ 
and for all degrees in this plantation. 

So let thefe anfwere fuch queilionlefle queftions, that 
keepe vs backe from imitating the worthineife of their 
brave fpirits, that advanced themfelves from poore Soul- 
diers^ to great Captaines^ their poileritie to great Lords^ 
their King to bee one of the greateft Potentates on Earthy 
and the firuits of their labours^ his greateft glorie^ power^ 
riches and renowne. 



MOTIVE m. 

Th» third A ND as I haue fpoken of two principal! caufes that 
motive. J^^ hath induced me ; The third of my ends may hap- 
piUe bee no leffe forcible to encourage all fuch, whofe e- 
ducation, fpirits and judgments, wants but onlie the purfe 
to profecute the lame with mee, and that is the private 
and particulare gaine, that may bee got by fo lawfull and 
eaile meanes : whereof it is more than admirable, that fuch 
fhould either bee fo wilfullie ignorant, or fo negligently 
careleffe as not to be moved to imbrace, and fpedallie, 
fuch imployment as may fearch out commodities, to live 
happiUe, plentifullie, and at eafe. 

Ought not everie man to regard, afwell to inlarge his 
p&trimonie, as that hee bee not chargeable to others, fo 

&rre 
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farre as hee may by his vertue and induftrie^ in a lawfull 
and honeft manner attaine vnto. Is not a lawfull fearch 
for fuch commodities, to bee preferred to an idle floath- 
fulnefie ? and an honorable policie in a lawfull plantation 
abroad, before vnlawfull monopolies, and wrangling fuites 
of Law, by neighbour againil neighbour at home, impove- 
riihing thy felfe, and thy native Countrie, whereof thou 
oughteft to bee a more profitable member ? 

May not the fortunate fucceife of the plantation of 
Ireland^ fo frefh and recent to all, whence fo great com- 
modities are brought both to England and Scotland^ and 
whereby the Countrie it felfe is enriched, and wee fo be- 
nefited, bee inticements to induce vs to the like. The 
venturous, and generous Spirites of refolute Grentlemen, 
rnder-takers of this plantation, haue raifed their fortunes 
worthie of honour; and by his Majefties favour, their 
vertues rewarded with the titles of Earles, Vice-Countes 
Lords, Barronets, and Knights, according to their qua- 
lities, and his Majefties pleafure. The meaner fort, fuch as 
artilanes, labourers of the ground, the greater part where- 
of, were knowne to haue fcarce a competent meanes to 
defraye the charges of their paflage thither, now pro- 
moted to bee Gentlemen, and of great meanes. And 
why may not time produce as great effe6is to vertue, in 
others who fhall follow her pathes with refolution : where 
as good occafions are offered, in a climate more tem- 
perate, a Soyle more fertile, and farre exceeding in grea- 
ter commodities ? 

And lafl, to fhake off the diflSculties, and impedi- 
mentes that may bee objected : as the dangeroufhefle of 
Sea^ the barrenneffe of the Soyle, and the vnwholefome- 
neffe of the climate; all which difcouragements might i^ 
floniihe fome with feare, and to thinke our expenffes, 
and paines vnprofitable ; when as our endes Ihall bee vn- 

C 3 poffible. 
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poffible. I haue therefore heere taken a view that yon may 
generallie knowe and leame, what the Oountrie is, and her 
commodities : the temperature of the dimate : nature of the 
natives : and the eafinefle of the paflage ; all which I fliall 
briefly runne over ; only to remove from before your feete 
the Humbling blocks of impoffibilitie that may affiright vs. 

The Countrie it is called by the name of Cape Briton^ 
now New OaUoway : new, not in refpe£l of the difcoverie 
thereof^ which to the judgment of men of knowledge and 
vnderllanding is not new, but old ; for the much hath been 
written thereof, yet new, not olde, becaufe of our new vn- 
dertaking of that plantation. It is fituated betwixt the de- 
grees of 45. and 57* an Yland within the Sea, but vpon the 
maine, fevered by the diftance of foure leagues in fome 
parts, of two or three at other parts : and at others, lefie. 

The Yland is in length fome 120. myles, and in breadth 
80. myles or thereby: ftanding South-eaft, and iN'orth-weft 
to New Scotland; where the great river Canada ingorgeth 
her felfe in the maine Ocean. Harbours there bee excee- 
ding good on all fides, in moft part whereof are ancorage 
for ihippes of all burthen. Yles there be about over-grown 
with good timber of diverfe forts of wood; all as yet not 
difcovered except the Tie Sabhn, which is full of woodes 
and wilde beaites, but without any people. The Land 
is watered by foure maine rivers, full of Salmond, and di- 
verfe other fortes of filhes. It hath plentie of fpringes of 
fweete waters. Towards the North-eafl, Mauntanaua: 
and toward the South-weft Caimpainge : promifing as rich 
entralles as anie other Kingdome to whom the Sunne is no 
nearer neighbour. The ground in it felf fo fertile and good 
as may equalize any of the Kingdomes that lyeth in the 
hight of 45. 46. 47. Onlie this advantage I find in nature, 
that they haue above this : they are bewtified by the long la- 
bour & diligence of induffarious people & airt : & this is only 
as God made it, when he created theworld, vncultured, plan- 
ted & manured by men of indufiry, judgment & experience. 
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The commodities which we fhal reape from thence fhall 
be great^for the Seafhall fweeten our labours with her bene- 
fites, as the Land, and the Land afwell as the Sea. The Sea 
fhall reach vs vp her Whale, her turbot, her fturgion, cod, 
haddocke, imall ling, makkerell, herring, mullet, pearch, 
Eele, crab, lobller, muskle, wilk, oyfter, and infinite others. 
FijQi is the maine Staple, from whence is to be extradled, a 
prefent commoditie to produce the reft : which howfoever 
it may feeme meane and bafe, yet it is the Myne, and the Sea 
is the fource of thefe filvered ftreames of all thefe vertues, 
which hath made the Hollanders, the miracle of induftrie^ & 
patteme of perfe6lion for thefe affiiires : and the benefite of 
filhing, is that Primum mobile that tumeth all their Spheare 
to this hight of plentie, ftrength, honour, and admiration. 
The ground it will yeeld vs an admired varietie; feme wee 
fhall haue that are merchantable, which, by the ferving for 
ordinarie neceiiars of the planters & inhabitantes, may yeeld 
a fuperplus fufficient, by way of trafHck and exchange with 
other nations, to enriche our felves the provyders ; fuch as 
flaxe, hempe, which the Soyle doth yeeld of it felf not plan- 
ted. For pitch, tarre, rozen and turpentine, there bee thefe 
kind of trees there, which yeeld them aboundantlie. Safla- 
fras, called by the natives, winauk, a kind of wood of fweet 
imell, and of rare vertues in Phy fick. The Vine, it groweth 
there wild. Oyle there may be there of two fortes : one of 
walnuts ; and another of berries, like the ackornes which the 
natives vfe. Furres of manie and diverfe kinds ; fuch as the 
marteme, the otter, the black foxe, the luzemes, Deere skins, 
bevers, wildcat, and manie others. Sweet gummes of di- 
verfe kinds, and many other Apothecarie drugges. Dyes 
of diverfe fortes : fuch as fhoemake, for blacke : the feede of 
an hearbe called vafebur, and a litle fmall roote called cbap- 
pacor, for red : & for blew, the herbe woad, a thing of great 
vent and vfe at home for Dyers^ and many other commodi- 
ties merchantable, which hy planting may be raifed. 

Other 
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Other commodities there axe^ which the gromid doth 
yeeld vs for yidluall and fuftenance of mans life^ and v- 
fuallie fedde vpon by the natnrall inhabitants: for it is 
knowne to bee fo fertile^ as without queftion capable of 
producing of any graine^ fruite, or roote^ or feede you 
will fowe, or plant, growing in any other region of the 
fame hight. The graines are maze, which we call Gmnie 
wheat, according to the countrie from whence the like 
hath beene brought, and this graine is much about the 
bigneife of our ordinarie peafe. There is aKo beanes, 
called of the natives Oknigier : and peafe called by them, 
Wickonzour. They haue pompions, millons, and gourds, 
and an herbe called melden, growing foure, or five foote 
high, of the feede they make a thicke broth, and potage 
of a good tafte, and of the llalke, by burning it in aflies 
they make a kinde of (alt earth, wherewith they feafon 
their brothes, other ialt they know not. They haue the 
hearbe Tobacco, called by the natives Vppowoc, in great 
plentie. Fruites they haue of fundrie forts : as chef-nuts, 
walnutes, grapes, medlars, mulberries, goofe-berries, ref- 
pices, ftraw-berries, plummes, currans, or a fruite like cur- 
rans. Sootes they haue of diverfe kindes ; Openauk, a 
kinde of roote, of a round forme and bignefle of walnuts, 
which beeing boyled or fodden, are verie goode meate : 
Okeepauke, another roote found in drye ground, which 
they eate with fifhe or flelh : Tfinaw, a roote like the chi- 
na-roote, growing together in clufters, of this roote they 
make bread. Of beafls ; they haue Deere red, and fdlow, 
conies, blacke foxes, and others, bevers, beares, wilde- 
cats, otters, martemes, luzemes, allanes, wolves, fquirells^ 
and a bead called Moos, bigger than a Stagge. For fowle 
they haue the turkie, the goofe, the ducke, the ikeldrake, 
the cran, the teale. Eagles, Falcons^ marlin-hawkes. 

And finallie are thofe other commodities, as are behove- 
full for thofe, which ihall plant and inhabite to know of: 

fuch 
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fuch as oakes^ afhe, elme^ firre, the pine^ and afcopo: 
which is a kinde of tree like the Laurell, the barke 
whereof, is hotte in tafle, and fpycie: hazelly plume- 
tree, walnut-tree, chefnut-tree, and manie others, which 
I omitt to rehearfe. For to make mention of the feve- 
rall beaftes, birdes, fiihes, fruites^ flowres, gummes, 
rootes, fweete woodes, trees, hearbs, and others com- 
modities, wherewith the ground is fo naturaUie, and fo ' 
plentifullie enriched, and ftored withall ; I fhould fill vp 
Decads : but referring thefe to the relations of fuch as hath 
fuUie collected the varieties of them, I come to the tem- 
perature of the climat. 

The nature of the jDlimate wee maye eafilie conclude 
from the hight whereinto it is fituated ; beeing in the 45. 
46. and 47. which is as temperate, and as fruitfiill as a- 
nie other paralell in the World ; and anfwerable to thefe 
fruitfull partes in FrancBy which are accompted the gar- 
den of Europe; Poi&oUy and Anjou : and where is that fa- 
mous river of Layre, adorned with fo manie faire, fo an- 
cient, and populous Cities: and manie other notable, 
and famous Kingdomes : as you maye looke in the vni- 
veriall Mappe, becaufe I meane not to bee tedious : and 
fo having there fuch excellent temperature of the aire at 
all feafons, much warmer than heere, and never fo ve- 
hementlie hotte as it is vnder, and betwixt the Tropicks, 
or neere them, wee neede not thinke of vnwholefome- 
neffe. 

And now for the Paffage : Is not the navigation knowne 
to bee fhort, as fufficientiie experimented to have beene 
performed with an ordinarie winde in eighteene dayes, 
and in as much backe againe ? how manie Dutch, Englijh 
and French goe yeereUe there for fifhing on the coaite, 
and backe againe to their great commodities and profitc : 
and by the waye wee neither fhall haue lee ihoare, ene- 
mies^ coaily rocke, nor lands, all which in other voyages 

D and 
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and in our coaflings at home wee are fubje£t vnto. 

And now laft, it refteth I fpeake a worde of the na- 
ture of the People, in fo farre as you maye knowe, how 
litle they are to bee feared, in refpe6l of troubling our 
inhabiting and planting. 

They are a people fo fewe, fo poore, fo bafe, fo in- 
civile, and fo favage, as wanting both multitude, po- 
wer, or airte to harme vs. They are cloathed with loofe 
mantles, made of Deere skinnes, caften rounde about 
their middles, the reft of their bodie all naked, of fuch 
ftature oneUe as wee are heere, having no edge tooles, 
nor weapons of yron, nor fteele to offende vs, neither 
knowe they how to make anie, nor howe to vfe them. 

Thefe weapons which they have, are onelie Bowes 
made of Hazell, and arrowes of reedes : flat edged trun- 
cheons aKo of wood, about a yarde long : neither haue 
they anie thing to defende themfelves, but targes made 
of barkes, and feme armour made of ftickes wickered 
together with threed. In number they are verie fewe, 
in twentie myles, fcarce threefcore people. Townes in 
the countrie are verie rare, and finall : containing fewe 
inhabitants : and hee is a Yiroan, or great Lord, that hath 
the government of one towne. There houfes are li- 
tle, made of fmall poles, and faft at the toppes in round 
forme, in mofte parte covered with barkes. If there 
fhoulde fall out anie Warres betwixt vs and them, what 
fight coulde there bee, wee having advantages againft 
them, fo manie manner of wayes : it maye bee eafilie i- 
magined, by our difcipline, our ftrange weapons, efpe- 
ciaUie, our Ordinance great, and fmall. And by the 
experience that others hath had of them there, in pla- 
ces more populous than this of ours : where the taking 
of them-felves to their heeles, was their beft defence 
againft them. 

So 
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So feeing you maye perceive, what the Countrie is, 
and how fltuated: the aire how temperate, and whole- 
fome ? the Soyle how fertile, and what affluence it doeth 
yeelde of commoditie ? the natives how both fo fewe, 
and fo harmelefle? and the paffage, howe.fo eafie, and 
fo frequentlie experimented ? I hope there remaineth no 
caufe whereby the a6l;ion fhould bee mifliked. 

Thus referring my relation to your favourable con- 

ftruftions : the fucceffe of the a6lion to Him, who is to 

bee acknowledged the Author and Govemour, not onlie 

of this, but of all thinges elfe : and thefe my fubfequent 

Offers, which I have freeUe, and wiUinglie 

granted, as helpes, and furtherances for 

your encoiu*agement to fo good a 

Worke; yee maye pervfe, and 

oneUe imbrace as you ihall 

thinke your felves 

difpofed. 
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ARTICLE L 

For Minifters. 

THAT the blefling of GOD may accom- 
panie vs in our indeyoores ; without whofe 
gratious, and mercifull affiflance, wee can 
not have happie, nor profperous fucceffe 
in our affidres. For the Minifters of the 
Worde of God ; fuch as fhall bee the fa- 
vours of CHRIST for the gaine of Soules : and to pro- 
pagate his Trueth : and enhghten thofe that are captiyate 
in Ethnicke darkneffe : and for the vfe^ and exercife of 
true Religion amongeft our felves ; I doe willinglie, and 
freelie graunt and offer as foUoweth^ 

1. Their paflage from Scotland vnto the laid Land 

of New OaUoway fliall be free vnto them^ with- 

. out pajrment of any fraught^ either for themfelyes, 

D 3 their 
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their wiues^ and children, if they anie haue, and 
their neceflare houihold ftuffe: which all fhall 
bee tranfported thither vnto them^ into mine 
owne Shippes, and ypon mine owne charges. 

2. They fliall haue their entertainment of mee, their 

wiues, and children as faide is, in their whole 
paflage on the waye thither. 

3. For their maintenance, and their forefaids beeing 

there : I fliall giue them entertainment for the 
fpace of the firft three yeeres, indming the in- 
fancie of our Chmrch there : and howe foone it 
fhall pleafe GOD that our number bee increa- 
fed, that our Companies maye bee divided in 
Paroches, that then a competent meanes fliall be 
alloted vnto each Miniiler in his feverall charge, 
as fliall bee found expedient for their places. 

4. For their afllflance in fuch things as belongeth 

vnto them in their callings : I fliall haue a fpeciall 
care to fee, that fuch reverence, and refpeA be 
had vnto them, as appertaineth vnto their place 
and calling : and fliall fee fuch goode order, as 
by them fliall bee fette downe for reformation 
of life, and manners, duelie obeyed and perfor- 
med, by caufing the tranigrefiburs, and contem- 
ners of the fame bee feverelie puniflied. 



ARTICLE 11. 

THAT everie one of fuch as fliall be vnderta- 
kers, fliall giue his oath of alledgeance : and fliall 
all conforme themfelves in Beligion, according to his Ma- 

jefties 
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jefties Lawes, and manner profeffed within the King- 
dome of Scotland. 



ARTICLE III. 

For Gentlemen, and others vndertakers : what I 
Jfiall bee obliged to peiforme vnto them. 

ITEM, for the helpes, and furtherances of fo gene- 
rous, and well^difpofed vndertakers as fliall willing- 
lie vnder-goe the hazard, and imbrace the enterpryfe : I 
fliall performe the particulars in everie point vnto them^ 
as followeth, 

1. For their paffages: everie vnder-taker fliall bee 

tranfported, himfelfe, his wife, children, & fer- 
vants, his whole houfliold ftuffe, and their pro- 
vifion of vi£tualles for their intertainment, fuch 
as meale, malt, beefe, &c. and fuch as they fliall 
pleafe to provide to fufl;aine them for a whole 
yeere : Together witji as much comes, as they 
fliall bee able to fowe vpon their Lands, the firfl. 
yeere : and that all, and together paflage free, 
into mine Shippes, from Scotland vnto the faid 
countrie of New OaUoway. 

2. Beeing thither by GODS mercifuU affiflance, 

and providence tranfported, to bee eflabliflied 
and placed in the Land : each man according to 
his qualitie, as followeth : The landed Gentle- 
man vndertaker, fliall haue his Landes granted 
vnto him in fee, and heritage to himfelfe, and 
his fucceflburs for ever, to bee holden of mee, 
my heires, and fuccefibures in New Galloway, in 

manner 
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manner as they holde their Lands in Scotland of 
our Soveraigne Lord, the King his Majeftie, ei- 
ther by feaw, wairde, or blanfli, and fhall grant 
tl^e fame vnto them in quantitie, according to e- 
verie one of their qualities and meanes. And for 
tennants, and farmorers, their landes ihall bee 
granted vnto them in Lace, everie one of them 
to have three Life-rents, and a nyneteene yeere 
Tacke thereafter, conforme to their power, and 
meanes, and performance of the conditions of 
the rent after mentioned. 

8. And further more that their helpes, and fur- 
therances maye haue a competent time to e- 
ftabliflie them-felves in their eftates, and that 
their meanes may the better increafe : each vn- 
dertaker of the plantation of New Galloway fhall 
bee free from the payment of any duetie for his 
Landes, for all and whole the fpace of the firfl 
three yeeres. 

4. For their aflurance of a fecuritie, and peaceable 
quietneife in the pofleflion of their Landes in 
New Galloway y whereof they bee vndertakers : 
I fhall finde fufficient caution, and furetie vnto 
each one of them within the Shyre where hee 
dwelleth in Scotland, that whatfoever his goods 
or geare thither tranfported, and placed vpon 
the ground of the faids Landes, fhsJl bee ts^en 
from him by violence, of the natives, or for- 
raine Nations, that the double thereof fhall bee 
payed and refounded agiune vnto him in Scotland, 
or to his heires, executours, or alBgnayes. 

6. And 
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And for arti&nes and craftef-men^ fuch as Tay- 
lors, Shoe-makers, Smyths, Wrights, Webfters, 
Wakers, Millers, &c. their paflages fliall bee 
made free vnto them without the payment of ar- 
nie fraught ; and likewife the rents of their lands 
fliall bee free vnto them, induring their owne life- 
times : and for their fucceffours, they ihall bee 
kept in the cafe, and eflate of tenants and farmo- 
rers, and fhall haue their Laces of their Lands 
granted vnto them, as is fet downe in the Arti- 
cle for Tennants. 



ARTICLE IIIL 

What the Vnder-takers fliall performe vnto mee. 

FOR the whole duetie of my Landes, charges, and 
expenfles to [be] beflowed by mee in my Ihipping 
and other provifion : I fliall bee contented to receive from 
everie one of the faid vndertakers, the thirteenth parte 
of that increafe, and commoditie, which their Lands fliall 
bee made worthie vnto them in the faid plantation : And 
that I fliall not require to bee payed vnto mee in moneyes, 
but only in fuch commodities, as the Soyle fliall affoord : 
fuch as comes, fiflies, furres, &c. 

A!Nr D lafl;, I defire that all fuch, as fliall imbrace the 
forefaids offers, may come vnto mee before the firft 
day of December next, and giue vp their names, and a 
note of fuch things as they defire to bee carried with them, 
whereby I may provide for them, conforme to my pro- 
ceeding offers, and they received everie one, and placed 
according to the order as they firfl; come : fo that all thinges 
may bee duelie provyded, and had in readineffe againll 
the due time and feafon of fetting out. 

E And 
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AKD thus (Might Noble, aiidworihie Countrie-men) 
have I ynfolded the reafons of my refolution to 
yndertake this enterpryfe, which if I hadde not 
thought to be both Chriflian, honorable, honefl, eafie, 
and profitable ; I fliould never have attempted. And I 
have further for the encouragement of all fuch as are 
well-willers vnto the Worke, made offer of fuch helps, 
and furtherances as may teftifie my willingneffe to pro- 
fecute the fame. Defiring yet againe aU noble and gene- 
rouflie well-difpofed Gentlemen, to confider with mee, 
onelie our eilates in thefe dayes, and how wee ftand in 
our families, from the greatefl, to the fmaUefl : and com- 
pare them with our PredecefTours, who did keepe great 
honour, credite, and eflimation ; which in fo great a mea- 
fure is decayed, and diminiihed in vs. I^ow let vs com- 
pare our felves with Citizens now, whofe credite wee 
fee doeth furpaffe ours, although wee bee above them, 
both in qualitie and richeffe. Whence is this woorth 
of theirs, but from their induflrie, and trueth; which 
beareth them out both to this credite, and refpeA, af- 
well at home, as abroad ? 

Were it not (then) better in thefe our dayes for vb 
to imitate the foot-fleppes of vertue in the Italians, that 
thinketh it neither diflionourable, nor difparagement vn- 
to their greatefl Princes, their Dukes, MarquefTes, and 
Countes, to make themfelves great, and get their patri- 
monies inlarged by their hazards at Sea ? It is their glo- 
rie to bee vertuous ; and may condemne our diffolutions 

and 
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and idkneflfey that may as eafilie bee great, by fuch ho- 
neft and honourable endevoures. 

But yet let ys come a litle nearer vnto our felves ; and 
fee the difireffes afwell amongft the great, as the fmall, 
throughout the whole Kingdome: and what increafe 
there is of debts amongft ys in thefe dayes, never heard 
of before amongll our Predeceffoures, wee fliall finde, 
that if wee foUowe not feme other induftrious manner 
of waye, to relieve them, then by menaging, in what- 
fome-ever, and beft forme wee can, our revenues, that 
they fliall never bee relieved. 

There are three thinges that troubleth our eflates 
that wee cannot live as our Predeceflbures did before vs : 
f^rft, the prodigalitie, both in our felves, our fervants, 
and our houfes. Secondlie, wee have not fuch occafi- 
ons, and vfes at home for the Brethren, and fecond fonnes 
of our houfes to get them preferment as of old. Third- 
he, that vniverfall plague of Cautionarie, throughout 
the whole Kingdome, whereby their is fuch a generall 
intercourfe of diftrefle, each one for another, as all are lin- 
ked into it: which all in following out fuch honorable, 
and honeft indevoures abroad might bee remedied. I 
fpeake not of the favoured Courteour, nor of the fortu- 
nate Statef-man, for they have their owne bleiBnges from 
GOD, and favour of their Mafter in their feverall pla- 
ces : but vnto fuch, my noble friends, and Countrie-gen- 
tlemen, fuch as my felfe is, and fo diftrefled as I am; 
and fpeaking out of mine owne experience; protefling 
that cautionarie hath beene vnto me ; vpon mine honour, 
and credite, the value of an Hundreth thoufand pounds ; 
which any imployment abroad, either in the fervice of 
my King, or my Countrie, might haue fpared vnto me, 
and bettered the eflate of mine Houfe. Neither doe I 
fpeake fo farre of my felfe, for want of abilitie to doe 
mine owne bufinefle, which I praife GOD is knowne 

E2 to 
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to fuch^ as knowe my felfe : but to giue everie man a 
fenfe^ and feeling out of mine owne experience^ howe I 
fee the eflate of the Kingdome. 

Then (Worthie Countriemen) let vs lay thefe two things 
in the baUance^ and judge vpon them : whether it is bet- 
ter for vs to goe there, where we may haue to live in 
a fruitfull Soyle, and wholefome, in all commodities 
abounding to our contentments, beeing onlie a litle in- 
duftrious and painefull: than to live heere at home as 
Eunnagates, vnanfwerable to GOD, the Kmg, the 
Lawes, to all reafon, and confcience: to bee captivate 
as flaves, and call in loathfome Prifons, to fatiffie with 
our perfons, when our goods hath failed vs : and efpeciallie, 
when wee haue wronged our beft and kindefl friendes, 
who out of their loves hath engaged themfelves, to be 
diftrefled, and imprifoned for vs? which flioulde bee a 
greater griefe vnto vs, than our owne imprifonments. 

And then fliall wee difdaine Plantation : which to en- 
terprife is fo honourable; to profecute fo polfible: to 
purchafe fo lawfull, and when attained, fo profitable? 
ITo, whofoever fliall reafon againft the fame, efpecially 
fuch as are in diftrefle, may well bee reputed, either the 
Baftard of generofitie, or the nurfling of fimplicitie, or 
the abje6); of frugalitie : and fliaU either become for ever, 
the proflitute of infamie, or confecrated to perpetuall 
obUvion : and when hee is dead, his adtions, his meanes, 
his name and aU, fliaU die with himfelfe ; and if hee fliall 
ever happen to bee remembred, that remembrance fliall 
onelie bee in ignominie, as the Wretch of his Countrie, 
the Curfe of his Einred : and an vnthrift for himfelfe. 

But I fpeake not to fuch a crew, whofe bafenefle I 
knowe cannot climbe to furmount the meaneft imagined 
difficultie, that may arife. I fpeake to fuch noble Spi- 
rites and generous mindes, in whom doeth fliine the light 
of knowledge to difceme the differences between a bafe 

fecuritie 
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feemitie and honoonble a&ioii% rice and Tertue, ftupK 
dhie, and true wcMth : and who in end (hall not mille to re* 
joyee in the eiyojii^ the finodts of their hbours in them- 
iJ^TCB^and their names to bee honoured with a peqpeto* 
aD rememfannee. 

And if wee would fiudie to bee remembi>ed in oar po* 
fte^tiei^ heere is oflfered the oocafion to iniiart ts in the 
bookea of memmie : for if wee would portkm our feoond 
children in a plantation, and fuch as in nature wee are 
bound to hdpe, and adranoe: both ihall wee bee re- 
membred in tbdr erer-lnring fbcoeffions^ throughout all 
enfiiring ages: and thej jxoTvded in a competent bee- 
ing and meanes for thod-felres, and theirs^ and to bee 
thereafter jxoffitable for their King and Gountrie : whidi 
is better, than ^ther to be kept at home bafelie, & Ihort 
of that which is befeeming their birth, and qualitie : or 
to bee lent to the fenrice of the Warres of forraine Prin- 
ces, and to be cutted awaj bj the fword, and then ne- 
ver more againe remembred: and for fo (mall meanes, 
as thereby yee can furnifh themfelves both in rayment, 
and foode. 

Imbrace then the honours of Plantation. Doe wee 
dreame of difficulties ? then knowe ; that it is out of the 
greateft difficulties, that fpring the greateft honours : & 
it is that Knight -hood, which is gotten vnder the ban- 
ner of a King, and in the Fieldes which is mo(t honoura- 
ble ; and not that, which wee acquire by our moneyes ; 
as the moil part is now a-dayes. And that our a6Uons 
may both renowne vs, and beget vs moneyes, wee may 
fee in the examples that I haue fette before yoiu* eyes^ 
both of forraine nations, and of our own Countriemen, in 
their late plantations of Irdand^ their eftates now, their 
dignities, their honours, their credite, and their riches: 
and what they were knowne to haue beene before. 

But thefe I leave to your judgments : onelie now, to 

make 
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make an end^ I mufl entreate thee (Noble and courteous 
Reader) to excufe my freenefle in this my homeUe dif- 
courfe^ which I perfwade my felfe the generous minde 
will allowe of: and for the bafe^ the fimple and the vi- 
tious ; I doe not care for their cenfure, onelie I wilhe it 
were a fpurre to drawe them to more vertue. As for the 
rudenefle of my fpeach^ I hope none will except, where- 
in I profefle no airt, if iimplie I publifli my good mea- 
ning and eamefl affe6tion to fo goode a Worke. And 
wherein their is defe6t in mee, I hope the purpofe fludl 
bee better inlarged by him, whofe Pen is more than 
knowne to bee &mous, the principall A^r in the bufi- 
nefie, and to whom I principaUie dedicate this my trea- 
tife : and to bee feconded by the vertues of thefe the I^o- 
blemen, and thefe worthiUe honomred Gentle-men, the 
Knights Baronets, Ynder-takers of fo faire defignes : fo 
that nowe I ceafe with my penne, but never 
with my Sword to doe them fervice for 
the advancement of fo good a Worke.
